Bush nixes 
Gay Pride 
proclamation

Hfe resident George W. Bush, living 
down to expectations by not liv- 
I ing up to campaign rhetoric on 
inclusiveness, has dissed Pride cele¬ 
brations by ignoring them. 

The president’s spokesman, Scott 
McClellan, said last week that Bush 
would not proclaim Gay Pride Month 
for June. Nor would he sponsor any 
observance of the month’s meaning. 

Bush’s stance contrasts with that of 
former President Bill Clinton, who is¬ 
sued Pride proclamations in recent 
years and encouraged his administra¬ 
tion to sponsor speakers’ forums. 

Teddy Witherington, executive di¬ 
rector of the San Francisco Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, Transgender Pride Cele¬ 
bration Committee Inc,, told the Bay 
Area Reporter that he had written the 
president and Vice President Dick 
Cheney in February. “We were encour¬ 
aged by BusNs.positive m. 
ing his campaign regarding diversity, 
and we offered them the same courtesy 
as we extended to his predecessor.” He 
heard nothing until media reports of 
Bush’s decision late last week. 

“No one should be surprised,” said 
Witherington, who is a transplant 
from Great Britain. "From my point 
of view, it seems it’s the most Ameri¬ 
can thing to say, ‘Have a nice day.’ This 
president is going down in history as 
the president who couldn’t say, ‘Have 
a nice day’ to the gay community. 

“Here,” he added, “because of the 
religious right, the president feels 
boxed in. We all heard what he said in 
the campaign. He’s chosen to ignore 
us, and by his decision he’s belittling 
the rich culture that we have.” 

McClellan, Bush’s spokesman, told 
the media: “The president believes 
every person should be treated with 
dignity and respect, but he does not 
believe in politicizing people’s sexual 
orientation. That’s a personal matter.” 

While some departments, including 
Transportation and Interior, are plan¬ 
ning observances regardless, the White 
House told administration officials: 
“The executive office of the president 
will not sponsor an observance for Gay 
and Lesbian Pride Month. The execu¬ 
tive office of the president will contin¬ 
ue to observe, in some form or manner, 
the special emphasis programs that are 
traditionally recognized through the 
Affirmative Employment Program. 
Those programs recognize minorities 
and women that have been traditional¬ 
ly underrepresented in the work force.” 

By contrast, Witherington said, 
leaders like Jean Chretien of Canada 
and Tony Blair of Britain have been 
very supportive of Pride. 

“It depresses me when the presi¬ 
dent of my adoptive country is so be¬ 
hind the times,” Witherington said. 
“But there are going to be 15 million 
people around the world celebrating 
Pride, whether or not Bush wishes 
them to have a good time.” T

W ith the Rotunda of San Francisco 
City Hall strangely hushed, top 
officials and AIDS survivors 
marked the 20th anniversary of 
the epidemic on Tuesday, June 5, 
surrounded by memories of the dead. 

Their messages were pointed or 
poignant, but two symbols of grief and hope 
blanketed then: the flags at half-mast out¬ 
side City Hall, and the panels from the AIDS 
Memorial Quilt carried or hanging inside. 

“I like myself better for having treated 
you well. Love, hugs, and kisses too,” said a 
message on a panel remembering potter 
Peter Van Roy (June 26, 1950-March 15, 
1994). In the middle was a scene of blue 
water and reeds. 

Hank Wilson, of Survive AIDS, urged an 
audience of about 80 circled around the Ro¬ 
tunda to remember the “Denver Principles,” 
a document designed in 1983 to condemn 
attempts to label PWAs as victims and to 
help them die, and live, in dignity. 

“They are as valid today as in 1983,” Wil¬ 
son said. “We PWAs - we have Ph.D.s ... I 
have a Ph.D. in life - I’ve been there.” 
Lawrence Ozoa, the mayor’s liaison to the 
Office of Neigh¬ 
borhood Services, told the Bay Area Reporter: 
“I came out in the early 1990s. It was just a 
matter of weeks before my friends who were 
older seemed to be getting sick and dying. It’s 
alarming to see it all over again. 

“People forget what KS [Kaposi’s sarcoma] 
looks like on your friend. People forget what 
it’s like to see someone who’s 170 pounds one 
week and the next week he’s wasting ... 

“That cartoon in the B.A.R. - it’s the 
truth.” 

[Last week’s editorial page featured a car¬ 
toon by Ron Williams on 20 years of 
HIV/AIDS, with the caption “The most ob¬ 
jectionable AIDS drug side effect: Memory 
Loss. Never Forget.”] 

Ark of Refuge 

The Reverend Yvette Flunder from the 
Ark of Refuge sang a cappella “My Living 
Shall Not Be in Vain.” The hall stayed quiet 
for some time. 

Standing next to Flunder and Board of 
Supervisors President Tom Ammiano, 
Mayor Willie Brown told the audience about 
how the disease and the city had struggled 
to come to terms with each other. 

Initially, he said, government was not very 
responsive to the mysterious ailment known 
at the outset as the “gay men’s” disease.

Leno enters Assembly race

I J| gf ith a supportive crowd of 
' ; between 250-300 people 
fi f| on hand, San Francisco 
Supervisor Mark Leno on Satur¬ 
day, June 2 kicked off his cam¬ 
paign for the 13th District Assem¬ 
bly seat at the Plumbers’ Union 
Hall on Market Street. 

Leno is running in the Democ¬ 
ratic Party primary election that 
takes place next March. If success¬ 
ful, he will move on to the general 
election. The 13th District Assem¬ 
bly seat is currently held by Assem¬ 
blywoman Carole Migden, who is 
being forced out due to term limits. 

“It was very exciting to see all 
of the folks who were there,” Leno 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “Each 
and every one reflected the work 
this office has done over the last 
three years.” 

Leno was first appointed to the 
board in the spring of 1998 by 
Mayor Willie Brown. He won city¬ 
wide election in his own right that 
November. Last year, as the city 
switched back to district elections, 
Leno won the December runoff 
against Eileen Hansen and repre¬ 
sents District 8, the Castro. 

The supervisor said that since 
going on the board, he has worked

to build coalitions among groups 
that sometimes have conflicting 
positions on various issues. 

“Whether the issue was saving 
the bay from further mercury pol¬ 
lution, protecting tenants from 
eviction, enforcing restrictions on 
illegal billboards, establishing our 
novel car sharing program, ex¬ 
panding the city’s bicycle path 
network, or protecting small busi¬ 
nesses, we have built inclusive and 
effective coalitions to achieve our 
goals,” he stated. 

Other issues Leno has champi¬ 
oned include access to health ser¬ 
vices for transgender citizens, uni¬ 


versal health care for children, and 
equal access to services for the 
Chinese and Hispanic communi¬ 
ties. Leno has also worked with 
the Late Night Coalition around 
issues affecting nightclubs and 
spearheaded the medical cannabis 
identification program in place at 
the Department of Public Health. 

At last Saturday’s campaign 
event, Congresswoman Nancy 
Pelosi (D-San Francisco) intro¬ 
duced Leno. Others on hand in¬ 
cluded Supervisor Sophie 
Maxwell, former Supervisor Sue 
Bierman, former Ambassador 
James Hormel, and Kate Kendell, 
executive director of the National 
Center for Lesbian Rights. On 
Monday, Leno said that he had 
picked up the endorsement of 
U.S. Senator Dianne Feinstein. 

Leno pointed out that in the 
next 20 years, California will un¬ 
dergo dramatic changes. The 
state’s population is expected to 
grow from 33 million to 50 mil¬ 
lion, placing greater demands on 
energy, water, and agricultural re¬ 
sources. “Housing, transportation, 
education, and health care infra¬ 
structures will be challenged like 
never before,” he said. “Sacramen¬ 
to will need experienced, accom¬ 
plished, and creative leadership to 
address these issues.” T 


Migden seeks BOE seat

A ssemblywoman Carole 
Migden (D-San Francisco), 
who is barred from seeking 
re-election next year due to term 
limits, began her campaign for the 
1st District seat on the state Board 
of Equalization last Thursday, 
May 31, at Citizen Cake Restau¬ 
rant in San Francisco. 

Migden reportedly raised 
$150,000 at the event. 

“This is probably the first time 
a Board of Equalization kickoff 
took place in a bakery,” Migden 
quipped, referring to Citizen 
Cake’s specialty. 

The Board of Equalization is a 
constitutional office that deals 
with taxation policy for the state. 
The board is divided into four dis¬ 
tricts, with the fifth member being 
the state controller. Each district 
represents about 10 million peo¬ 
ple; District 1 covers most of 
Northern California. Johan Klehs, 
the current BOE member repre¬ 
senting District 1, cannot run 
again because of term limits. 

The election is next year. 
Migden, who currently chairs 
the powerful Assembly Appropri¬ 
ations Committee, said she has the 
fiscal background to do the job. “I 
want to make sure your tax dollars 
are spent well,” she said. 


If elected, she told the crowd 
last week, she would be the first 
woman and first lesbian elected by 
the people to the BOE. 

While Migden said she enjoys 
her current job, she said she wants 
to continue public service. 

Migden was first elected to the 
Assembly in 1996; before that she 
had been a member of the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors. 
While in the Assembly, Migden 
has had some success getting 
LGBT-related bills passed and 
signed by the governor, most no¬ 
tably her legislation a couple of 
years ago that established a 
statewide domestic partner reg¬ 
istry for same-sex couples and se¬ 
niors. This year, Migden hopes 
that her bill, AB25, passes out of 


the Legislature; that bill would ex¬ 
tend basic protections to same-sex 
and senior couples who register as 
domestic partners to include es¬ 
tate planning, employment-relat¬ 
ed, and health care benefits that 
spouses currently enjoy. 

There were many supporters on 
hand last week, including Supervi¬ 
sor Mark Leno and former Super¬ 
visor Harry Britt. The men - who 
both have close ties to Migden - 
have recently announced they are 
seeking to replace Migden in the 
Assembly. Leno kicked off his cam¬ 
paign last Saturday [see story 
above], while Britt told the San 
Francisco Chronicle this week that 
he is definitely running. Also this 
week, Migden said she will support 
Britt over Leno. ▼ 



Educate Your Healing Hands 
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Club Universe’s 911 
policies revealed in 
wrongful death lawsuit

P otentially damaging evi¬ 
dence is surfacing against 
San Francisco’s largest gay 
nightclub, Club Townsend, in 
court papers recently filed in a 
wrongful death lawsuit against it. 

The suit was brought by Par- 
malee Goring, the mother of Jef¬ 
frey Goring, a 35-year-old San 
Jose man who collapsed and died 
of a heart attack at the club’s Sat¬ 
urday night venue, Club Universe, 
last year. The complaint alleges 
there was a life-threatening delay 
in calling 911 out of concern that 
too many emergency calls could 
jeopardize the club’s license. 

Some of the strongest evidence 
and allegations in the more than 
two-inch court file in the suit in¬ 
cludes the following: 

• Former club manager, Jon 
Morris, and a club security officer, 
Richard Maloney, said in deposi¬ 
tions that the club had a policy at 
the time of Goring’s death of re¬ 
quiring employees not to call 911 
under any circumstances without 
authorization of a manager. Mor¬ 
ris no longer works at the club but 
Maloney still does and testified 
that the policy remains in effect. 
According to the deposition tran¬ 
scripts, Maloney cried when he 
was repeatedly questioned why he 
disregarded his CPR training to 
immediately call 911 when some¬ 
one has collapsed and is not 
breathing. 

• A physician witness who was 
at Goring’s side just after he col¬ 
lapsed said in deposition that he 
asked a club security guard to call 
911 immediately and assumed the 
call was made but only learned 
later that his request was ignored. 

• Both the doctor and Maloney 
said in depositions that about 15 
minutes elapsed from the time 
Goring collapsed until 911 was 
called.

- • Audrey Joseph, the club’s 
events manager, and majority 
shareholder of the Token Diva 
Corporation, which owns Club 
Townsend, impressed on employ¬ 
ees that the club’s license would 
be in jeopardy if 911 was called 
too often, according to a deposi¬ 
tion from Morris. The former 
manager said that his under¬ 
standing was that four or five 
times a month would be consid¬ 
ered too often. 

• The suit alleges that a securi¬ 
ty supervisor had the ability to 
call 911 from the back of the club

where Goring was taken by using 
a cell phone he was carrying. But 
in an interview with the Bay Area 
Reporter last year, Joseph said a 
delay in calling 911 was under¬ 
standable, in part, because the 
closest phone was in the office, in 
the front of the building. 

• Witnesses say that Goring 
briefly regained consciousness 
and opened his eyes shortly after 
he collapsed. Jim Goodfellow, 
Mrs. Goring’s lawyer, could use 
this to bolster his claim that Gor¬ 
ing’s life may have been saved if 
medical assistance was promptly 
summoned. 

. Goodfellow contends in the 
suit that Joseph should be consid¬ 
ered a de facto owner of the club 
and shouldn’t be allowed to hide 
behind a corporate veil. Goodfel¬ 
low contends that Joseph ran the 
club with an iron fist. In his de¬ 
position with Morris, the former 
manager said that Joseph estab¬ 
lished club policies, including se¬ 
curity, and had the ultimate au¬ 
thority of hiring and firing em¬ 
ployees. In a court hearing sched¬ 
uled for today (Thursday, June 7), 
Goodfellow will try to get a judge 
to ruk that Joseph violated the 
“corporate form” by running the 
club as sole proprietor. If the 
judge agrees, Goodfellow would 
be allowed to name Joseph in the 
suit, allowing him to go after her 
assets as well as those of the cor¬ 
poration. 

On Tuesday, June 5, Joseph 
told the B.A.R. that she was not at 
the club on the night of the inci¬ 
dent involving Goring. 

Aside from the lawsuit, the 
B.A.R. has learned Joseph faces 
other potential legal problems. 
She is the focus of an investiga¬ 
tion by the state Alcohol Beverage 
Control (ABC) for her request to 
transfer stock ownership in light 
of her criminal background. 

Joseph is a convicted felon. Ac¬ 
cording to federal court records, 
she has been convicted of three 
crimes over the past 30 years. In 
1975, at the age of 26, she was 
convicted of drug dealing after 
selling undercover Drug Enforce¬ 
ment Administration agents sev¬ 
eral ounces of cocaine. In 1986, 
she was convicted of drunk dri¬ 
ving, and in 1997, she was found 
guilty of money laundering. 

ABC agent Andrew Gomez 
told the B.A.R. that he is investi¬ 
gating Joseph’s 1997 crime in 
connection with an application 
she submitted last Thursday, May 
31. Gomez said that Joseph is try¬ 
ing to get 80 percent of the Token 
Diva stock transferred back to her 
from a trust she set up in 1997. 
Gomez said he suspects she shift¬ 
ed her shares to. a trust in 1997 to 


shield it from a fine she anticipat¬ 
ed as a result of the involvement 
in the money laundering scheme. 
Gomez said his office is investi¬ 
gating whether the crime can be 
considered “moral turpitude” and 
would warrant revoking her li¬ 
cense to sell alcohol. Gomez said 
he wasn’t aware of Joseph’s drug 
and drunk driving convictions 
but said that they may not be 
grounds for denying her a license 
because they happened so long 
ago. 

1997 case 

The 1997 crime involved 
Joseph’s friend and former em¬ 
ployee, Jerry Coletti. Coletti filed 
phony tax returns using the 
names of people he knew who 
were HIV-positive, and in at least 
one case, the name of a person 
who died of AIDS. Coletti had the 
tax refund checks sent to a post 
office box and deposited them 
into Joseph’s account. Joseph took 
a cut and paid off Coletti with 
checks that she disguised as busi¬ 
ness expenses. 

Joseph said she didn’t realize 
she was doing anything wrong 
until she came across a check 
from someone she knew had died 
of AIDS. She said she confronted 
Coletti about it but decided to 
continue to participate in the 
scheme after Coletti assured her 
that the money was being used to 
help people with AIDS. In the 
case of the man who had died, she 
said Coletti promised her the 
money would go to the man’s 
loved ones. 

Joseph could have been sen¬ 
tenced to 10 years in prison and 
fined $250,000 but as part of a 
plea bargain she was given five 
years probation and was required 
to pay $20,104.90 in restitution. 
She was allowed to work the 
amount off by holding charitable 
events in her club. Prosecutors 
agreed to go easy on her, in part, 
because she agreed to testify 
against Coletti. 

At the time of sentencing in 
October 1997, her attorney 
claimed Joseph couldn’t afford to 
pay a fine. According to Gomez, 
Joseph’s stock in Token Diva was 
transferred out of her direct con¬ 
trol and into a trust in January of 
that year. In 1999, Joseph’s lawyer 
persuaded a judge to declare an 
early end to her probation be¬ 
cause of her exemplary behavior. 

Attorneys respond 

Besides the ABC permit, 
Joseph was required to take out a 
permit from the San Francisco 
Police Department before she 
could open the business. Accord¬ 
ing to police records, she applied 
for a permit to operate the club in 
1993 but the box where it asked 
whether she was convicted of any 
crimes was left blank. When she 
reapplied for the permit in 1994 
after her business partner died, 
the cocaine conviction was listed. 
No explanation was indicated in 
the file about why she didn’t men¬ 
tion it the first time. 

San Francisco Police Officer 
Rose Meyer, who oversees the 
club permitting process, told the 
B.A.R. that the department con¬ 
siders each application on a case- 
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cirque, divas and madmen, spectacle and sensuality, 
and a five-course dinner - set in the nightclub of your dreams'.

Comedian/performer Judy 
Tenuta will serve as this year’s “pa¬ 
rade goddess.” Tenuta, known for 
her demented character who wails 
along to the accordion and be¬ 
lieves she is the “most famous per¬ 
son who ever lived,” has been a gay 
icon since her debut in the 1980s. 

Following the parade, at 11 
a.m., is the Pride festival, a multi- 
venue yard party at Discovery 
Meadow. 

Drag diva RuPaul is among the 


many performers at the festival’s 
Pride Stage; the stage also features 
circuit party star Amber; country 
western rockers Patsy Cline and the 
Memphis G Spots; The Julio Bravo 
Salsa Band; San Francisco’s all-girl 
country band The Wild Angels; 
Cheer San Francisco; and the Sili¬ 
con Valley Gay Mens’ Chorus. 

Also at the festival is an outdoor 
dance area featuring some of the 
area’s hottest deejays, a country 
western area, arts and crafts ven¬ 
dors, and “Leather Alley,” a place 
for fetish wear and exhibition. 
Tickets to the festival are $10 at the 
gate or $8 with advance purchase. 

The San Jose Gay Pride Cele¬ 
bration and Parade attracted 
15,000 people last year and is ex¬ 
pected to draw similar crowds this 
year.

Gender non-discrimination bill passed

J i B1649 is one step closer to 
| passage; the important bill 
H expands protections under 
the Fair Employment and Hous¬ 
ing Act to prohibit discrimination 
based on a person’s gender, de¬ 
fined as a person’s actual sex or 
perceived identity, appearance, or 
behavior regardless of the charac¬ 
teristics associated with the per¬ 
son’s birth sex. In simpler terms, 
transgenders and other gender 
variant individuals like butch les¬ 
bians and straight women who 
hate makeup - despite what may 
be socially expected of them be¬ 
cause of what’s between their legs 
- may soon have the same rights 
as other people when it comes to 
being hired, fired, and housed. 

AB1649, by openly lesbian As¬ 
semblywoman Jackie Goldberg (D- 
Los Angeles), passed the state As¬ 


sembly last Thursday, May 31 with a 
vote of 41-31. All “ayes” were from 
Democrats, and 27 Republicans 
voted against what could be life-sav¬ 
ing legislation. The bill now goes to 
the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
where it needs to be approved by July 
13. A similar bill last year passed the 
Assembly but was stalled in the Sen¬ 
ate; however, this year the Judiciary 
Committee includes openly lesbian 
state Senator Sheila Kuehl (D-Santa 
Monica), and gender-sawy Senators 
Martha Escutia (D-Whittier) and 
Byron Sher (D-Palo Alto). 

“We’re hoping that this is the 
year,” said Eric Astacaan, legisla¬ 
tive advocate for California Al¬ 
liance for Pride and Equality, who 
added that it will be necessary to 
lobby other members of the Judi¬ 
ciary Committee like Steve Peace 
(D-El Cajon), who abstained from 
the vote last year, and Jack O’Con¬ 
nell (D-San Luis Obispo). Four 
votes are needed for the bill to 


leave the committee and continue 
on its way through the Senate. 

As it stands, transgenders, “ef¬ 
feminate” men, and “masculine” 
women can still be evicted and lose 
their jobs legally based on superfi¬ 
cial characteristics; sexual orienta¬ 
tion protections do nothing for 
LGBT and heterosexual people who 
present anything other than what is 
stereotypically associated with their 
biological sex. This systemic prob¬ 
lem is perhaps most noticed in the 
transgender population, a group of 
people who still are considered not 
worthy of hire by many employers. 
No job often means no home, 
which can translate to various 
health concerns, as well as abuse at 
the hands of law enforcement. 

“These are real problems that 
real people have to deal with every 
day,” said Astacaan. “I don’t know 
how to put it any other way when 
we talk to elected officials. It’s very 
important legislation.” T

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A new Senate, a new day 


jjjj t became official yesterday. Senator Tom 
Daschle (D-South Dakota) took over as 
11 Senate majority leader as Democrats as¬ 
sumed control of the upper house of Con¬ 
gress for the first time since 1995. Histori¬ 
cally, this week was the first time that the 
balance of power was changed because of a 
party switch instead of an election. As most 
know by now, Vermont Senator James Jef¬ 
fords left the Republican Party last month 
and became an Independent; because he is 
voting with Democrats on organizational 
matters, that gives the Dems a 51-49 edge 
(the makeup of the Senate is now 50-49-1). 

While Republicans have been trying to 
put the best spin possible on the situation, 
we can’t help but notice that in just five 
months, President Bush has seen his party 
lose control of part of the legislative branch 
- and this wasn’t due to the death of a sen¬ 
ator or an election, it was due to hardball 
tactics, a move party leaders such as Sena¬ 
tor Trent Lott (R-Mississippi) and Bush ad¬ 
viser Karl Rove badly miscalculated. Imme¬ 
diately after Jeffords’s defection, there was 
plenty of finger pointing among Republi¬ 
cans; some blamed the White House, others 
blamed the Senate leadership for losing Jef¬ 
fords. In fact, blame probably rests with 
both. 

With the leadership switch, the changes 
will be more than just cosmetic, though 
some senators will move into more spacious 
offices and acquire larger staffs. Significant¬ 
ly, Democrats will chair Senate committees 
and be able to set the agenda in terms of 
what legislation is heard, what congression¬ 
al hearings are held, and what presidential 
nominees move forward. While Daschle has 
said wisely that he intends to be bipartisan, 
he and new Judiciary Committee Chairman 
Patrick Leahy (D-Vermont) have made it 
clear that when it comes to judicial nomi¬ 
nees, the White House had better not send 


over people who are right wing hard¬ 
liners. 

The new Senate also means 
that some of Bush’s proposals, 
like his environmental and ener- * 
gy policies, will be subject to rig- 
orous debate; indeed, it is now vir- "" 
tually assured that the Alaska Nation¬ 
al Wildlife Refuge will not be drilled for 
oil. Another initiative, the ob¬ 
scenely costly missile defense 
system, is likely now on the 
back burner. Who will pay for 
it, especially with the huge tax 
cut that Bush wanted and got - pretty much 
intact - from Congress? 



The LGBT community should welcome 
the change in Senate leadership. It means 
that proposals to bring about equal 
rights might actually get a hearing, 
rather than be held up in committee 
or never heard at all, as was Lott’s cus¬ 
tom. Appointments to the federal 
bench will be closely scrutinized, send¬ 
ing the president a message that he 
must steer to the center. 

More importantly, the new 
Senate will force Bush to move 
toward the center. And given 
how Bush started his presiden¬ 
cy in the far right hand lane, any shift to the 
middle is welcome news. ▼ 



Is homophobia mental illness?

8 n May 30 ABC’s Nightline aired a 
provocative discussion on racism. The 
focus of the piece was the petition by 
Dr. Alvin Poussaint, African American 
scholar, professor of psychiatry and dean of 
students at Harvard Medical School, to clas¬ 
sify extreme racism as a mental illness. 
Poussaint wants the American Psychiatric 
Association to amend its Diagnostic and Sta¬ 
tistical Manual of Psychiatric Disorders 
(commonly referred to as the DSM) to in¬ 
clude racism among delusional disorders. 

Poussaint’s idea isn’t new. African-Amer¬ 
ican psychiatrists petitioned similarly in the 
early 1960s when the black civil rights 
movement engendered violent backlash 
among racists, including firebombings, 
lynchings, and other murders. The request 
at that time was denied. 

Now, because Poussaint is a leader in his 
field and also a specialist on the role of vio¬ 
lence in society from the spanking of chil¬ 
dren to the impact of black-on-black vio¬ 
lence in urban America, the request is being 
reconsidered. 

In an opinion piece in the New York 
Times on August 26, 1999, Poussaint first 
delineated his theory - that there are de¬ 
grees of racism from the very mild to the 
very extreme. The latter cases, he posited, 
were indicative of delusional disorder - that 
is, if a person actually believed blacks or 
Jews were the cause of that person’s prob¬ 
lems, or the problems of white people gen¬ 
erally, that absolutely met the criteria for 
delusion. 

Poussaint detailed a series of racist acts 
of violence that had occurred recently - no¬ 
tably the dragging/dismemberment murder 
of James Byrd in Texas and the attack by Bu¬ 
ford Furrow on a Jewish daycare center in 
Los Angeles - as examples of such delusion. 

On Poussaint’s scale of delusional pro¬ 
gression a person first declares verbal ex¬ 
pression of antagonism, then avoidance of 
members of disliked groups, then actively 
discriminates against them, then attacks 
members of those groups physically, then 


“exterminates” those persons by means of 
lynchings, massacres, and genocide. Noted 
Poussaint in his opinion piece, “The fifth 
point is readily classifiable as a mental dis¬ 
order.” 

In the FBI tapes at the recent trial for the 
Alabama church bombing in 1964 in which 
four young black girls were killed and sev¬ 
eral others maimed and blinded, one cer¬ 
tainly hears exactly what Poussaint asserts. 

One also hears it in the testimony in the 
Brandon Teena and Matthew Shepard 
murder trials. Which begs the ques¬ 
tion: Is extreme homophobia, which 
meets similar criteria to that posit¬ 
ed by Poussaint, also a mental ill¬ 
ness? 

The case for such a claim is 
strong. So strong, in fact, that one 
wonders why no queer 
psychiatrist has made it. 

Though Poussaint’s 
argument seems flawless¬ 
ly logical, it has caused tremendous contro¬ 
versy in the African American and psychi¬ 
atric - and legal - communities. 

Some African Americans assert that de¬ 
claring extremes of racism a mental disor¬ 
der lets perpetrators off the hook and in the 
case of criminal actions, such as murder, al¬ 
lows the perpetrators to claim insanity. It is 
easy to see where queer activists would take 
a similar view given recent defense claims of 
“homosexual panic” as excuse for murder. 

But Poussaint is unyielding. His 30 years 
of writing and research on children, racism, 
and violence all lead inexorably to this 
point: By declaring such behavior “abnor¬ 
mal” and symptomatic of a psychological 
disturbance requiring treatment including 
therapy, medication, and even incarceration 
in a mental institution, it removes any sug¬ 
gestion of acceptability from such behavior. 
In short it sends a societal message that ex¬ 
treme racism is as pathological and danger¬ 
ous as untreated schizophrenia or other se¬ 
vere types of mental illness. It renders such 
behavior socially intolerable and as a conse¬ 
quence, would limit it. 

The progression of racist behavior as 
Poussaint delineates it also suggests a deter¬ 


rent plan. “Warning signs” would demand 
attention. Poussaint believes strongly that 
defining racism in this way will lead to a di- 
minishment of racial violence and a broad¬ 
ening of racial understanding. 

The same theory can - and should - be ap¬ 
plied to homophobia, particularly as the ma¬ 
jority of perpetrators of extreme racism and 
homophobia are nearly always the same: 
young, white males, usually in groups, fre¬ 
quently spurred on by one member of the 
group who suffers from that extreme ideation. 

The truth of Poussaint’s theory is clear 
in how keenly it has impacted white su¬ 
premacists. A cursory look at Web 
sites of these groups points to 
Poussaint’s request and the sup¬ 
port of “Jew shrinks” as typify¬ 
ing the conspiracy of blacks and 
Jews to undermine the 
white race. Conversely 
Poussaint is equally un¬ 
popular with the Nation 
of Islam, many of whose members would 
also meet his criteria. 

Such a provocative concept certainly de¬ 
mands attention and investigation. Exam¬ 
ining Poussaint’s thoughtful and well-re¬ 
searched theory suggests application to ho¬ 
mophobia - which has also escalated into 
extremes of violence with each successive 
year - should be made. And rather than giv¬ 
ing homophobes a route for escape it nar¬ 
rows the avenue for them to perpetrate their 
violence. Queer activists should support 
Poussaint’s request - and add our own. T

These include the AIDS Coalition of Northeast Geor¬ 
gia, the AIDS Foundation of Chicago, the Red Ribbon 
Foundation, Gay Men’s Health Crisis, World Wildlife 
Fund, and last but not least, People for the Ethical 
Treatment of Animals. The B-52’s are no strangers to 
the loss and tragedy of AIDS. Founding band member 
Ricky Wilson died from AIDS in 1985, devastating the 
band. Openly gay band members Fred Schneider and 
Keith Strickland, together with Kate Pierson and Cindy 
Wilson (Ricky’s sister) honor Ricky’s memory and all 
those who have suffered and continue to suffer from 
AIDS by appearing at our event. 

Our community in San Francisco is no stranger to 
energetic debate about how to respond to the AIDS 
pandemic. The appropriate responses from an ethical 
viewpoint, the types of treatments, therapies, and 
modes of activism necessary are as varied as 
our community. Rather than adopt a Me- 
Carthyistic approach, S.F. Pride respects 
the opinions and beliefs of everyone in 
this arena, which is why at our San Fran¬ 
cisco event you will find a beautiful kalei¬ 
doscope of different opinions and orga¬ 
nizations responding to the AIDS and 
HIV crisis represented. At the end of the 
day, Pride’s central message is about re¬ 
spect and inclusion, not excluding a group of people 
just because you happen to disagree with them.

Eviction woes 

I’m a resident of the Castro facing a TIC eviction. 
The owners of the building my partner and I live in is 
being sold. The gay couple who own it are selling and 
retiring to Florida. We’re told that because of the high 
property values in the Castro, the only kind of buyers 
that are interested in it are those who want to do a 
tenancy in common and force us out of our home. 

It would be bad enough if we were employed. But 
as a result of the current economic slowdown, for the 
first time in the 15 years we’ve been together, both of 
us have been laid off at the same time. 

After coming from a more backward part of the 
country, I cannot begin to tell you what it’s meant to 
live in a neighborhood like the Castro. When we 
moved here, we were able to hold hands in public for 
the first time. It seems like such a little thing, but I 
can’t tell you what it meant to us that first time; and 
we still walk down Castro Street holding hands. 

There is the yearly Pride Parade. What an utterly 
amazing thing when seen for the first time! How as¬ 
tonishing to realize that we have the mayor, the city 
supervisors, the police and the fire department in our 
parade when in so much of the country it’s contro¬ 
versial to even propose anti-discrimination legislation 
to protect gay people. The Castro Street Fair, the AIDS 
Candlelight Vigil, and other events almost without 
number, are just some of the many things in the Cas¬ 
tro and San Francisco to enrich our lives as gay peo¬ 
ple. I have to wonder how much those who are long¬ 
term residents really appreciate what we have here. Or 
how much we stand to lose when we’re forced out. 

The Bay Area is not the same when viewed from 
Vallejo or Dublin. Castro Valley is no substitute for 
the Castro. Yet more and more gay people are being 
forced out of the Castro and San Francisco so that 
speculators and real estate investors with no interest 
in the rich heritage of the Castro can laugh all the way 
to the bank and bring in people who have no interest 
in the community. 

Please remember that tenancies-in-common are 
not a shortcut to home ownership. They’re a shortcut 
to diluting our community. A fat wallet should not be 
a blank check for inflicting pain on our fellow man. I 
am embarrassed that anyone who considers himself a 
true San Franciscan could either force someone out 
of their home so that he or she could live in it, or prof¬ 
it from such a tragedy.

Tenant-landlord battles 

Homer Hobi may know a lot about AIDS drugs 
and is certainly helping PWAs survive with the assis¬ 
tance of the medicines he collects and sends to Latin 
America and Africa [“Man who helps AIDS survivors 
in Africa, Latin America, faces eviction.” May 31 ]. But 
he doesn’t know very much about the realities of real 
estate. 

The article by David Fraser quotes him as saying 
that the new owners of the building he lives in “got a 
good price because the heirs sold below market price” 
to help him. 

That’s probably not why that building sold below 
market price. More likely it’s because the presence of 
Mr. Hobi meant that the new owners of that two-unit 
building knew they would have to go through a 
lengthy, expensive, and ultimately unpleasant Ellis Act 
eviction to move into their own property. And I sus¬ 
pect they themselves aren’t happy with the idea of 
evicting Mr. Hobi, either. Who would be? 

Having a senior citizen or a tenant in a “protect¬ 
ed” class means that a piece of real estate is, in effect, 

as damaged as if the paint were peeling or the 
plumbing leaked. That’s why it sells for below 
market value. Below-market prices signal 
to the prospective buyer that the buyer 
will have to put some extra effort into the 
property. This effort may be his or her 
own elbow grease, if the property hap¬ 
pens to be a fixer-upper, or it may in¬ 
volve bringing a lawsuit in order to 
move into your own new home. Re¬ 
gardless, that property is damaged 
goods. That’s why Safeway sells day-old bread and 
that’s why some real estate sells for below market 
prices. 

The insane war between landlords and tenant ac¬ 
tivists in San Francisco can only be cured if more hous¬ 
ing is built and if more people enjoy the benefits of 
home ownership. As they say, the best form of eviction 
control is to own your own home.

The Dalai Lama 

This is in response to “A Dalai Lama update,” by 
Steve Peskind [Guest Opinion, May 24]. Peskind refers 
to various publications in which Tenzin Gyatso, the 
14th Dalai Lama, has presented his views on the sub¬ 
ject of human sexuality. 

It was not necessary for Peskind to ask, “When and 
where did the Buddha give teachings prohibiting 
same-sex partners?” The Buddha made no such state¬ 
ments as Peskind points out. 

However, the Five Precepts refer to “sexual mis¬ 
conduct,” the meaning of which is subject to inter¬ 
pretation. The Five Precepts are traditional and are 
quoted in Nyanatiloka Mahathera’s The Word of the 
Buddha. 

In his The Illustrated World’s Religions, Huston 
Smith writes, “The Buddha detailed this directive in 
the Five Precepts that constitute the Buddhist version 
of the ethical half of the Ten Commandments. 

Tenzin Gyatso is regarded by some to be the rein¬ 
carnation of the Bodhisattva Avalokitesvara. He only 
holds that authority which has been granted to him. 
“Dalai Lama” is a “title bestowed upon the head of the 
Yellow Hat monks, the dominant sect in Tibetan Bud¬ 
dhism, by the Mongol ruler Altan Khan in 1578,” (Ox¬ 
ford Encyclopedia of World History). 

There will no doubt be those who will dispute this 
with me, but the spiritual authority of the 14th Dalai 
Lama extends only over the Yellow Hat monks. 

The political authority of the 14th Dalai Lama last¬ 
ed from his swearing-in in 1940 to the time the Chi¬ 
nese forced him into exile in 1959. Tibet was invaded 
by the Communist Chinese in 1950. 

The 14th Dalai Lama’s teachings on the subject of 
human sexuality should not be regarded as a form of 
“spiritual violence” or “harmful behavior.” However, I 
would question as to if he is engaging in right speech 
when he presents these teachings.

without action? Call me to discuss how to stop an un¬ 
needed war.” The comments at issue - made by Brad 
Peebles, who was infected seven years ago at age 24 - 
were that, in his opinion, AIDS drug ads are “one tiny 
blip in the consciousness of people choosing to en¬ 
gage in risky behavior,” not the cause. Getty’s snap re¬ 
sponse was “an unneeded war.” Even by the standards 
of San Francisco activism, this is overkill. 

His case against Poz is based on several false 
premises. First, the “AIDS profiteering” charge. Far 
from “filling their bank accounts,” Sean Strub and the 
other owners have, over eight years, spent nearly $2 
million to keep Poz publishing. Does Poz sell “vital re¬ 
search information about readers” to “drug companies 
and countless other marketers”? No. Our readership 
surveys are voluntary and anonymous, participants are 
often compensated, and the information shared with 
advertisers is untraceable to any individual. Nor is “the 
cost of admission to the Poz Life Expo your privacy.” 
Registration at this free educational forum is request¬ 
ed but not required. No one has ever been turned away 
for refusing to give contact information. 

In truth, Poz is respected for its editorial indepen¬ 
dence (from AIDS activists to no less than Big Phar¬ 
ma), not to mention its highly critical coverage of the 
very drugs advertised in its pages. But don’t take my 
word for it. Ask Getty’s fellow activist-experts, such as 
Martin Delaney, Mike' Barr, Richard Jefferys, Tim 
Horn, Anne-Christine d’Adesky, and Lark Lands. They 
cover treatment issues for Poz, and it’s their reporting 
that Getty condemns as “dangerous” (“One must be 
highly suspect of any advice within these pages”). Does 
Getty actually believe that some of the AIDS commu¬ 
nity’s best and brightest are drug-company hacks? 

Now, although Getty never disclosed it, he hasn’t 
always wanted to trash Poz. In April 1996, not long 
after his historic baboon-bone-marrow transplant, 
Getty was the Poz cover subject (our fifth “sexy gay 
guy”), his smiling face accompanied by this quote: “I 
am a mean activist. I take no prisoners.” Poz didn’t 
have to take Getty prisoner for the interview; he was 
enthusiastic, even insistent, about our publicity. Since 
then, Poz has covered Getty twice, in a one-page fol¬ 
low-up interview to the cover story and in a 75-word 
item titled “Boy 8c Baboon” in a roundup of the top 99 
AIDS stories of the 1990s. In each case, the coverage 
was not only fair and accurate, but affectionate and 
admiring.

The recent revelation 
that a mid-1990s campaign by RJ Reynolds to target 
gay men in the Castro was code-named “Project 
Scum” might provide a clue. Sure they’ll take our 
money and happily addict us, but not without amus¬ 
ing themselves by defaming us in secret. 

I call upon GLAAD to denounce this duplicity and 
join the growing number of community organiza¬ 
tions and publications that refuse to accept tobacco 
sponsorship and advertising.

Disagrees with editorial 

I was dismayed when I read the B.A.R.'s May 24 
editorial against the proposed “reciprocal partner¬ 
ships” legislation proposed by Vermont House Re¬ 
publicans. This legislation neither rescinds any of the 
same-sex civil unions performed in Vermont over the 
past year nor bars future same-sex unions from oc¬ 
curring. Rather, it extends the legal benefits that same- 
sex couples currently receive to other couples that are 


in demonstrably “reciprocal” relationships, regardless 
of sexual orientation, and who cannot legally marry. 
The example given is a man who wishes to share his 
medical benefits with his elderly mother who lives 
with him. 

You maintain that this plan, if enacted, would “cer¬ 
tainly degrade” the meaningfulness of gay and lesbian 
civil unions, the closest legally recognizable form of 
marriage for people of the same sex. You also quote a 
Democratic state legislator who says that the plan 
would “diminish the value of gay and lesbian families 
and the loving relationships they represent.” The pro¬ 
posed legislation would do no such thing except in the 
minds of fearful, short-sighted activists. This is the 
same language of fear used by those who oppose legal 
recognition of same-sex marriage who feel it would 
mock and endanger the institution of (heterosexual) 
marriage. Opposition to this legislation is, in fact, a 
morally conservative stance that seeks to preserve 
privilege for only those families that hew the closest to 
“traditional family values.” Gays and lesbians should 
be the last group of people to deploy language and ar¬ 
guments defending an institution against alternative 
family arrangements between consenting adults be¬ 
cause they are deemed inferior and somehow less 
worthy of legal protection. 

I see no moral justification for not extending the 
legal benefits and protections currently enjoyed by gay 
and lesbian couples in Vermont to those in similar, 
reciprocally loving and caring family arrangements. 
As the familiar saying goes, it is love - not a marriage 
or civil union - that makes a family. As a matter of 
consistency and political principle, the gay and les¬ 
bian movement should support reciprocal partner¬ 
ships legislation in Vermont.

‘Magnificent erections’ 

Cathedral competition is the sport of bishops. San 
Francisco’s Catholic bishop erected one, a temple of 
emptiness; now Oakland’s bishop proposes an even 
greater one, a monument to vacuity. Men in pink 
dresses, acting out the edifice complex, yearn to stud 
the landscape with their magnificent erections. 

The Roman Catholic Diocese of Oakland (com¬ 
prising Alameda and Contra Costa counties) wants to 
construct a huge cathedral and expansive plaza on 
city-owned land between the Kaiser Convention Cen¬ 
ter and Lake Merritt. Grotesquely shaped like a bish¬ 
op’s mitre, the edifice would soar to a height of 16 sto¬ 
ries - almost twice the height of the nine-story Flat¬ 
iron Building at 14th and Broadway. The plaza would 
overhang 12th Street and actually jut over the shore 
of Lake Merritt in the shape of an arrowhead pointing 
at the community churches that are the life of Oak¬ 
land’s neighborhoods. 

You can’t miss it, and you won’t be able to ignore 
it. That’s the problem. This project will give an over¬ 
bearing presence in the heart of the city’s gathering 
place - Lake Merritt, the county courthouse, the con¬ 
vention center, the main library, and the Oakland Mu¬ 
seum - to the Catholic Church at the expense of 
other-believers and non-believers. 

The diocese has no plans to close Our Lady of 
Lourdes Church on the east side of Lake Merritt, nor 
the adjacent Chancery offices. Lourdes will conduct 
services as usual, while the cathedral worships with 
large-scale pomp. No one has suggested that the dio¬ 
cese swap the eastside properties, or the old cathedral 
at 21st and San Pablo, for the proposed new site. The 
largest private landowner in the world is lobbying to 
be gifted this strategic piece of city land - a coveted 
site on the lake - gratis. 

The Catholic Church is intensely political. Exter¬ 
nally, it seeks to conform civil society to its religious 
scruples while it claims those same scruples to exempt 
itself from compliance with civil codes. Visually, the 
cathedral challenges the county courthouse. Internal¬ 
ly, Catholic politics are brutally discriminatory. The 
church prohibits women and people with disabilities 
from priesthood and diaconate. It excludes divorcees 
and sexual minorities from sacramental life and full 
church membership. 

Establishment of religion, whether real or symbol¬ 
ized in mammoth construction, is a threat to Ameri¬ 
can pluralism. This massive cathedral plaza creates the 
appearance of Catholic ascendancy downtown. Every 
other denomination will necessarily appear dimin¬ 
ished. Acquiring the choice location and the zoning 
permits is a statement of political influence. Erecting 
and maintaining the project is a display of great 
wealth. Because the Catholic Church has never given 
up its ambition to reunite all Christians to Rome, this 
project symbolizes predominance, not pluralism. It 
assets Catholicism’s posture of “one over all,” and soft¬ 
ens the intention of democracy to keep the Church of 
Rome “one among many.” 

Is this the appropriate signature element for Lake 
Merritt’s vital south side?

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Riordan for governor? 
McCain to bolt GOP?

T he California Republican 
Party, still reeling from its 
crushing defeat in last No¬ 
vember’s election, is desperate to 
find a candidate to run against 
Governor Gray Davis next year. 
With Arnold Schwarzenegger’s 
decision not to run, investment 
banker William Simon being a 
virtual political unknown despite 
his millions, and Secretary of State 
Bill Jones running far behind 
Davis in all polls, the Republicans 
have begun pressuring Los Ange¬ 
les’ outgoing Mayor Richard Ri¬ 
ordan into the race. 

A recent Field Poll showed Ri¬ 
ordan as the strongest possible 
GOP candidate to take on the em¬ 
battled Democratic governor; in¬ 
deed, the poll released last week 
shows Davis and Riordan running 
neck-and-neck in a trial heat with 
the governor leading the mayor by 
a single percentage point, 43 per¬ 
cent to 42 percent. That is, howev¬ 
er, only in the event that the elec¬ 
tion were held today when in fact 
it won’t be held until November 
2002.

While it is true that Davis’s ap¬ 
proval numbers have plummeted 
from a high of 60 percent in Janu¬ 
ary to a current 42 percent - 
mostly due to the state’s worsen¬ 
ing energy crisis - it should be 
noted that more and more Cali¬ 
fornians are now blaming the fed¬ 
eral government for the rolling 
blackouts and higher electricity 
prices. Davis’s numbers could re¬ 
cover somewhat as consumers re¬ 
alize he has done what he can 
while the Bush administration 
continues to virtually ignore the 
problem. 

L.A.’s Riordan is prevented by 
term limits from running again, 
and has only recently professed 
what can at best be described as an 
ambivalent interest in running for 
governor. He even quipped, “I 
have nothing against the people of 
California so why should I run for 
governor?” Recently, however, Ri¬ 
ordan has been telling reporters 
that he is “seriously” looking at a 
possible run for governor, noting 
the “vacuum within the state Re¬ 
publican Party.” He added that he 
will spend the next few months 
exploring the possibility of run¬ 
ning by speaking to Californians 
about their concerns and ideas be¬ 
fore making a final decision 
“sometime probably late in Sep¬ 
tember.” 

Indeed, Riordan said he is 
thinking of forming an explorato¬ 
ry committee later this month. 
“Do I think I could do a good job 
for the state as governor? Yes, I 
do,” Riordan said this week. 

It is no secret that in both 
Washington and Sacramento Re¬ 


publicans are anxious to reverse 
the sorry state of the party in Cal¬ 
ifornia where Democrats hold all 
but one statewide office, control 
both houses of the state Legisla¬ 
ture, both U.S. Senate seats, and 
control the state ‘s delegation to 
the House of Representatives. 

During his whirlwind 48-hour 
visit to the state last week, Presi¬ 
dent George W. Bush urged Ri¬ 
ordan to run for governor, report¬ 
edly telling the mayor that his 
candidacy “would be 
good for the party and 
good for California.” Cal¬ 
ifornia Republicans feel 
that Riordan, 71, has a 
winning profile in that 
he is relatively well- 
known statewide, has 
the capacity to 
raise money 
for an expen¬ 
sive statewide 
campaign (he is multimillionaire 
who accepts only a $1 annual 
salary as L.A. mayor), and has a 
strong base among some Democ¬ 
rats and Latino voters, though 
that base has never been tested 
outside greater Los Angeles. 

Though many Republicans feel 
that the state’s growing energy 
problems could be used as an 
issue against Davis, many of those 
close to Riordan doubt that he 
would really be interested in going 
through what would surely be a 
grueling, bitter statewide cam¬ 
paign. Riordan made millions 
during his careers as an attorney 
and venture capitalist. Some of 
those closest to him say he is ready 
to go back to private life and the 
idea of running for governor is 
being explored only as a “distant 
possibility.” A Davis-Riordan con¬ 
test for governor, however, would 
be a hard-fought and exciting po¬ 
litical race and one highly respect¬ 
ed L.A. political consultant who 
knows Riordan well said this week 
that “he’s tasted eight years of this 
public life and I don’t quite see 
him fading into the California 
sunset.” 

Clearly, the California Repub¬ 
licans are so desperate for a strong 
candidate to run against Davis 
that the party nomination is prob¬ 
ably his for the asking. Riordan 
versus Davis in 2002? It would be 
a fun one to watch. 

McCain to bolt GOP? 

Arizona U.S. Senator John 
McCain, struggling with his party 
and his political future, hosted 
Senator Tom Daschle (D-South 
Dakota), the new Senate majority 
leader, and his wife at his Sedona, 
Arizona ranch this past weekend. 
Despite McCain’s declaration that 
he has no intention of leaving the 
Republican Party or running for 
president in 2004 as an indepen¬ 
dent, rumors swirled around 
Washington last week that he 
would eventually do both. 

Although McCain himself was 
still telling reporters as late as Sun¬ 
day that “I have not instructed nor 
encouraged any of my advisers to 
begin planning for a presidential 
run in 2004, nor do I have any in¬ 
tention to leave the Republican 
Party,” the Washington Post quoted 
at least two sources said to be close 
to the senator as saying McCain is 
indeed talking quietly with advis¬ 
ers about eventually leaving the 
GOP and mounting a third-party 
challenge to George W. Bush in 
2004. 

McCain, who ran against Bush 


in the Republican primaries last 
year and was one of only two Re¬ 
publicans in Congress to vote 
against his tax cut, used the recent 
defection of Vermont GOP U.S. 
Senator James Jeffords to lash 
out at Bush and the Republican 
leadership saying “It is well past 
time for the Republican Party to 
grow up; if you’re going to threat¬ 
en retaliation, revenge, and pun¬ 
ishment to people because they 
don’t always vote exactly as 
you want them to, then 
you’re going to pay a 
price.” McCain him¬ 
self has sided with 
Democrats on a pa¬ 
tients’ bill of rights 
and other issues and, 
with sweeping support 
from Democ¬ 
rats, succeeded 
earlier this 
year in push¬ 
ing a campaign finance bill 
through the Senate over strong 
objections from Bush and the 
GOP congressional leadership. 

Is Bush really worried about 
McCain’s political plans? You bet 
he is. So much so, in fact, that 
Bush personally called the Ari¬ 
zona senator the day he learned of 
Daschle’s visit to McCain’s ranch, 
presumably seeking reassurances 
that McCain was staying put with 
the GOP. What does all this mean? 
It means that McCain is smart 
enough to realize that all the spec¬ 
ulation about him only helps keep 
both Republicans and Democrats 
guessing what he is up to and it 
means that the Republicans, in the 
wake of losing Jeffords (and with 
him, control of the Senate) are in¬ 
creasingly sensitive about the im¬ 
pact of restless mavericks like Mc¬ 
Cain and Rhode Island’s Lincoln 
Chaffee , to name but two. 

Although one Washington in¬ 
sider, long known as a McCain 
loyalist, said this week that “I don’t 
really think John is yet ready to 
leave the party at least imminent¬ 
ly,” the same person left open the 
prospect that McCain eventually 
could become even more disaf¬ 
fected with Bush and his White 
House operatives and said that 
McCain’s political advisers want 
to make sure that no options are 
permanently closed.

Recent study on gay 
parenting is good news

WjP he lesbian and gay move- 

I ment has long dismissed the 
idea that the children of 
queer parents turn out to be dif¬ 
ferent from those raised in 
heterosexual households. 

But according to a new study 
published in the American 
Sociological Review , lesbian 
mothers and gay fathers do 
indeed parent differently 
than their straight 
counterparts. And 
guess what? That’s 
nothing to be 
ashamed of. 

Released _ 

just days be¬ 
fore Robert Spitzer’s controversial 
study that suggested some gays 
can willingly become straight, the 
findings of sociologists Timothy 
Biblarz and Judith Stacey on les¬ 
bian and gay parenting got lost in 
the media frenzy. But 
Biblarz and 
Stacey’s study has 
important implica¬ 
tions for our move¬ 
ment nonetheless. 

For years, right- 
wing psychologists 
and sociologists have 
made the case that 
being raised by lesbian 
and gay parents is 
harmful to children. The 
kids of gay parents, these 
researchers argue, are at 
risk for being sexually mo¬ 
lested by their parents; 
have a greater chance of 
being orphaned by AIDS or 
suicide; suffer more emo¬ 
tional and psychological dif¬ 
ficulties than if they’d been 
raised by heterosexuals; and, 
horror of horrors, are more 
likely to grow up queer them¬ 
selves. Politically motivated “re¬ 
search” like this has routinely been 
trotted out in the courts and the 
legislatures to take children away 
from gay parents or to deny adop¬ 
tion and foster parenting rights to 
lesbians and gay men. 

It’s understandable, then, that 
social scientists who support les¬ 
bian and gay parenting rights and 
the fight for same-sex marriage 
have maintained that the children 
of gay parents are virtually identi¬ 
cal to those of straight parents. 
Presumably, if gay families are just 
the same as straight families, 
there’s no need to discriminate 
against them. Instead of looking at 
and analyzing the differences be¬ 
tween gay and straight parents, 
gay-friendly scholars have tended 
to “accept heterosexual parenting 
as the gold standard,” say Biblarz 
and Stacey, and to outline the 
ways in which gay parenting mea- 
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Lesbian Notions 


sures up to it. 

Our community has assumed 
this same defensive posture, 
stressing our sameness rather than 
our differences. Even gay parent¬ 
ing guides like the recently pub¬ 
lished For Lesbian Parents , by de¬ 
velopmental psychologists 
Suzanne Johnson and Eliz¬ 
abeth O’Connor (who are 
themselves lesbian moth¬ 
ers), assert that “our families 
are like other families in 
most ways.” 

But, in fact, the unique 
qualities of our families 
are interesting and note¬ 
worthy. In 
their research, 
Biblarz and 
Stacey exam¬ 
ined 21 separate studies of queer 
families (mostly headed by les¬ 
bians, because there’s been much 
less re¬ 
search on 



gay fa¬ 
thers) made over 
the last two decades and 
often cited by advocates for les¬ 
bian and gay parents. What they 
discovered is that some of the spe¬ 
cial attributes of gay families have 
been downplayed. Now it’s time to 
assert that being different is okay. 

If you read Biblarz and Stacey’s 
report, it’s hard not to agree that 
the differences are worth noting. 
Consider this, for example: Girls 
and boys raised by lesbian moth¬ 
ers don’t generally conform to tra¬ 
ditional gender roles. More than 
the daughters of heterosexual 
women, daughters of lesbians feel 
free to engage in “male” games 
and activities and aspire to “male” 
professions. They are often “more 
sexually adventurous and less 
chaste.” 

On the other hand, sons of les¬ 


bian mothers “behave in less tra¬ 
ditionally masculine ways” than 
sons of heterosexual mothers. In¬ 
terestingly, lesbians’ sons obtained 
the lowest scores on a standard¬ 
ized test that measured “sex-typed 
masculine behaviors,” while boys 
raised in heterosexual two-parent 
families scored highest. With find¬ 
ings like these, we might be 
tempted to wonder what would 
happen to the incidence of nega¬ 
tive masculine behaviors, like rape 
and domestic violence, and to sex- 
based discrimination in general, if 
all boys were raised the way the 
sons of lesbians are. 

Equally significant are Biblarz 
and Stacey’s conclusions about the 
sexual development of kids from 
queer families. As gay-friendly re¬ 
searchers have consistently and 
accurately maintained, children 
raised by lesbian and gay parents 
are no more likely to turn out 
to be gay than the kids of het¬ 
erosexual parents. But Biblarz 
and Stacey tack on an impor¬ 
tant addendum: Children of 
lesbian parents are “more 
open to a broad range of sex¬ 
ual possibilities” and experi¬ 
mentation than are children 
of straight parents. They 
also tend to be “more com¬ 
fortable with sexual desires 
and practices” that differ 
from the “norm.” 

Of course, examining 
differences like these 
might very well fuel re¬ 
ligious right-wingers, 
who could easily 
charge that the re¬ 
search confirms 
their worst fears - 
lesbians don’t raise 
“real men,” and 
gay parents ac¬ 
tively teach their 
kids to be sexu¬ 
ally “deviant.” 

However, talking about the 
ways in which we’re different from 
straight parents can also be posi¬ 
tive. Biblarz and Stacey point out 
that political pressure has con¬ 
strained intellectual development 
in social-science research on par¬ 
enting. In recent years, though, 
considerable progress has been 
made in judicial decisions on les¬ 
bian and gay families. If psycholo¬ 
gists and sociologists begin to feel 
free to compare and contrast all 
the different ways of raising chil¬ 
dren, they may conclude that het¬ 
erosexual parenting is not always 
the best model. ▼

Month, Women’s History Month, 
and Irish-American Heritage 
Month. 

More from Washington: De¬ 
mocratic House Minority Whip 
David Bonior is leaving Congress 
to run for governor of Michigan 
and the fight is on between our 
own Representative Nancy Pelosi 
and Representative Steny Hoyer 
(D-Maryland) to replace him as 
Democratic whip, the No. 2 posi¬ 
tion in the leadership. Pelosi re¬ 
portedly has support from House 
Democratic members across the 
political spectrum and would be 


the first woman to hold the pow¬ 
erful position; she is thought to be 
the current favorite to win the 
post.

mophobic Nashville establish¬ 
ment. Year after year, she was shut 
out of the Country Music Associ¬ 
ation Awards, and country radio 
stations across the United States 
avoided playing her. 

The rift widened in 1990, when 
lang, a committed vegetarian, 
made a televised public service 
announcement urging people not 
to eat meat. Nor were the good ol’ 
boys pleased when she starred as a 
half-Eskimo lesbian in the movie 
Salmonberries. 

With 1992’s Ingenue , a cycle of 
sultry torch songs, the break with 
country music was virtually com¬ 
plete. So when the Advocate asked 
for an interview soon after the 
album’s release, lang, who for 
years had declined to talk to gay 
media, was ready. 

To lang’s own surprise, there 
were few immediate repercussions 
after the interview. Ingenue soon 
went platinum, and the single 
“Constant Craving” rose to the 
top of the pop charts, winning 


lang her third Grammy, for Best 
Female Pop Vocal Performance. 

In subsequent work, lang has 
seemed more comfortable with 
herself - no more hedging pro¬ 
nouns. In 1996, she became in¬ 
volved with rock singer Leisha 
Hailey. Although the relationship 
has recently ended, it inspired 
lang’s 2000 release, Invincible 
Summer , an album suffused with 
sunny love. 

But whether coming out has 
impeded her career in the long 
run is harder to tell. Possibly, she is 
now more likely to be viewed as a 
“niche” performer, appealing pri¬ 
marily to other lesbians. In any 
case, none of the four albums she 
has released since 1992, has come 
close to the success of Ingenue. T

energy crisis. Last month, Califor¬ 
nia’s two senators split on the 
Bush tax cut - Feinstein joined 11 
other Democrats in voting for it; 
Boxer voted against. 

And don’t look for the new 
Democrat-controlled Senate to 
confirm the recently-announced 
appointment of former Southern 
California Congressman James 
Rogan as an undersecretary of 
Commerce. Rogan, defeated last 
November by Democrat Adam 
Schiff , was a lead prosecutor in 
President Clinton’s impeachment 
trial, very likely the main reason 
he lost his election. Meanwhile, 
yet another Southern California 
Republican House member, 
Christopher Cox (Newport 
Beach), apparently saw the writ¬ 
ing on the wall and quickly with¬ 
drew his name as a candidate for a 
federal judgeship. New York U.S. 
Senator Charles Schumer, the 
incoming chair of the judiciary 
subcommittee on courts, has al¬ 
ready warned the Bush White 
House they would not let hard- 
right conservative nominees 
through the Senate. “Judges will 
have to be moderate; everything 
will have to be moderate,” 
Schumer said. 

Democratic state Senator Jack 
O’Connell (San Luis Obispo) be¬ 
came the first announced candi¬ 
date for the state superintendent 
of public instruction last week; 
Assemblywoman Lynne Leach 
(R-Walnut Creek) is expected to 
announce that she’s also running 
for the school post. The state 
schools chief job is a nonpartisan 
office, with all candidates running 
together in the March 2002 pri¬ 
mary. 

Former Oakland Council 


member Wilson Riles Jr. ap¬ 
pears to be the coalition candidate 
for mayor against incumbent 
Jerry Brown in the primary next 
March. 

Los Angeles City Council 
member Joel Wachs, the openly 
gay member who came in fourth 
in the April mayoral primary, an¬ 
nounced he will resign his council 
seat and move to New York City to 
become president of the Andy 
Warhol Foundation for the Visual 
Arts; Wachs, 62, has served on the 
Los Angeles council for 20 years. 

In Honolulu, Hawaiian state 
Representative William 

Stonebaker (R), stating that he 
has “a responsibility to God,” an¬ 
nounced he will likely resign his 
seat to protest the state GOP 
chairwoman’s decision to allow an 
openly gay member of the Log 
Cabin Club, Jeffrey Mead, to 
speak to the state GOP conven¬ 
tion; Mead, incidentally, was 
greeted with a standing ovation. 

George W. Bush’s twins are at it 
again: Jenna Bush, who just fin¬ 
ished her freshman year at the 
University of Texas at Austin, and 
who was also cited on an illegal 
booze charge in April, got nabbed 
again last week in Austin trying to 
score a drink by using someone 
else’s ID. Meanwhile, her twin sis¬ 
ter Barbara, who just completed 
her first year at Yale, got a bit luck¬ 
ier - she slipped by the bartender 
and got served without being 
asked for her ID. Both Jenna and 
Barbara are 19 and unfortunately 
for the girls, you must be 21 to 
drink in the Lone Star State. Both 
were cited under the tough Texas 
law against underage drinking 
that their father signed when he 
was governor.

Who Is k.d. lang?

June 16, 1992 (nine years ago 
this month): In an interview with 
the Advocate, singer k.d. lang be¬ 
comes the first major recording 
artist to come out as a lesbian. 

W ith her boyish looks and 
gender-bending style, 
combined with her con¬ 
tinual hedging about her personal 
life, it was hard not to assume that 
Canadian country singer k.d. lang 
was a lesbian. So when Advocate 
feature writer Brendan Lemon fi¬ 
nally coaxed her into coming out 
in print, no one was especially 
surprised by the revelation. 

The bigger news was that at last 
a major figure in the entertain¬ 
ment world was talking about 
being gay. 

In the early 1990s, this was still 
a rare event. Mainstream pop stars 
had come out before: in 1976, 
Elton John told Rolling Stone he 
was bisexual, and in 1982, croon¬ 
er Johnny Mathis came out in Us 
magazine. But the flamboyant 
British rocker John was widely 
perceived as attempting to ob¬ 
scure his homosexuality, and 
Mathis was no longer a performer 
who commanded attention. 

But in June 1992, with two 
Grammys, an acclaimed crossover 
album, and a hit single, 30-year- 
old k.d. lang was among the most 
prominent women in music. 
Other semi-closeted entertainers, 
notably, Melissa Etheridge, Ellen 
DeGeneres, and even John, fol¬ 
lowed lang’s lead over the next 
several years. 

Breaking through boundaries 


was nothing new for Kathryn 
Dawn Lang. “I thrived on being 
different,” lang recently told the 
Advocate, speaking of her child¬ 
hood in Consort, Alberta, a prairie 
town with a population of 650. 
“In small towns eccentricities are 
considered part of the norm.” 

Her parents, in fact, were very 
supportive not only of her musi¬ 
cal ambitions, but also of such 
tomboy inclinations as mo¬ 
torcycles, marksmanship, 
and butch drag (she wore 
hiking boots with her se¬ 
nior prom dress). As an 
adolescent, lang was comfort¬ 
able with her sexual orienta¬ 
tion and, at 17, came 
out to her mother, a 
schoolteacher. (Her 
father had abandoned 
the family five years earlier.) 

After a couple of years of 
studying music, lang moved to 
Edmonton in 1981, the year she 
turned 20. She had grown up lov¬ 
ing rock ’n roll, but now she began 
listening seriously to country- 
western music, especially the 
songs of Patsy Cline. And she had 
an epiphany. 

“It just went click,” she later 
said. “I saw myself, how I was 
going to dress, how I was going to 
move. I saw the kind of singing I 
was going to do.” So obsessed did 
she become with Cline that she 
started saying she was the reincar¬ 
nation of the 1950s star (even 
though lang was almost 2 years 
old when Cline died in a plane 
crash). 

In 1983, with the help of man¬ 
ager Larry Wanagas, lang formed 
a band called the reclines, named 
in tribute to her idol, and started 


performing her unusual brand of 
country music as “k.d. lang” - 
lowercase, in emulation of poet 
e.e. cummings. 

Lang’s offbeat stage persona 
played with gender as it mixed 
country-western style with per¬ 
formance art: a spiky haircut, no 
makeup, a full skirt embroidered 
with plastic cowboys and Indians, 
and cutoff cowboy boots. But 
lang’s pure mezzo voice won 
over not only alternative- 
music fans, but also tradi¬ 
tional country audiences. 
Word spread quickly, and 
soon she was getting 
bookings throughout 
Canada. 

Over the next two 
years, lang cut her 
first album, won a 
Juno Award (the Canadian equiv¬ 
alent of the Grammy), and made 
her debut in New York. And she 
became the first country singer to 
sign with Warner Brothers’ Sire 
Records, whose other artists in¬ 
cluded Madonna and the Talking 
Heads. 

By the late 1980s, lang had es¬ 
tablished her country-music cre¬ 
dentials. She had collaborated 
with venerated producer Owen 
Bradley; she had recorded with gi¬ 
ants Loretta Lynn, Kitty Wells, and 
Brenda Lee; and she had won two 
Grammys - in 1988 for her pair¬ 
ing with Roy Orbison on his song 
“Crying,” and in 1989 for her 
album Absolute Torch and Twang. 
Meanwhile, she had garnered a 
string of Canadian honors. 

But still, lang’s androgynous 
image didn’t sit well with the ho-

Gay vets get monument

hat many gay and lesbian 
service members never 
thought possible actually 
happened in Cathedral City over 
Memorial Day weekend - a mon¬ 
ument honoring gay service men 
and women was unveiled at 
Desert Memorial Park. 

The monument in the South¬ 
ern California city near Palm 
Springs was championed by for¬ 
mer Marine Sergeant Tom Swann, 
and others who formed the 
AMVETS Post 66 in March in an 
effort to meet legal requirements. 
The post is officially recognized by 
the federal Department of Veter¬ 
ans Affairs. 

San Francisco resident and 
U.S. Navy veteran Bob Healy was 
one of the more than 100 people 
who attended the ceremony. 
Healy, who represented LGBT San 
Francisco veterans, said he was 
very moved by the service. 

According to the Desert Sun, 
Swann began the ceremony with a 
powerful speech. A color guard 
followed, carrying flags represent¬ 
ing the branches of the armed 
forces as well as the rainbow flag 


symbolizing gay pride. 

“Now we can have closure to 
the wars of the last century,” 
Swann said. 

Dorothy Holman, the mother of 
slain Navy serviceman Allen 
Schindler, who was 23 when he was 
beaten to death for being gay in 1992 
in Japan, also attended the service. 

Gay veterans and their sup¬ 
porters started work on the pro¬ 
ject in January. The memorial was 


approved by the Palm Springs 
Cemetery District, and sits in a 
park adjacent to the cemetery. 

“It’s a turn-of-the-century 
event,” Dennis Palt, a former Air 
Force staff sergeant who served in 
Vietnam, told the Associated 
Press. “I had hoped for this but 
you could have never thought this 
would become a reality in the 
1970s, 1980s, or 1990s. It’s fabu¬ 
lous.” V

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HIV-positive gay man released from jail 

Felony charges of statutory rape reduced

e survived the bombing of 
1 the World Trade Center in 
4 1993, but Chad Wyatt says 
he’d rather repeat that experience 
over the hell he has endured for the 
past seven months at the Siskiyou 
County Jail in Yreka, California. 

Wyatt, 34, was serving time 
awaiting trial on 16 felony counts 
related to having sex with a minor 
and being HIV-positive. Wyatt, 
who has always denied any physi¬ 
cal contact with his 16-year-old 
accuser, pleaded “no contest” three 
weeks ago to five misdemeanors in 
order to be released from jail, 
where he spent 208 days following 
his arrest last October. 

Assistant District Attorney 
Tim Pappas dropped the felony 
charges after the alleged victim, a 
troubled teen with a record of 
mental illness, was caught engag¬ 
ing in sex with another adult male 
and subsequently offered conflict¬ 
ing accounts of what happened.

by-case basis and a criminal con¬ 
viction would not necessarily stop 
an applicant from obtaining a 
permit to operate. Meyer said she 
couldn’t explain the discrepancy 
in Joseph’s applications because 
she wasn’t working in her position 
when it was filed. She said suc¬ 
cessful applicants are not obligat¬ 
ed to report any future criminal 
convictions. 

. The B.A.R. contacted Joseph 
for a response last Thursday, May 
31. She referred the B.A.R. to her 
attorneys, Kate Dyer and Nanci 
Clarence. Dyer was given a list of 
questions and said she would get 
back to the B.A.R. on Monday, 
June 4. She did not. Two calls to 
her office on Monday were not re¬ 
turned. 

Joseph is featured in a full-page 
photograph in the current edition 
of San Francisco magazine as one 
of “47 huge talents who run this 
town.” 

“She’s the owner/event pro¬ 
ducer for Club Townsend and de 
facto master of ceremonies for gay 
entertainment in San Francisco,” 
the magazine wrote, “running the 
largest gay club on the West Coast 
and throwing gay parties at Club 
Universe and Pleasuredome.” 

Joseph, 54, has been out since 
1961, according to the brief arti¬ 
cle entitled “Life of the Party.” 

Goring’s mother told the 
B.A.R. last month that she wasn’t 
up to talking to the media yet but 
would consider doing so in the fu¬ 
ture. Goodfellow said that she 
filed the lawsuit reluctantly but 
did so primarily to send a message 
to prevent a similar tragedy from 
happening to anyone else. 

Goring’s good friend, Steve 
Cohen, told the B.A.R. that he re¬ 
members Goring best for his up¬ 
beat and optimistic outlook on 
life. Cohen said Goring never 
spoke ill about anyone and lived 
by the motto that there was good 
in everyone. 

Goring worked as a banquet 
server for the Fairmont Hotel in 
San Jose. Hotel general manager 
Fred Hansen told the B.A.R. that 
he and other employees were dev¬ 
astated by Goring’s death. Hansen 
said he was an outstanding em¬ 
ployee who seemed to be always in 
a good mood. ▼ 


Deciding the teen’s credibility was 
not strong enough to build a case, 
Pappas at first reportedly offered 
a deal whereby Wyatt would plead 
guilty to two felonies, which he re¬ 
fused to do. The no contest pleas 
still convicted Wyatt of misde¬ 
meanor charges, but they do not 
limit his ability to file a civil slan¬ 
der suit against the county. The 
pleas also allowed him to get out 
of jail at a time when he could not 
raise the necessary bail and his 
health was failing rapidly. 

“This has been the biggest 
roller coaster ride of my life,” 
Wyatt told the Bay Area Reporter 
following his release. While in jail, 
he experienced various AIDS-re- 
lated illnesses that he said went 
untreated. “I was very close to 
death, and very close to going 
crazy. I’m thankful to be out. I 
would have died in there.” 

One can trace the roots of 
Wyatt’s legal case to the small gay- 
friendly town of Ashland, Oregon, 
just across the state border from 
his home in Yreka. Wyatt, a fre¬ 


quent visitor to the town, be¬ 
friended his young accuser who 
was known to many locals as a 
compulsive liar. 

“He would introduce himself 
to older men and tell them he was 
21 years old,” Bob Rauhl, the 
owner of a coffee and chocolate 
shop in downtown Ashland, told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “He also 
went around saying he had tested 
HIV-positive, which we later 
learned was untrue.” 

Last fall, according to Rauhl, 
two events happened in quick suc¬ 
cession: the teenager wound up in 
a mental hospital for self-destruc¬ 
tive behavior, and Wyatt was ar¬ 
rested on October 18. According 
to Wyatt, he sent the boy a get well 
card, which was intercepted by 
hospital staff. The staff asked the 
boy if Wyatt was a man he had 
slept with, and the boy answered 
affirmatively. Documents of the 
boy’s entry into the mental hospi¬ 
tal quoted him as having various 
relationships with older men, but 
those same documents also deter¬ 


mined that he was “psychotic;” 
“had difficulty with reality;” and 
“seemed to want to please and 
give the right answer.” The docu¬ 
ments also stated that the boy had 
a suicidal fantasy of contracting 
AIDS and dying. 

Nevertheless, the boy’s story 
was elaborated upon, and he 
eventually told a police detective 
that he and Wyatt engaged in oral 
and anal copulation on two differ¬ 
ent occasions in Wyatt’s home and 
that although there were condoms 
all around the house, Wyatt never 
used one. 

Wyatt’s version of events is that 
the boy had come on to him in the 
past, but that he refused his ad¬ 
vances. A private investigator’s re¬ 
port also showed that a former 
lover of Wyatt’s reported that 
Wyatt was incapable of having un¬ 
protected sex while in the context 
of their relationship. Additional 
interviews performed by the in¬ 
vestigator showed that numerous 
partners of Wyatt’s were all in¬ 
formed of his HIV status and that 


Wyatt had only engaged in very 
low risk activity with them. 

None of the evidence in sup¬ 
port of Wyatt seemed to matter, 
however, when it came to a gay 
man accused of statutory rape; the 
conservative Northern California 
prosecutors and media had a field 
day with the story, and Wyatt’s 
bail jumped from $75,000 to 
$250,000 when his HIV-positive 
status was learned. His AIDS also 
played a role in sentencing en¬ 
hancements, and Wyatt faced 38 
years in prison if he had been 
found guilty of all the offenses. 

For Wyatt, who lived a very out 
life in San Francisco as Chad Sei- 
bold in the 1980s (he changed his 
last name when his mother did), 
the emotional toll from the ordeal 
has been very damaging, and he is 
now looking to move from Yreka, 
where he had relocated to be clos¬ 
er to his family. 

“I live in constant fear here,” 
said Wyatt, still readjusting to his 
newfound freedom. “I am ready to 
move on with my life.” ▼ 
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LGBT community center 
sought for Berkeley

I f things work out the way 
Kriss Worthington hopes, the 
Pacific Center for Human 
Growth, the nation’s third oldest 
continuously operating LGBT 
center, may get a new home in the 
next few years. 

Worthington, an openly gay 
member of the Berkeley City 
Council, is asking for $25,000 in 
the next municipal budget to do 
preliminary planning for a com¬ 
prehensive LGBT center. 

His goal - if it proves feasible - 
is to build a multi-story building 
with offices for nonprofit LGBT 
groups, public meeting space, and 
some housing. Local media have 
reported University of California 
students sleeping in cars and on 
sofas. Homeless people are sleep-' 
ing on streets. 

With the blessing of the Pacif¬ 
ic Center management, Wor¬ 
thington unveiled his concept 
during a “People’s State of the 
City” address, offered as an alter¬ 
native to Mayor Shirley Dean’s 
May 1 address. Between 150 and 
200 people attended the May 29 
gathering. 

The two officials often take op¬ 
posing sides on Berkeley’s nine- 
member council. 

Advocates 

“The Pacific Center staff and

volunteers are some of the most 
avid advocates for a comprehen¬ 
sive gay and lesbian community 
center,” Worthington said. “Prob¬ 
ably more than anyone else, they 
realize the immensity of needs 
and demand for social services, 
counseling, and community 
meeting space. 

He said the proposed center 
would not be in competition with 
the Pacific Center, but in cooper¬ 
ation. 

“We want to embrace the en¬ 
tire LGBT community to be in¬ 
clusive, and are certainly inviting 
all such Berkeley groups [to par¬ 
ticipate]. Most of them need 


more office space,” Worthington 
said. “We want to give priority to 
existing organizations here, like 
the transgender group for young 
people, but if the budget permits, 
there would be room for other 
groups.” 

The Pacific Center [see related 
story] grappled with major finan¬ 
cial problems during some of the 
1990s, plus rent that, while not 
excessive, takes a big bite out of its 
budget. Housed in a handsome 
old Victorian on Telegraph Av¬ 
enue, it has wheelchair access but 
only to the first floor. 

“We’ve been in this building 
about 23 years,” said Executive 
Director Frank Gurucharri. “The 
community has grown, and we’re 
bursting at the seams. There are 
many other organizations in 
Berkeley, and the East Bay. 

“There’s very little in the way 
of community. ... These [dis¬ 
tances] divide us from synergiz- 
ing our resources and working to¬ 
gether.” 

He added that a major advan¬ 
tage to the proposed center would 
be having room for Pacific Center 
to expand its services. 

“We have to turn down lots of 
things ... there’s not enough 
room, so we only do limited 
counseling,” Gurucharri said. 
“Outside groups often ask to use 
our facility but we don’t have the 
space.” 
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Pacific Center: A 
magnet and haven 
in the East Bay

O ver the years, a lot of people 
have begun their coming 
out at the Pacific Center for 
Human Growth in Berkeley. 

Many of them tell a similar 
story, along the lines of, “Well, I 
found the Victorian building on 
Telegraph Avenue and I saw the 
rainbow flag outside and a lot of 
people on the porch, and I walked 
up and down the block for an 
hour and then checked around to 
see if anyone could see me going 
in.” 

Generally, what people have 
found is that going in helped with 
coming out. 

That is an important legacy of 
the Pacific Center (no one refers to 
it by its full name except on offi¬ 
cial business), which has been in 
the same gray building for 23 
years and is the third oldest con¬ 
tinuously operating LGBT center 
in the United States. 

In the East Bay, where the in¬ 
stitutional magnets for the queer 
community are scattered, the Pa¬ 
cific Center is truly an institution. 
And as with many other nonprof¬ 
its, it has weathered fiscal and 
other crises with a small staff - 
there are currently seven full-time 
- and 180 volunteers. 

After reorganizing in the wake 
of fiscal ups and downs in the 
1990s, “we’re trying to stabilize 
long-term,” said Frank Guruchar¬ 
ri, the executive director, who is 


white and Hispanic. “Three years 
ago the budget was around 
$124,000.” 

Now, the center’s budget for 
the fiscal year ending June 30 is 
around $320,000, with a projected 
amount of $415,000 for next year. 

Income from local and state 
government sources totals around 
$154,000, with $55,000 coming 
from foundations and about 
$50,000 through major donations 
and fundraising. The remainder 
primarily comes from donations 
made by participants at peer sup¬ 
port groups, as well as the sliding- 
scale counseling program, said 
Ralph Thomas, treasurer of the 
center’s board. 

Rent of the building alone runs 
about $43,000 per year. “In terms 
of what we could be charged, 
that’s a good deal,” said Guruchar¬ 
ri. “But for that amount we could 
offer about 1.5 additional staff.” 
He is strongly supporting the pro¬ 
posal to work toward construction 
of a comprehensive LGBT center 
in Berkeley [see related story]. 

Major private funding sources 
include the Horizons Foundation 
and the California Endowment. 

In an interview with the Bay 
Area Reporter , Gurucharri 
sketched some of the Pacific Cen¬ 
ter’s services, new and old. 

Youth services 

Last year the youth program 
served around 300 LGBTQ youth,

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LGBT student abuse in schools is a 
human rights problem, report says

O ur big-name political orga¬ 
nizations can put gender on 
the back burner all they 
want to, but it’s not going to help 
the next generation of lesbian and 
gay school kids, according to a re¬ 
port issued by Human Rights 
Watch last week. 

“There’s one boy at my school

who is open, out of the closet. He 
gets it horrible ... he gets it bad. 
He’s really feminine,” said one les¬ 
bian student interviewed for Ha¬ 
tred in the Hallways, a publication 
documenting violence and dis¬ 
crimination against LGBT stu¬ 
dents in U.S. schools. “My ex-girl- 
friend has it a lot easier. She’s part 
of the ‘in crowd;’ she’s a cheer¬ 
leader. She plays female roles, she’s 
not butch, doesn’t have weird hair, 
doesn’t get people confused.” 

Gender is a very big factor in 
homophobia, according to the re¬ 
port, which stated, “It quickly be¬ 
came obvious from our research 
that the abuse of lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender youth is 
predicated on the belief that girls 
and boys must strictly adhere to 
rigid rules of conduct, dress, and 
appearances based on their sex. 
For boys, that means they must be 
athletic, strong, sexist, and hide 
their emotions. For girls, that 
means they must be attentive to 


and flirtatious with boys and must 
accept a subordinate status to 
boys. Regardless of their sexual 
orientation or gender identity, 
youth who violate these rules are 
punished by their peers and too 
often by adults.” 

Hatred in the Hallways com¬ 
piled individual stories and statis¬ 
tics to come to one broad conclu¬ 
sion among many: that schools in 
this country continue to violate 
the principle of equal protection 
before the law by condoning in¬ 
tentional and de facto discrimina¬ 
tion on the basis of sexual orien¬ 
tation and gender identity. “As a 
result,” according to the report, 
“another generation of youth is 
learning that respect for human 
rights is selective.” 

The report was hailed by many 
LGBT groups as groundbreaking 
for its particular attention to the 
role of adults in enforcing local 
policy and defining the inaction of 
educators as a form of persecu¬ 


tion that constitutes a human 
rights abuse. 

“This report changes the terms 
of the debate, bringing anti-gay 
harassment and abuse out of the 
closet and into our national dis¬ 
cussion on school safety and edu¬ 
cational access,” said Kevin Jen¬ 
nings, executive director of the 
Gay, Lesbian, Straight Education 
Network. “We applaud Human 
Rights Watch for casting new light 
on the day-to-day abuse suffered 
by lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender students, and call on 
policy makers to take immediate 
steps to make schools safe for all 
students.” 

Among the findings of the re¬ 
port were that most openly LGBT 
students were the target of some 
form of ongoing harassment, and 
that in many cases, school admin¬ 
istrators encouraged the victims 
of discrimination and violence to 
hide their identities instead of 
punishing the perpetrators. 


The report also made some 
general recommendations for 
schools and local and national 
government, including setting 
standards for intervening and fol¬ 
lowing up on discrimination and 
harassment so that the burden of 
protecting student safety does not 
fall on the victim alone. 

‘^In the absence of clear school 
district policies and lacking rele¬ 
vant training to fall back on, some 
teachers are happy to let youth 
settle matters for themselves,” ac¬ 
cording to the report, which cited 
an incident at one school where a 
teacher walked out of the room 
when other students began throw¬ 
ing things at an openly gay young 
man. ▼

ometimes Uncle Sam is 

S more educated than he ap¬ 
pears, and last week’s federal 
government grant of $504,210 to 
“promote public education and 
remembrance of the gay men and 
lesbians who were murdered by 
the Nazis or otherwise persecuted 
during the Nazi period,” proves it. 

The money, distributed from 
the United States’ portion of the 
International Nazi Persecutee Re¬ 
lief Fund, was bestowed upon the 
Pink Triangle Coalition, a network 
of eight gay advocacy organiza¬ 
tions in Europe, Israel, and the 
United States formed in 1998 to 
remember the Nazi persecution of 
gay men and lesbians. 

“Our coalition is heartened by 
this opportunity to finally honor 
the memories of these gay men 
and lesbians who were killed by 
the Nazis and we are appreciative 
to the U.S. government for ac¬ 
knowledging these non-Jewish 
victims,” said Julie Dorf, one of the 
founders of the Pink Triangle 
Coalition and former director of 
the International Gay and Lesbian 
Human Rights Commission. 

The International Nazi Perse¬ 
cutee Relief Fund was created in 
1997 as the final resolution of left¬ 
over money taken back from the 
Nazis after World War II. The 
United States has distributed $25 
million in total to the fund. Its 
grant of half a million dollars will 
be distributed to three projects in 
Germany and one international 
project to build educational re¬ 
sources and create a body of ma¬ 
terials that tell the stories of what 
happened to gays and lesbians at 
the hands of the Nazis. The distri¬ 
bution of the award-winning doc¬ 
umentary Paragraph 175 ; a virtual 
and interactive memorial at the 
Gay Museum in Berlin; and a 
memorial book are all part of the 
future projects planned. V

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Changes recommended 
for military justice system

A stellar group of legal ex¬ 
perts has recommended 
sweeping changes in the 
military legal system that could 
have significant impact on gay and 
lesbian service members. Among 
the recommendations are elimi¬ 
nation of provisions dealing with 
sodomy and adultery, and creat¬ 
ing a fairer system of administra¬ 
tive discharges. 

The Report of the Commission 
on the 50th Anniversary of the 
Uniform Code of Military Justice 
(UCMJ) was issued on May 31, 
the anniversary date on which the 
system took effect. It was spon¬ 
sored by the National Institute of 
Military Justice, “a private non¬ 
profit organization dedicated to 
the fair administration of military 
justice.” 

The five-member group con¬ 
ducting the study is known by the 


shorthand of the “Cox Commis¬ 
sion,” after its chair, Walter T. Cox 
III. He has a distinguished career 
as a jurist within the military, in¬ 
cluding four years as Chief Judge 
of the United States Court of Ap¬ 
peals for the Armed Forces. 

“The code has not been sub¬ 
jected to thorough or external' 
scrutiny for 30 years,” noted the 
opening statement of the report. 
It “has failed to keep pace with the 
standards of procedural justice 
adhered to not only in the United 
States but in a growing number of 
countries around the world.” 

“The commission’s work is not 
intended to substitute for con¬ 
gressional hearings or officially 
sponsored government studies of 
military justice, both of which the 
commissioners would heartily 
welcome. However, the depth and 
breadth of the commission’s expe¬ 
rience should make any observer 
pause before dismissing its rec¬ 
ommendations.” Between them, 


the five members have more than 
150 years cumulative experience 
within the military and legal sys¬ 
tems. 

Dixon Osburn, executive di¬ 
rector of the Servicemembers 
Legal Defense Network, called the 
report “tremendously credible.” 
SLDN testified at the commission 
hearing on March 13. He is re¬ 
questing that SLDN supporters 
write to Secretary of Defense 
Donald Rumsfeld and incoming 
Senate Armed Services Commit¬ 
tee Chairman Carl Levin (D- 
Michigan) to urge them to adopt 
the report’s recommendations. 

Gay activist Frank Kameny 
said the report “confirms what I’ve 
been advocating for a long time.” 
He has served as an adviser to ser¬ 
vice members facing discharge be¬ 
cause of sexual orientation since 
the 1950s. 

Sodomy goes 

Perhaps the most controversial 


recommendation is to “repeal the 
rape and sodomy provisions” of 
the UCMJ, replacing it with lan¬ 
guage such as that found in the 
Model Penal Code. The commis¬ 
sion noted, “Virtually all such acts 
could be prosecuted without use 
of provisions specifically targeting 
sodomy or adultery.” 

“The well-known fact that 
most adulterous or sodomitical 
acts committed by consenting and 
often married (to each other) mil¬ 
itary personnel are not prosecut¬ 
ed at court-martial creates a pow¬ 
erful perception that prosecution 
of this sexual behavior is treated 
in an arbitrary, even vindictive 
manner. This perception has been 
at the core of military sex scandals 
of the last decade.” 

The suggested modifications 
would still hold service members 
“accountable for sexual activities 
that interfere with military mis¬ 
sions, undermine morale and 
trust within military units, or ex¬ 


ploit the hierarchy of the military 
rank structure.” 

These provisions have been 
used to discipline service mem¬ 
bers involved in the “Tailhook” in¬ 
cident and other examples where 
heterosexuals have had what the 
military deemed to be inappropri¬ 
ate sexual relations. 

Ironically, gays and lesbians 
seldom are prosecuted under this 
provision because it is more diffi¬ 
cult to prove sexual acts than it is 
to show sexual orientation under 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” as it is cur¬ 
rently enforced. Some 90 percent 
of gay discharges are through ad¬ 
ministrative procedures rather 
than court-martials under the 
UCMJ. 

Still, Kameny is pleased to see 
the recommendation because 
“now and then there are some 
very nasty cases that come up” and 
are prosecuted under the sodomy 
provisions. 

Administrative changes 

The current system gives base 
commanders the power to ap¬ 
point members of a court-martial 
and decide certain pretrial issues. 
The commission called this “an 
invitation to mischief” that “di¬ 
verges further from civilian prac¬ 
tice” and creates “the greatest bar¬ 
rier to operating a fair system of 
criminal justice within the armed 
forces.” 

It urged that court-martial 
panels be chosen at random from 
a pool of eligible service members 
and that pretrial decisions “be 
placed within the authority of a 
military judge.” 

“This seems like basic ju¬ 
risprudence,” said Osburn. He 
cited the example of Private First 
Class Barry Winchell at Fort 
Campbell, Kentucky in 1999. 
Winchell faced anti-gay harass¬ 
ment that ended with him being 
bludgeoned with a baseball bat 
while he slept. He died of those in¬ 
juries a few hours later. Two sol¬ 
diers were convicted of the mur¬ 
der. 

Base commander Major Gen¬ 
eral Robert Clarke made the deci¬ 
sion to cut a plea-bargain with 
one of the murderers. Clarke had 
reason to seek to keep the case as 
low profile as possible and some 
speculated that the plea-bargain 
worked toward that end. 

“You want to avoid the appear¬ 
ance of any kind of conflict of in¬ 
terest in the administration of 
military law,” said Osburn. “To 
our mind there was a very clear 
conflict, and General Clarke 
should not have been the one to 
make the decision about the plea- 
bargain itself.” 

The commission criticized “the 
impression of unfairness created 
by the growing use of administra¬ 
tive discharge action in lieu of 
court-martial.” The military has 
long been an all-volunteer force 
and the report suggested that dis¬ 
charges become more like being 
fired as a civilian. 

It recommended that the pre¬ 
sent “arcane hierarchy of dis¬ 
charge categories” be replaced 
with a simple discharge. That 
would affect eligibility for entitle¬ 
ments and benefits. It further rec¬ 
ommended that discharges be 
subject to military appellate re¬ 
view, which currently is not the 
case. 

Osburn said one major con¬ 
cern is that infractions that are 
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Rifater®, or Rifamate®

If you take Viagra and 
VIRACEPT together, you may be at increased risk of side effects of Viagra 
such as low blood pressure, visual changes, and penile erection lasting 
more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, you should 
seek immediate medical assistance to avoid permanent damage to your 
penis. Your doctor can-explain these symptoms to you. 

It is not recommended to take VIRACEPT with the cholesterol-lowering 
drugs Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible 
drug interactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions 
between VIRACEPT and Lipitor® (atorvastatin) and Baycol® (cerivastatin); 
talk to your doctor before you take either of these cholesterol reducing 
drugs with VIRACEPT. 

Taking St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as 
a dietary supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort with 
VIRACEPT is not recommended. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or 
are planning to take St. John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease 
VIRACEPT levels and lead to increased viral load and possible resistance 
to VIRACEPT or cross resistance to other antiretroviral drugs. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to 
fight the virus. It also reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. 
Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV medicine, your doctor will 
direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will 
depend on how many times a day each medicine should be taken. It will 
also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 

Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when 
VIRACEPT was given with: 

Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

Videx® (didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: 

Videx should be taken without food, on an empty stomach. Therefore, you 
should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours 
before you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Viramgne® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood is unchanged. A dose adjustment 
is not needed when VIRACEPT is used with Viramune. 

Sustiva™ (efavirenz) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. A dose adjustment 
is not needed when VIRACEPT is used with Sustiva. 

Other NNRTIs 


If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has riot been studied in people with 
liver disease. If you have liver disease, you should tell your doctor before 
taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of 
VIRACEPT. Some people taking protease inhibitors have developed new or 
more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some people with hemophilia have 
had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia 
types A and B, diabetes mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent 
urination. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease 
inhibitors. These changes may include increased amount of fat in the 
upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. 

Loss of fat from the face, legs and arms may also happen. The cause and 
long-term health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 
CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without 
a prescription. You must discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are 
taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Medicines you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

Cordarone® (amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute®, 
Cardioquin®, Quinidex®, and others 

Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

Halcion® (triazolam) 

Versed® (midazolam) 

Mevacor® (lovastatin, for cholesterol lowering) 

Zocor® (simvastatin, for cholesterol lowering) 


VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 

Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects 
experienced with VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the 
most common side effect in people taking VIRACEPT, and most adult patients 
had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical studies, 
about 15-20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three 
times daily or 1250 mg (five tablets) two times daily had four or more loose 
stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal 
medicines, such as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are 
available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT 
include nausea, gas and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in 
less than 2% of patients receiving VIRACEPT. However, these side effects 
may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to the 
illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side 
effects in patients who took VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared 
with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list of side effects, 


ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. Your doctor may 
prescribe the light blue VIRACEPT Tablets either as 1250 mg (five tablets) 
taken two times a day or as 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a 
day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. VIRACEPT 
tablets are film-coated to help make the tablets easier to swallow. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or 
decrease any dose or the number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine 
for the exact period of time that your doctor has instructed. Do not stop 
taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if 
you are feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not 
give VIRACEPT to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 
The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 
The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain somewhat consistent 
over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to 
decrease; therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you 
miss a dose, you should take the dose as soon as possible and then take 
your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 

Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 1250 mg (five tablets) 
taken two times a day or 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. 
Each dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 to 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The 
recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, 
taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be 
administered either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be 
given three times daily using the measuring scoop provided, a measuring 
teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and age of the 
child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is 
described in the chart below.

For help in 
determining the exact dose of powder for your child, please ask your 
doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and 
therefore should not be taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep 
bottle closed and store at room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) 
away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp place. Heat 
and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be 
sure that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have 
questions about VIRACEPT or any other medication you are taking, ask 
your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist.

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DADT strikes again and again

P entagon discharges under 
the anti-gay policy known 
as “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” 
reached an all-time high of 1,231 
in the fiscal year that ended last 
September. That is a rate of three 
to four ruined lives a day. The 
numbers were released by the mil¬ 
itary on June 1 under pressure 
from the Servicemembers Legal 
Defense Network. 

Yet even while the total num¬ 
ber of discharges went up, the 
number of people discharged 
from the military for homosexual 
acts declined from 171 to 106. 
Simply being gay or talking about 
homosexuality was about 12 times 
more likely to get you discharged 
than actually having sex with a 
person of the same gender. 

The Army more than doubled 
its discharges under DADT in 
2000, from 271 to 573. SLDN Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Dixon Osburn 
believes that a large portion of the 
increase was at Fort Campbell, 
Kentucky, in the wake of the July 
1999 anti-gay bludgeoning death 
of Private First Class Barry 
Winchell while he slept. Two sol¬ 
diers in his barracks were convict¬ 
ed of the murder. 

Osburn said the base comman¬ 
der created an environment where 
gay service members, or ones who 
were perceived to be gay regard¬ 
less of their sexual orientation, 
feared for their physical safety. 
“Soldiers are willing to sacrifice 
their lives for their country but 
they are not willing to sacrifice 
themselves to bigotry.” 


The Navy’s discharges edged up 
from 314 to 358. Nearly a quarter of 
them (81) were at the Nuclear Power 
Training Unit and Command at 
Charleston, South Carolina. 

That “surprised” and 
“alarmed” Osburn. He said they 
had several cases from the base, 
but no indication that the scope 
was so large. The sailors at the 
base are older, in their second 
phase of training, and among the 
brightest. He said he would expect 
them to be more aware of SLDN 
and to have been in contract with 
the organization. SLDN is at¬ 
tempting to contact past clients to 
see if any pattern of “witch-hunts” 
emerges. 

The Air Force was the only ser¬ 
vice to see a decline in discharges, 
from 352 to 177. Some of that 
may reflect falling back from a 
surge the previous year, principal¬ 
ly at Lackland AFB near San An¬ 
tonio, Texas. It also may reflect ef¬ 
forts to institute better training on 
implementing DADT. 

Osburn has heard rumors that 
this year the Air Force had an in¬ 
crease in “entry level separations,” 
which are possible within the first 
six months of enlistment. It may be 
that the Air Force simply is shifting 
the classification of the discharge 
from DADT to another category, 
while the underlying motivation 
for the discharge remains the same. 
SLDN has requested additional 
data from the Pentagon. 

Has anything changed in the 
first few months of the Bush ad¬ 
ministration? “We haven’t seen 
any change, for better or worse,” 
said Osburn," Everything seems 
to be happening just as badly as it 


had before.” He called DADT “a 
stain that must be removed from 
our national policy.” 

Recouping Hensala 

John Hensala, a San Francisco 
psychiatrist discharged from the 
Air Force for being gay, will have 
to repay the service $71,000 for his 
professional training. The ruling 
by federal Judge William Alsup is 
the first by a court on the policy of 
recoupment, or seeking reim¬ 
bursement for education and 
other benefits paid by the military 
from those who have been dis¬ 
charged. The decision was made 
public on May 29. 

Hensala attended medical 
school under a military scholar¬ 
ship program and deferred his ser¬ 
vice for continued advanced train¬ 
ing. In November 1994, after re¬ 
ceiving notice to report for duty, 
he sent a letter to his commanding 
officer saying that he was gay, and 
did not believe that would affect 
his ability to perform his duty as a 
child psychologist in the military. 

The Air Force disagreed and dis¬ 
charged Hensala, who did not ap¬ 
peal the decision. The matter ended 
up in court only when the Air Force 
tried to recover the money it had 
spent on his medical education. 
The Air Force argued that Hensala’s 
actions, such as retaining a lawyer, 
documenting his homosexuality, 
and proposing to bring his 
boyfriend along, were not consis¬ 
tent with a willingness to serve 
under DADT. The judge agreed. 

“Our concern is that the court 
has bought into a more restrictive 
reading of the recoupment policy 
than we think was originally in¬ 


tended,” said Osburn. It is an in¬ 
terpretation that the Air Force al¬ 
ways has followed and is more re¬ 
strictive than those used by the 
Navy and Army. 

He is concerned that the court 
rejected Hensala’s repeated state¬ 
ments that he was willing to serve, 
and “relied upon an inquiry offi¬ 
cer who simply said, ‘I don’t be¬ 
lieve you,’ and recommended re¬ 
coupment. This gives at least a 
small green light to rolling back 
some of the protections that ser¬ 
vice members have faced when 
discharged or disenrolled after 
coming out as gay.” 

“At the same time, the court 
has provided a bit of a road map, 
which the Air Force has not. It 
says, ‘here are the factors that we 
are going to look at to see if there 
is a sincere desire to serve,”’ said 
Osburn. “The court was pretty

subject to court-martial “often are 
shifted to the administrative sys¬ 
tem because there are no rules of 
evidence there. On the adminis¬ 
trative side it is basically a ‘kanga¬ 
roo court’ because anything and 
everything can come in, there are 
just no procedural safeguards 
whatsoever.” 

The commission also recom¬ 
mended examination of the 
“Feres Doctrine,” a principle es¬ 
tablished 50 years ago by a judge, 
that holds the government im¬ 
mune to lawsuits for injury “inci¬ 
dent to military service.” The

careful in saying that there was 
not any one factor that was deter¬ 
minate of recoupment” but rather 
a pattern of multiple factors. 

Hensala and his attorney are 
studying whether or not to appeal 
the decision to the Ninth Circuit 
Court of Appeals. T 


courts have since ruled that “al¬ 
most everything is incident to 
military service,” said Osburn, “in¬ 
cluding murder and kidnapping 
by fellow service members.” 

This was why Winchell’s moth¬ 
er could not successfully sue for 
the wrongful death of her son due 
to the government’s negligence in 
failing to end anti-gay violence. 

The Bush administration can 
implement some of the changes 
on its own, but certain others, 
such as repeal of the sodomy pro¬ 
visions of Article 125, would re¬ 
quire legislation. Osburn has no 
sense of the willingness of either 
the Pentagon or Congress to con¬ 
sider making the recommended 
changes. T

Jeffords’s switch 
affects gay issues

T he decision last month by 
Vermont Senator Jim Jef¬ 
fords, one of the most pro¬ 
gay Republicans in Congress, to 
leave that party to become an in¬ 
dependent means that control of 
the Senate shifts to the Democrats 
this week, as Jeffords will vote with 
the Democrats to organize the 
Senate. It is the first time that con¬ 
trol of that body has changed 
hands other than through a regu¬ 
lar November election. 

There likely will be minimal ef¬ 
fect on the outcome of votes on 
the floor of the Senate. The pri¬ 
mary effect of Democratic control 
will be to set the agenda, both on 
the floor and as chairs of commit¬ 
tees, deciding what issues to focus 
on, when to hold hearings, and 
schedule votes. Gay interests are 
likely to be delayed during reorga¬ 
nization but the chance of passing 
gay-positive bills later in the ses¬ 
sion seems to have increased, if 
only modestly. The House of Rep¬ 
resentatives has not changed. 

Jeffords proclaimed his adher¬ 
ence to fundamental principles of 
“moderation, tolerance, [and] fiscal 
responsibility” at a May 24 news 
conference in Burlington, Vermont. 
He acknowledged an increasingly 
conservative tone to the Republican 
Party and more pressure to be loyal 
to leadership from a White House 
now in Republican hands. 

“Looking ahead, I can see more 
and more instances where I’ll dis¬ 
agree with the president on very 
fundamental issues - the issues of 
choice, the direction of the judi¬ 
ciary, tax and spending decisions, 
missile defense, energy and the en¬ 
vironment, and a host of other is¬ 
sues large and small,” said Jeffords. 

He concluded, “In order to best 
represent my state of Vermont, my 
own conscience, and principles I 
have stood for my whole life, I will 
leave the Republican Party and be¬ 
come an independent.” 

Gay Vermonter Steven Swayne 
called Jeffords’s speech “shattering 
in its honest transparency. Never 
have I heard a politician articulate 
so clearly his thoughts and feelings.” 

Perhaps aiding Jeffords in his 
decision was distress over the fact 
that social conservatives opposed to 
gay civil union legislation - passed 
last year under pressure from the 
state Supreme Court - have be¬ 
come more prominent in the Ver¬ 
mont Republican Party. Under the 
slogan “Take Back Vermont” they 
challenged several incumbents who 
voted for the bill, defeating them in 
the party primary. 

Voter reaction to Jeffords’s deci¬ 
sion has largely been positive. He 
was re-elected to a third term last 
November with about 70 percent of 
the vote, running against openly gay 
Democrat Ed Flanagan, who barely 
squeaked out a primary victory. 
Vermont’s only representative in the 
U.S. House is independent and for¬ 
mer Socialist Bernie Sanders. 

Reactions 

“It’s stranger than fiction,” said 
Winnie Stachelberg with a laugh. 
The political director of the Human 
Rights Campaign sees the change in 
Senate leadership as “a good sign 
and an important step for the issues 
that we have been working on for 
years. It has been the Republican 
leadership in both the House and 
the Senate that has continued to 
block our effort to pass bills.”

She pointed to hate crimes leg¬ 
islation which last year passed the 
Senate 57-42. -That vote included 
13 Republicans, “so it is not for lack 
of support by Republicans.” She 
pledged “to continue to support 
the Republicans who support us.” 

Majority Leader Tom Daschle 
(D-South Dakota) led a February 
news conference that introduced an 
omnibus civil rights bill containing 
the major pieces of gay oriented 
legislation that HRC has proposed. 

Stachelberg called Democratic 
whip Harry Reid (Nevada), the 
party’s number two leader in the 
Senate, “a quiet soldier in our bat¬ 
tle for equality. Few people know 
what an ally he has been of the gay 
and lesbian community.” Reid was 
involved in the talks with Jeffords 
leading up to his switch, and is ex¬ 
pected to give up what would have 
been his chairmanship of the En¬ 
vironment and Public Works 
Committee to Jeffords. 

The change in the Senate “will 
serve as a brake on Bush’s more 
radical proposals,” said Tim McFee- 
ley, political director of the Nation¬ 
al Gay and Lesbian Task Force. “It 
will mean that Bush’s nominees, 
particularly for the judiciary, will 
receive more careful scrutiny.” 

Log Cabin Republicans politi¬ 
cal director Kevin Ivers said, “It 
was clear that Jeffords agonized 
over this.” Ivers was sorry for the 
decision but said they would con¬ 
tinue to work with the senator. “It 
doesn’t change our mission and 
our work.” 

Rich Tafel, Log Cabin’s execu¬ 
tive director, reminded the party, 
“A majority is built through inclu¬ 
sion and outreach in a diverse 
coalition that works together.” 

Some political observers believe 
that Republicans lost control of the 
Senate largely because some of 
their most conservative and least 
gay-supportive incumbents, such 
as John Ashcroft (Missouri) and 
Slade Gorton (Washington), lost 
their bids for re-election. Others 
feel that the Bush White House and 
the current Senate leadership must 
take the blame for losing Jeffords. 

Regaining control of the Sen¬ 
ate “gives the Democrats the abil¬ 
ity to demagogue more effective¬ 
ly,” said Ivers. He added that many 
Republicans are “furious” with in¬ 
coming Minority Leader Trent 
Lott (R-Mississippi) because they 
will lose their chairmanships and 
staff perks. “I can’t imagine how 
he could stay on [as minority 
leader],” Ivers added. 

With Democrats in power, it 
looks like Ted Kennedy (D-Massa- 
chusetts) will become chairman of 
the committee on Health, Educa¬ 
tion, Labor and Pensions. Patrick 
Leahy (D-Vermont) is expected to 


chair the Judiciary Committee. 

One interesting question will 
be how the committees are re¬ 
structured from their current 50- 
50 split of membership. It may be 
that a Republican is removed or a 
Democrat added to each. Money 
for staffs also will be redistributed. 

Former Republican Congress¬ 
man Steve Gunderson believes that 
the change in the Senate will result 
in increased funding and legisla¬ 
tion on domestic issues. He also 
sees “the potential and likelihood 
for partisanship and much more 
difficult negotiations at the end of 
the session on a range of issues.” 

He believes that both parties - 
Republicans in the House and De¬ 
mocrats in the Senate - will try to 
move legislation that motivates 
their constituency bases as mid¬ 
term elections draw nearer, with 
both “pressuring the other to either 
respond or be held accountable.” 

Gunderson speculated that 
Democrats might draw out their 
reorganization of the Senate, in 
part to justify delay in confirming 
Bush administration nominees to 
second and third tier political ap¬ 
pointments “and delay the formal 
transition of power.” 

“The real interesting question 
is whether the White House at¬ 
tempts to move to the center with 
its policy and appointments,” he 
said. Initial rhetoric in late May 
from the president and one of his 
top political advisers, Karen Hugh¬ 
es, did not point in that direction. 

The gay agenda 

Jeffords was going to be a lead 
sponsor of the Employment Non- 
Discrimination Act (ENDA). 
Stachelberg “is unclear whether 
the bill will be introduced in mid- 
June as we had thought.” Kennedy, 
as chair of the committee, seems 
likely to continue to play a leading 
role, though the search for appro¬ 
priate Republican co-sponsors 
may delay things. 

Gunderson rates the likelihood 
of action on hate crimes legisla¬ 
tion and ENDA as “much greater” 
in the Senate than it was previ¬ 
ously. It likely will boil down to 
what gets added as amendments 
to an appropriations bill to avoid 
getting bogged down in a hostile 
committee in the House. 

A more immediate concern is 
an amendment concerning the 
Boy Scouts and gays that is at¬ 
tached to an education bill. The 
measure passed the House on May 
23 on a voice vote. 

Senator Jesse Helms (R-North 
Carolina) has proposed a similar 
amendment in the Senate. Ivers ar¬ 
gued that the Senate prefers clean 
bills without amendments and so 
it was not likely to come out of that 
chamber. The House amendment 
then could be eliminated in con¬ 
ference. He believes the change in 
control has only enhanced the like¬ 
lihood of this outcome. 

“I don’t know that it necessar¬ 
ily changes a thing” on HIV issues, 
said Bill Arnold, who pointed out 
that AIDS has bipartisan support 
on Capitol Hill. The most pressing 
aspect is a shortfall in current fis¬ 
cal year funding for the AIDS 
Drug Assistance Program. 

Arnold, a lobbyist for the 
ADAP Working Group, said that 
over the last week there has been 
a growing sense in Congress that 
there will be a supplemental ap¬ 
propriations bill. If that is the case, 
he has been assured that ADAP’s 
needs will get a fair hearing. ▼ 
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Science and politics at 
the CDC: Playing with 
AIDS infection numbers

I n a May 31 telephone confer¬ 
ence call with reporters, offi¬ 
cials at the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention talked 
how “explosive HIV incidence 
rates” among gay and bisexual 
young men, particularly among 
African American men who have 
sex with men (MSM) are “alarm¬ 
ing” and “of critical public health 
importance.” 

Mainstream media accounts 
dutifully relayed the alarmist mes¬ 
sage without looking too closely at 
the shaky epidemiology on which 
it is based. Had they done so, they 
might have come to the conclu¬ 
sion that the news conference was 
more about politics than about 
science. 

CDC researcher Linda Valleroy 
led the team that conducted the 
study. She explained that while it 
is important to understand the 
prevalence of HIV, or how many 
people are infected with the virus, 
“It is even more important to un¬ 
derstand the rate of new infec¬ 
tions or incidence.” This helps tar¬ 
get resources to where they are 
most needed. 

In February the CDC released 
“preliminary data on HIV preva¬ 
lence” from the Young Men’s Sur¬ 
vey, an ongoing study since 1994 
that looks at gay and bisexual men 
ages 23 to 29 in six cities - Balti¬ 
more, Dallas, Los Angeles, Miami, 
New York City, and Seattle. It 
showed an overall infection rate of 
13 percent, with a “very high” rate 
of 32 percent among the African 
American men sampled. 

The new data was the second 
part of that survey, conducted in 
1998--2000. It used a STARHS 
assay to determine annual inci¬ 
dence of new infections. STARHS 
measures two different antibodies 
to HIV. One antibody appears 
about a month after infection 
while the second takes at least 
three months to develop. If only 
the first antibody is present, the 
researcher knows that the infec¬ 
tion is relatively recent. 

Valleroy said that among those 
they tested, the overall HIV inci¬ 
dence was 4.4 percent. The rate 
varied tremendously between 
groups. The rate for white gay 
men was 2.5 percent, for Hispan- 
ics 3.5 percent, and for African 
Americans 14.7 percent. 

It means that for every 100 
African American MSMs that they 
tested, 15 became infected with 
HIV during the last year. She 
called these “explosive HIV inci¬ 
dence rates.” Valleroy said the 4.4 
percent overall incidence rate is 
similar to that seen in southern 
and eastern Africa in the early 
1990s, immediately prior to the 
rapid growth of HIV in that re¬ 
gion to about 20 percent of the 
total population. 

She said that American data 
from surveys conducted in the 
early 1990s indicated a 2 to 3 per¬ 
cent overall rate of infection 
among MSMs. A 4.4 percent rate 
is comparable to what was seen in 
the U.S. in the mid-1980s at the 
peak of new infections. There is 
no comparable earlier data on 
African American MSMs, only the 
more general figures that include 


all MSMs. 

“These data, combined with 
recent outbreaks of STDs among 
MSMs in many cities suggest that 
HIV incidence may be increasing 
in this population. And that the 
epidemic among men who have 
sex with men in general, and 
among African American men 
who have sex with men in partic¬ 
ular, is growing worse,” she said. 

Combing data from several 
studies, Valleroy concluded that 
new infections “increase substan¬ 
tially between adolescence and the 
early 20s. These findings under¬ 
score the need to reach each gen¬ 
eration of gay and bisexual men 
early as they enter adolescence, 
and to sustain these efforts as they 
grow older.” 

Count the ways 

One underlying principle of 
statistics is that things tend to 
even out with larger sets of num¬ 
bers, while a smaller sample car¬ 
ries greater risk that a few unrep¬ 
resentative data points can dra¬ 
matically swing the outcome one 
way or another. That is exempli¬ 
fied by the “confidence interval 
(Cl),” a range on either side of the 
statistic where the researcher feels 
95 percent certain of the results. 
The smaller the range of the Cl, 
the greater the accuracy of the sta¬ 
tistic, the larger the Cl the fuzzier 
the math. Larger sets of data have 
smaller CIs and are more accurate. 

At first glance the 2,942 young 
MSMs in the survey is an impres¬ 
sive number. But from that large 
pool, only 38 were identified as re¬ 
cent infections using STARHS. 
Because white MSMs constituted 
the greatest portion of those in 
Valleroy’s research, their incidence 
rate of 2.5 percent had a Cl of 1.4 
to 4.6 percent. Hispanics had a 3.5 
percent incidence and a Cl of 1.4 
to 8.6. But because the number of 
African American MSMs sampled 
was the smallest of the survey sub¬ 
sets, their incidence of 14.7 per¬ 
cent had a Cl of 7.9 to 27.1 per¬ 
cent. That is a huge range. 

Valleroy was careful to say in 
her presentation, “I must under¬ 
line that the sample size of African 
Americans is small and that these 
findings are preliminary. Howev¬ 
er, we believe these data are of 
critical public health importance 
and feel it is urgent to release 
them now.” 

The CDC did not release any 
other numbers, such as how many 
of those 38 recent infections fell 
into each of the three racial/ethnic 
groupings, or how incidence com¬ 
pared between cities. Most - but 
not all - of the blood samples have 
been analyzed and tabulated. 
Valleroy hopes to have all of the 
data and have it published by the 
end of the year. In other words, 
the data that was released was in¬ 
complete. 

Helene Gayle, who heads up 
HIV programs at the CDC, said 
they have “done some statistical 
corrections” to compensate for the 
incomplete work, and that affects 
the confidence intervals. 

In an article on the research 
published by CDC in the June 1 
Morbidity and Mortality Weekly 
Report, the authors were careful to 
note “at least three limitations” of 
the study. Among them are ques-

tions as to how representative the 
sample is of MSMs. That is a par¬ 
ticularly important issue among 
young men of color who are less 
likely to identify as gay or bisexu¬ 
al and thus are more difficult for 
researchers to identify and recruit 
into the study. 

Valleroy explained how they 
tried to reach MSMs who do not 
identify as gay or bisexual, and 
seemed to sigh when she said, “We 
obviously couldn’t get to the peo¬ 
ple who were hidden ... we did 
the best we could.” 

Gayle added, “The information 
that we have does not suggest that 
men who self-identify would nec¬ 
essarily be at greater risk” for HIV. 
She suggested the opposite, per¬ 
haps those who do self-identify as 
gay or bisexual are more knowl¬ 
edgeable about the risks of HIV 
and how to protect themselves. 

Change and stability 

The CDC estimates that 40,000 
Americans become infected with 
HIV each year. It is the same num¬ 
ber that they have used since 1992. 
But if you listen to the various dif¬ 
ferent things that the CDC says, 
the numbers just don’t seem to 
add up. 

Men who have sex with men 
are still the largest single group 
(46 percent) of those with AIDS. 
The CDC says that the rate is ex¬ 
plosively high among young black 
men who have sex with men and 
less high among Latinos, accord¬ 
ing to the six-city survey. 

CDC does not argue that new 
infections are falling in gay white 
men, quite the opposite, citing in¬ 
creases in sexually transmitted 
diseases, it is worried that new in¬ 
fections are increasing among 
young gay men. So it does not 
seem to be a seesaw where in¬ 
creased infections among MSMs 
of color are balanced by declines 
in white MSMs. 

At the same time we are told 
that women have the highest rate 
of increase of AIDS infections of 
any group. Children have always 
been a very small portion of total 
infecjjons, while infection 
through injection drug use con¬ 
tinues at a high leyel. 

With all of these claimed in¬ 
creases going on and little talk of 
decreases, why has the overall esti¬ 
mate of annual infections re¬ 
mained the same since 1992? 
When pressed on whether that es¬ 
timate of 40,000 new infections a 
year needs to be revised upward,

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Gay filmmaker seeks help for 
video on beach attack in Kauai

jj gay California filmmaker is 
mm planning a documentary 
short about the attack two 
weeks ago on gay campers in 
Hawaii in which their tent was 
doused with kerosene and set 
afire. 

Roland Torres, of Modesto, 
said he would shoot footage in 
Kauai, where the incident oc¬ 
curred. He is asking for contribu¬ 
tions to help pay for costs of mak¬ 
ing the documentary. 

Torres, of Red Soapbox Visual 
Media, told the Bay Area Reporter 
that he had received an in-kind 
contribution of a broadcast video 
camera and lighting equipment 
worth $5,000 to be used in Kauai, 
and would donate his own time. 

But, he said, “it takes a com¬ 
mitted and supportive communi¬ 
ty to effect long-lasting positive 
change. We need an additional 


$5,000 to help pay for costs that 
include travel, logistics, tape stock, 
communicating with national 
media, and preliminary post-pro¬ 
duction.” 

Torres, who is Hawaiian born, 
plans to fly to Hawaii next week. 

A judge in Lihue, Kauai, has 
ordered the alleged attackers to 
stand trial for the attack at Poli- 
hale State Park, a popular spot for 
straight and gay campers. Ea- 
monn Carolan, 18, and Orion 
Macomber, 19, are facing charges 
including first-degree attempted 
murder, which carries a mandato¬ 
ry life sentence without parole, ac¬ 
cording to local media. 

Torres said a friend of his was 
at the campsite and witnessed the 
tent burning. Subsequently the at¬ 
tackers tried to run down some of 
the 20 gay men who were helping 
the victims, he said. “The attack¬ 
ers drove their vehicle back and 
forth three times; they were trying 
to kill them,” Torres added. 


He said Hawaii’s hate crimes 
bill is “sitting on the governor’s 
desk right now, and this under¬ 
scores the need for this bill.” 

Torres added that this was not 
a case of mainlanders coming to 
Hawaii and being “rude” with 
their sexuality. Rather, he said, it 
was an attack by local Hawaiians 
on local Hawaiian gays. Defense 
attorneys said their clients saw the 
rainbow flag at the campsite and 
reacted to this “flaunting” of gay 
sexuality. 

Rural Kauai is “like rural Ten¬ 
nessee” when it comes to gay is¬ 
sues and HIV prevention, Torres 
said. Even with the attack, it took 
20 campers to convince the police 
to take action, he said.

Berkeley 
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Moore enthused 

At the People’s State of the 
City gathering, Peralta College 
board member Darryl Moore 
commented, “It is fitting that 
Berkeley could be the first city to 
have a LGBT community center 
conceived in and dedicated to 
multicultural inclusiveness, femi¬ 
nist principles, premier disabled 
accessibility, and the most envi¬ 
ronmentally sustainable facility 
you have ever seen.” 

As to the housing, Worthing¬ 
ton told the B.A.R.: “You can’t say 
people have to be lesbian or gay to 
live here; that’s not our intention. 
But for housing in a building with 
dozens of lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity groups, you’d expect peo¬ 
ple would probably be pretty 
comfortable” in that environ¬ 
ment. 

Asked how the proposed cen¬ 


ter differs from the LGBT Com¬ 
munity Center Project under con¬ 
struction in San Francisco, Wor¬ 
thington said, “We have a heavy 
emphasis on multicultural ap¬ 
proaches, including feminism. 
We’re looking at people having 
jobs in the offices, a sort of all-in¬ 
clusive approach, and of course 
housing. 

“Here, there’s no debate about 
preservation as there was in San 
Francisco. Some of the people in¬ 
volved [in Berkeley] are active in 
preservation. We want to build 
something that will become a 
landmark.” 

He said the $25,000 budget re¬ 
quest is for preliminary planning, 
and to bring potential partners 
together. So far, in addition to of¬ 
ficial groups, there are “dozens of 
people offering to help, signing 
up to be part of the project.” 

Planning would help establish 
how many groups are interested, 
and how much space they would 
need. Worthington added: “We 
also are looking at how to make it 


transit friendly, probably located 
near a major traffic corridor. 
Then there’s zoning issues to ex¬ 
plore” for a mixed-use site. 

He said that it was premature 
to do a cost estimate, but added 
that one local contractor gave him 
a ballpark figure “off the top of his 
head” of $5 million for construc¬ 
tion costs, assuming the land was 
in hand via donation by private 
sources or the city. 

This project is “not just a ran¬ 
dom nonprofit [group],” Wor¬ 
thington said. “The idea is to offer 
a permanent home to lesbian and 
gay community groups so they 
don’t have to pay high rent and be 
insecure” in their futures. 

He stressed that the project de¬ 
pends on council approval. First it 
must make it to the budget “wish 
list” in early June. There will be a 
public hearing on the budget on 
June 19 at 7 p.m. at the Berkeley 
City Council, Old City Hall, 2134 
Martin Luther King Jr. Way. A 
final vote for next year’s budget is 
scheduled for June 26. ▼ 
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cities of Berkeley and Oakland. 

“It’s a new service that’s really 
taken off under our youth activi¬ 
ties coordinator, Derrick Miller- 
Handley,” said Gurucharri. “It’s re¬ 
ally alive, a beautiful program.” 

Miller-Handley, an African 
American, got 70-80 young peo¬ 
ple to come to the center on a Sat¬ 
urday afternoon a couple of weeks 
ago. They were treated to a party 
with a diversity theme, featuring 
different types of music and at¬ 
mosphere in each room. 

The party drew people from 
San Jose and San Rafael, as well as 
many from the East Bay. 

Gurucharri noted that the Pa¬ 
cific Center received special fund¬ 
ing two years ago for its after¬ 
school and Saturday programs. 
“Those are for poverty-stricken 
youth, not all of the LGBT youth 
in the area,” he said. “A lot of mid¬ 
dle-class youth are being kicked 
out of their homes [after coming 
out] but we can’t serve them” due 
to funding and space limitations. 

Domestic violence 

The newly hired program di¬ 
rector, Lawrance McClung, was 
starting work this week. “I think 
this is the first time we’ve had 


someone with an MSW [masters 
of social work] in this position,” 
said Gurucharri. 

McClung, a female-to-male 
white transgender, specializes in 
dealing with same-gender domes¬ 
tic violence. He will begin to ad¬ 
dress this issue in the center’s peer 
groups, and counseling. Eventual¬ 
ly the center hopes to create a spe¬ 
cific program to deal with the 
problem, Gurucharri said. 

Counseling 

Pacific Center offers individ¬ 
ual, couples, and group counsel¬ 
ing, primarily by graduate stu¬ 
dents in training or on intern¬ 
ships. Supervising the counselors 
is Josepha Molina, a Latina mar¬ 
riage and family therapist with a 
doctorate in psychology. 

Looking at the ethnic and sex¬ 
ual diversity among the full-time 
staff, Gurucharri said, “We’re try¬ 
ing to change the culture at the 
center, and we’re working to cre¬ 
ate a LGBT community that is in¬ 
clusive of many cultures, so that 
people can see their own faces re¬ 
flected in the staff.” 

HIV/AIDS services 

Among the services are out¬ 
reach to high-risk persons, outpa¬ 
tient counseling and peer support 
groups, and a library. People af¬ 
fected by HIV, including partners, 


tamilies, and caregivers, are eligi¬ 
ble for services on a sliding scale. 

Peer support groups 

Long the mainstay of the center, 
the peer support groups are often 
what brings people in year after 
year. The Monday night gay men’s 
rap groups cover a wide range of 
topics and are facilitated. Dating 
among men with differing HTV sta¬ 
tuses, for instance, was a discussion 
topic this week. For many new¬ 
comers exploring their sexuality, 
groups have provided a safe place 
to come out, if they choose to. 

Other groups include Debtors 
Anonymous, Lesbian/Gay Nar¬ 
cotics and Alcoholics Anony¬ 
mous, People of Color on the 
FTM Spectrum, HIV-positive 
men, women’s rap, a bisexual 
women’s group, a men’s group for 
those married or previously mar¬ 
ried, and groups targeting trans¬ 
genders, seniors, lesbians of color, 
the young queer men’s group 
MARS, and incest survivors. ▼

As awareness and alarm in¬ 
creased, Brown said, “out of that 
has grown one of the most global¬ 
ly admired health delivery systems 
for dealing with HIV and AIDS.” 

Calling San Francisco’s a 
“model system,” Brown praised it 
“not only for providing medicine 
but also shelter, counseling - the 
highest level of sensitivity” toward 
people infected. “Even more in¬ 
credible are the volunteers, who 
bring a sophisticated understand¬ 
ing and contribution” to the 
cause, he added. 

He acknowledged Ammiano, 
often a political adversary, as play¬ 
ing a major role in tackling the 
epidemic. 

With the development of anti¬ 
retrovirals and other medications 
in the mid to late 1990s, he point¬ 
ed out “the assumption of some of 
us was that by the end of the 20th 
century, we’d be talking about the 
light at the end of the tunnel, that 
we were on the road to eradicat¬ 
ing this disease. There were new 
drugs, even potentially, new vac¬ 
cines ... we were optimistic.” 

Brown said that a city health 
report for January and February 
showed that needle exchange, pre¬ 
vention, and education were prov¬ 
ing their worth in the context of 
HIV among non-gay intravenous 
drug users. But the second part of 
the report, he said, was disturbing 
because it showed “on an alarm¬ 
ing basis that the numbers [of 
HIV infections], which had been 
declining, had gone down and 
were now going up again, particu¬ 
larly among gay and bi men and 
particularly among African Amer¬ 
icans and Latinos. 

“At least before I leave this job 
as mayor of San Francisco, I want 
to see both* parts'of the report as 
sunny,” Brown added. “I intend to 
see that we manage this future in 
the way we want. I want to get vol¬ 
unteers in record numbers; I want

programs; I want people to wear 
[red] ribbons again.” 

The mayor talked from the Ro¬ 
tunda steps as several people held 
up a quilt panel remembering, 
among others, Jose Rafael Ro¬ 
driguez, Andy Hall, and Patrick 
Tranter. 

“How many of us have lost 
friends, mothers, loved ones to 
this dread disease,” the mayor said, 
adding that recent remembrances 
at City Hall, the National AIDS 
Memorial Grove, and elsewhere 
“must move us to rededicate our¬ 
selves” to the fight. 

“That’s the commitment we 
need to make, a commitment that 
must come from all of us if we are 
to remember our future better 
than we remember our past.” 

The ceremony wound down; 
the officials returned to their work. 
Handfuls of people stood around 
the Rlotunda, chatting quietly. 1 
Some looked at the hand-stitched 
panels of people’s lives, spread out 
across the Beaux Arts walls. 

One panel was addressed to 
“Bro” and made for J.C. Campbell, 
who lived from October 1949 until 
January 1991. It depicts a curving 
beach of white sand, empty except 
for a canvas beach chair and open 
duffel bag. Stuck between them in 
the sand was a sign: For Sale. 

Tuesday’s remembrance at City 
Hall capped several days of events 


CDC 
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Gayle said, “It’s complicated. ... 
We are looking at developing sys¬ 
tems that will give us more precise 
numbers.” 

So why did CDC call a news 
conference to put out incomplete 
data? It may well be that the 
“alarm” that Gayle expressed over 
public health issues was the sole 
motivation. But one does not have 
to be a complete cynic to come up 
with a number of alternative and 
supplementary explanations. 

First, the 20th “anniversary” of 
HIV was about to occur and CDC 


did not want to be left out of the 
flurry of media coverage. It did 
not have anything else on the 
shelf, so it rushed the incomplete 
survey out before it was ready. 
Gayle is about to depart for the 
Gates Foundation, so this was her 
swan song. 

And finally, Congress is about 
to tackle spending bills for next 
year. Waiting for publication would 
take too long for CDC to put for¬ 
ward its best case for more money 
for HIV prevention activities. 
Gayle made sure to make the pitch 
for more bucks at the news confer¬ 
ence. “Prevention needs to be ex¬ 
panded, we can’t just shift from 
one population to another.” ▼ 
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bringing attention to AIDS as the 
disease enters its third decade. At 
Metropolitan Community 
Church-San Francisco, health care 
workers were honored at a mov¬ 
ing outdoor service last Sunday. 
Additionally, the church was open 
all day Tuesday so that people 
could stop by with keepsakes of 
loved ones lost. 

“AIDS is not over,” the Rev¬ 
erend Penny Nixon, pastor at 
MCC-SF, said. “The diagnosis, 
two decades later, is different, but ’ 
nevertheless devastating. Many of 
those with access to the drugs are 
living healthy, manageable lives. 
For this, and all the heroes re¬ 
sponsible, we are grateful. For the 
rest, for whom the drugs do not 
work, we are concerned.” 

Other events held in the city 
included a service at the National 
AIDS Memorial Grove, which fea¬ 
tured a performance by the San 
Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus, and 
a “die-in” demonstration on the 
streets of the Castro that saw peo¬ 
ple outline their bodies with chalk 
to call attention to the 18,600 San 
Franciscans who have died of the 
disease. T

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Downfall of AIDS drug expanded access

I n this 20th year of the epidem¬ 
ic we know as AIDS, one of the 
most important accomplish¬ 
ments of activists was to make 
HIV treatments available as soon 
as they became known, despite 
their availability. Activist pressure 
forced the Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration to streamline the bu¬ 
reaucratic drug approval process 
and provide new investigational 
AIDS drugs before they had com¬ 
pleted rigorous clinical trials. At a 
time when AIDS drugs were few 
and far between, when people 
with AIDS were desperate for 
treatments, there needed to be a 
mechanism to safely access new 
drugs. People with AIDS simply 
could not wait the typical 10 to 15 
years for a drug to be approved. 
So, activists pushed the FDA for 
broader access to drugs that had 
proven safe, if not yet effective, in 
order to give people a chance at 
slowing HIV. Thus, expanded ac¬ 
cess was born. 

At least on paper, different ac¬ 
cess programs were soon devel¬ 
oped to widen availability to peo¬ 
ple that may not qualify for stud¬ 
ies and who desperately needed 
new drugs. The programs, over¬ 
seen by the FDA, are called “treat¬ 
ment IND” (investigational new 
drug), “parallel track,” and “open 
protocols.” Whatever the pro¬ 
grams are called, and whatever 
they have evolved to be, they are 
all basically used to broaden ac¬ 
cess to investigational agents be¬ 


fore rigorous trials are completed. 

Codification (official regula¬ 
tion) of the programs didn’t hap¬ 
pen until 1987. And even today 
there are misunderstandings with 
the programs, the time-consum¬ 
ing paperwork, and the reluctance 
of the pharmaceutical industry to 
participate. Activists have had to 
monitor each new drug on 
the radar screen and 
lobby for wider ac¬ 
cess. Drug compa¬ 
nies don’t seem to 
want to offer free un¬ 
proved drugs on their 
own mostly because the 
programs are formidable, 
cost an enormous 
amount of 
money, provide 
little data to fur¬ 
ther the new drug application for 
final approval, and there are pos¬ 
sible liabilities involved. 

In the earlier days the parallel 
track program for d4T or Stauvi- 
dine, offered 12,000 patients free 
drug. The expanded access pro¬ 
gram for 3TC or Hivid, offered 
drug to nearly 30,000 patients. 
Protease inhibitor expanded ac¬ 
cess programs, however, were 
much more limited in scope - if 
they existed at all - as the compa¬ 
nies began using the programs as 
a means to promote their drugs 
right before they became ap¬ 
proved. Unfortunately, today’s ac¬ 
cess programs are nowhere near 
their original intent and have be¬ 
come watered down, evolving into 
mere public relations campaigns 
for the companies and little help 
for those who need new options. 


However, the number of new ap¬ 
proved drugs that have become 
available has reduced the despera¬ 
tion for investigational agents, 
though those who are long-term 
survivors still need new drugs. 

One recent expanded access 
program is a perfect example of 
how drug companies have limited 
their programs, timing them to¬ 
ward a targeted approval date. 
Gilead opened its expand¬ 
ed access for tenofovir, its 
new antiviral in Janu¬ 
ary. But it wasn’t until 
May that the company 
began admitting more 
people because activists 
reported slow 
enrollment from 
patients across 
the country. 
Showing poor timing, the compa¬ 
ny announced shortly thereafter 
the submission of a new drug ap¬ 
plication to the FDA, signaling 
that the drug was near approval. 
That left only a few months for 
the program to enroll a few peo¬ 
ple, certainly much less than if the 
company had been on the ball. 
Gilead has no doubt had a diffi¬ 
cult time with expanded access 
programs in the past, and is per¬ 
haps trying to save money by of¬ 
fering limited access so near the 
date of tenofovir’s approval. But 
this is one case of expanded access 
gone bad, for the detriment of 
everyone concerned. 

Another promising drug, T-20, 
written about in past B.A.R. 
columns, has such a dismal 
prospect for wider access that ac¬ 
tivists are asking the company not 
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to even call the program “expand¬ 
ed access.” Trimeris, in a partner¬ 
ship with Roche, has taken on a 
massive scale-up project to make 
just as much drug needed to get 
through studies and provide data. 
The drug is apparently extraordi¬ 
narily difficult and expensive to 
make and not many production 
facilities exist to churn out even 
enough drug for studies. So the 
company has been extremely del¬ 
icate with activists, forewarning 
them about the production diffi¬ 
culties. An access program for a 
drug in this class, or other drugs 
today, would not have to be the 
size of d4T or 3TC programs in 
the past. Nevertheless, this drug is 
probably the most promising on 
the horizon and Trimeris must do 
everything in its power to make 
enough drug for as many people 
as possible. Approval may happen 
before most people will be able to 
access the drug. 

Despite the pitiful state of ex¬ 
panded access, at least the FDA 
has sped up the drug approval 
process for agents that affect life- 
threatening diseases. Drugs that 
are studied for these conditions 


can be approved much earlier 
than in the past. AIDS activists 
were instrumental in forcing the 
change in licensing so that it 
wouldn’t take years to get access to 
a life saving therapy. 

Recently the FDA announced 
new codification for its compas¬ 
sionate use programs, which is an¬ 
other way to access drugs. Clarifi¬ 
cation for the programs needed to 
happen, and now compassionate 
use along with expanded access 
may help thousands who are in 
the late stages of HIV disease. 

With wide availability of HIV 
drugs today, some feel there is less 
need for expanded access pro¬ 
grams as there once was. Some 
feel that all the drug access we’ve 
had before research is completed 
has led to resistance and drug tox- 
icities in thousands who could 
have waited. But others think they 
wouldn’t be here today had they 
not been able to string along treat¬ 
ments as soon as they became 
available. Now, there is a gap in in¬ 
vestigational drugs, so people that 
are resistant and beginning to fail 
will need new options, and more 
- and therefore better - access. ▼ 


Young South African 
AIDS activist dies

O n June 1, young South 
African AIDS activist Nkosi 
Johnson died; he was 12 
years old. Nkosi developed AIDS- 
related brain damage last Decem¬ 
ber, and died in his sleep last Fri¬ 
day morning. 

Nkosi, who contracted HIV 
perinatally, became well-known 
both in South Africa and through¬ 
out the world for speaking openly 
about his infection in a country 
where stigma against the disease re¬ 
mains strong. He was adopted at 
age 2; his birth mother died of 
AIDS-related causes in 1997. Four 
years ago, Nkosi and his adoptive 
mother, Gail Johnson, waged a bat¬ 
tle to allow the boy to attend public 
school despite his infection. That 
battle resulted in the implementa¬ 
tion of HIV non-discrimination 
policies in schools, and was the sub¬ 
ject of the South African television 
documentary Nkosi’s Mission. 

Nkosi grabbed the world’s at¬ 
tention last summer when he ad¬ 
dressed the 13th International 
AIDS Conference in Durban, ask¬ 
ing for acceptance and support for 
people with the disease. “We are all 
human beings. We are normal,” 
Nkosi told conference delegates. 
“We have needs just like everyone 
else. Don’t be afraid of us. We are 
the same.” The young activist also 
advocated on behalf of AIDS or¬ 
phans like himself and promoted 
the use of condoms to reduce HIV 
transmission. 

Nkosi became associated with 
political controversy in South 
Africa when he encouraged Presi¬ 
dent Thabo Mbeki to provide an¬ 
tiretroviral drugs to HIV-positive 
pregnant women to reduce the 
chances of vertical transmission to 
their infants. Mbeki has been hes¬ 
itant to provide these drugs due to 
issues of cost, the lack of medical 
infrastructure, and a belief that 
factors other than HIV contribute 
to AIDS in Africa. 

Some South Africans have ex¬ 
pressed concern that Nkosi was 
used as a political pawn and that

international publicity deprived 
him of a normal childhood. But 
according to South African Con¬ 
stitutional Court Judge Edwin 
Cameron, who has himself be¬ 
come well-known for speaking 
openly about being HIV positive, 
Nkosi chose to be an activist. 
Nkosi was “a person with maturi¬ 
ty far beyond his years,” said 
Cameron. “He had an awareness 
of the threat to his life and the im¬ 
portance of his life in lessening the 
threat to other people with AIDS.” 

Public figures and AIDS advo¬ 
cates worldwide expressed their 
admiration for Nkosi and their 
sadness at his death; politicians 
and trade unions sent condo¬ 
lences. According to United Na¬ 
tions Secretary-General Kofi 
Annan, who has made AIDS one 
of his key priorities, “He was a 
very courageous young man, a 
courageous child.... We have lost 
a voice.” Said former South 
African President Nelson Man¬ 
dela, “It is a great pity that this 
young man has died. He was very 
bold. ... Children such as Nkosi 
Johnson should be enjoying a life 
filled with laughter and happiness. 
On a frightening scale, HIV/AIDS 
is replacing that joy, laughter and 
happiness with paralyzing pain 
and trauma.” 

A memorial service for Nkosi 
was held on June 6 at a large soccer 
stadium. According to Gail John¬ 
son, a foundation will be established 
in Nkosi’s honor to raise money for 
AIDS orphans and mothers and 
children with AIDS. Y

mack told the Times. 

Sachs called the rally a “prece¬ 
dent-setting” marketing move by 
the Sparks. “They’re actively pur¬ 
suing the lesbian community,” she 
said. 

In their final Forum season last 
summer, the club averaged 7,625 
fans a game, 10th best in a 16- 
team league. Sparks home atten¬ 
dance has declined every season 
since the inaugural 1997 team av¬ 
eraged under 9,000. Lesbian com¬ 
munity marketing is a departure 
from previous sales programs, 
which pretty much ignored what 
may be their largest target market. 

But in a 1998 Sports Illustrated 
article, Johnny Buss, the L.A. 
Sparks’ president, took a decided¬ 
ly different approach. “I know the 
lesbian community is showing up, 
so I leave them alone. I’d rather 
focus on pulling in more males. 
Would it hurt if most of our spec¬ 
tators were lesbian? That’s hard to 
say.” 

WNBA officials in New York 
shunted off the queer angle, one 
calling it a “local promotion; a 
team matter.” 

No women’s sports team has 
ever partnered with a lesbian or¬ 
ganization to attract fans. 
Women’s sports organizations and 
teams have tried to distance them¬ 
selves from associations with les¬ 
bian groups. No WNBA player has 
come out as a lesbian, either. 

With her business and life 
partner, Robin Gans, Sachs has 
sold many vacations to the LPGA 
Nabisco Dinah Shore Golf Tour¬ 
nament in Rancho Mirage. “And 
the LPGA wants nothing to do 
with us,” Sachs said. 

This sales pitch raised more 
than a few sporty eyebrows, and 
the event itself became the focus, 
not the game. Some editorials dis¬ 
missed it, while others applauded 
the outreach effort. 

DeLisha Milton, a Sparks play¬ 
er, was surprised by the reaction. 

“We’re in Los Angeles which is 
one of the most diverse places in 
the world,” Milton said. “We want 
everybody to come to our games. 
Blacks, whites, men, women, peo¬ 


ple who have alternative lifestyles. 
We’ve got plenty of room for any¬ 
body who wants to watch us play.” 

The Cleveland Rockers, the 
Sparks recent opposing team, will 
not be joining other Women’s Na¬ 
tional Basketball Association 
teams’ attempt to woo lesbian fans. 

“Our marketing is exclusive to 
women of all kinds,” said Rockers 
vice president of communications 
Ed Markey, “We don’t pare it 
down to fine points such as that.” 

The fine point being, take what 
you can get, GLBT sports com¬ 
munity. 

We may not have basic civil 
rights, but at least we’ve got some 
honest marketing amid all those 
ads. 

Scrum and Coca-Cola 

If Coors sours your bleacher 
thirst, consider Coca-Cola as an 
equally problematic beverage. The 
sugary soda conglomerate, a pos¬ 
sible sponsor for Atlanta’s Gay 
Games VI proposal, was recently 
forced to pay off a multimillion 
dollar fine in a lawsuit that 
claimed African-American em¬ 
ployees were deliberately slighted 
in hiring and staff promotions. 

In less corporatized gay sports 
news out of the refreshment stand 
and onto the playing field, the San 
Francisco Fog Rugby Club partic¬ 
ipated. in the first international 
multicultural gay rugby tourna¬ 
ment held in Washington, D.C., 
over the weekend May 17-20. In 
addition to the Fog, the Washing¬ 
ton Renegades home team hosted 
competitors from England (Man¬ 
chester, and London), Argentina, 
Australia, South Africa, Venezuela, 
Los Angeles, and Chicago. 

Over 25 S.F. Fog players made 
the trip from San Francisco for a 
weekend of rugby, camaraderie, 
and fun. The teams played both 
7’s and 15’s - traditional rugby in¬ 
volves 15 players, while a faster 
paced game involves seven. 

Coach Kevin Waizenhofer was 
very proud of the team’s perfor¬ 
mance. “The guys not only played 
the best rugby to date, they expe-

Without beer, sofas, or any¬ 
thing but sport to sell, the Los An¬ 
geles Sparks of the WNBA began 
marketing their team to the 
Southern California lesbian com¬ 
munity. 

Girl Bar Los Angeles, the site of 
the June event, is the nation’s 
largest lesbian club with about 
12,000 members. The rally was 
held at the Factory, a West Holly¬ 
wood nightclub. This was the first 
openly gay group to be the focus 
of such a campaign. 

“It came about through conver¬ 
sations with Penny Toler [the 
Sparks’ general manager] and 
Michael Harris [the team’s adver¬ 
tising director],” said Girl Bar Los 
Angeles co-founder Sandy Sachs in 
an article in the Los Angeles Times. 

“There are a lot of women who 
don’t know who the Sparks are, 
and the Sparks felt this was a way 
to reach out to this particular 
market.” 

Almost 100 tickets were sold 
within the first week of the an¬ 
nouncement of the event. 

Joe McCormack, vice president 
of finance for the Los Angeles 
Lakers, has played an active role in 
marketing the Sparks. 

“We want to market this bas¬ 
ketball team to fans whoever they 
might be, be they an inner-city 
youth basketball team or someone 
of an alternate lifestyle,” McCor¬ 
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rienced the unique bond between 
all rugby players. I’m happy with 
the progress we have made and 
honored to coach such outstand¬ 
ing men.” 

The Fog defeated the Washing¬ 
ton Renegades in an exhibition 
match 19-0. Fog rugby will take 
most of June off, and then start 
the summer 7’s season in July., 
with the regular 15’s season train¬ 
ing re-starting in September. 

In October 2000, Fog Rugby 
became an official member of the 
Northern California Rugby 
Union, the local area governing 
body for rugby clubs in Northern 
California. Fog Rugby competes in 
Division III play.

Son Francisco Ballet triumphs in Paris

□ ne of the most significant American-French 
cultural exchanges of the year came to a suc¬ 
cessful end in Paris last month with the tri¬ 
umph of the San Francisco Ballet at the old 
Paris Opera House, the Palais Gamier, and the decora¬ 
tion of its Artistic Director, Helgi Tomasson. 

The two-week exchange began in San Francisco 
when Tomasson invited the Paris Opera Ballet to dance, 
for the first time, at the War Memorial Opera House. 
Accompanied by Madame Jacques Chirac, wife of the 
President of France, as well as some 60 “American 
Friends of Paris Opera and Ballet,” the world’s oldest 
dance company (the National Academy of Dance was 
founded by Louis XIV 350 years ago) presented two 
programs: La Bayadere by Rudolf Nureyev and Le Parc 
by Angelin Preljocaj. Both programs were very well-re¬ 
ceived by the American public and the critics. 


But the real fun began when the San Francisco Bal¬ 
let and some 120 board trustees, donors, friends and 
hangers-on went to Paris. Accepting the invitation of 
Hugues Gall, Director of the Op£ra National de Paris, 
America’s oldest classical dance company took Paris by 
storm, also presenting two programs. The first united 
four contemporary works which reflect the dynamism 
of American choreography, as well as the variety of SFB’s 
repertory. Two of the four pieces, Prism and Chaconne 
for Piano and Two Dancers, were choreographed by 
Tomasson, and held true to his neo-classical tradition, 
well-developed from his many years at New York City 
Ballet and as a protege of George Balanchine. Sandpapet 
Ballet, choreographed by Mark Morris, no stranger to 
San Francisco, seemed to confound and amuse the 
French audience at the same time. Perhaps it was the 25 
dancers costumed in bright green tights and long gloves, 
bearing perhaps too close-to-home an image of frogs!

A reader’s fun will be in wit¬ 
nessing the truly outrageous ideas 
of making a building resemble: a 
six-pack! a cowboy boot! a truly 
humongous donut!

'La Traviata' opens SFO's Verdi summer

shouldn’t be anything sane about 
La Traviata; it should be febrile, 
intense, demented. 

The only time this production 
comes near those ideals is in the 
later acts, when Patricia Racette’s 
Violetta warms up vocally. Her 
initial act, with all that daunting 
coloratura, is delivered hand¬ 
somely, but with a tone more 
acidulous than ever. She has the 
technique for “Sempre libera,” 
though on this occasion I found 
her sounding slightly underpow¬ 
ered in the runs and in need of 
conductorial support. I didn’t find 
the first scene of Act II as moving 
as it should be, partly because di¬ 
rector John Copley had Racette 
lounging uncomfortably to sing 
“Dite alia giovine” while Germont 
(Christopher Robertson) walked 
around holding but not using his 
cane. I kept expecting him to fall 
over. 

American beauty 

Yet by the second part of Act II 
(SFO calls it Act III), when Violet¬ 
ta has taken the fatal course of be¬ 
lieving her lover’s bourgeois father 
and has returned to the harsh, jeal¬ 
ous Baron Douphol (John Ames, 
always stalwart in small roles), a 
light seems to go on in Racette. 
Not a big burst of flame, mind you 
— this is an American, not an Ital¬ 
ian Violetta — but something that 
elevates her keen acting, slender 
good looks and distinguished mu- 
sicality to an approximation of 
what I remember from the 
all-too-few thrilling performances 
of this opera I’ve heard live. Most 
of them starred Italians — Licia 
Albanese, Katia Ricciarelli, Tiziana 
Fabbricini — who were steeped in 
the style, something this current 
Traviata, with its relentlessly 
American leads, sorely lacks. 

If tenor Stephen Mark Brown, 
making his SFO debut, had been 
able to elevate his game as well, 
one might have left the theater in 
that state that director Stephen 
Wadsworth suggests Verdi wants 
above all things: tears. But Brown, 
one of those beefy, snub-nosed 
tenors who produces a steady 
stream of whitish, mid-sized 
sound (viz. Richard Margison), 
reminded me of a college athlete, 
likely to dump Violetta (and sex 
altogether) if he could just make 


the Varsity team. 

Physically, he may be your 
type, but the voice has no juice (or 
slancio, as my companion put it) 
and seems one size too small for 
the War Memorial. He made a 
hash of Alfredo’s cabaletta, but 
then don’t they all? The same per¬ 
son who had the musical sense to 
kill the baritone’s cabaletta in that 
scene should also have considered 
sparing Brown (and us) the agony 
of struggling to a high C. There 
was no way the generic Robertson 
could have sung Germont’s ca¬ 
baletta; let us hope that, with all 
these rumors about incoming 
General Director Pamela Rosen¬ 
berg dumping singers, Robertson 
is near the top of the list. 

The same can be said for 
Marco Armiliato. There are a 
number of good, young Italian 
conductors out there; we’ve sam¬ 
pled enough Armiliato to know he 
is not one of them. When the cho¬ 
rus sings goodbye to Violetta in 
Act I and it takes a dozen bars for 
them to get in sync with the or¬ 
chestra, someone is not com¬ 
manding the ship. Brown misfired 
on the opening of “Un di felice,” 
and Roberfson had a devil of a 
time getting together with the 
conductor on “Di Provenza.” Ar¬ 
miliato didn’t do a good job with 
that rocking finale to Act II, which 
requires a steady, hypnotic pace. 

Copley may be bored with his 
mundane 1987 production by 
now. He expends his energies on 
making the chorus of courtesans 
and their keepers look as foolish 
as possible, maybe to contrast 
them with Violetta’s stark fate. 
(Newsflash: Verdi has done this 
for you already. Trust him.) The 
nadir was reached when Flora’s 
lover allowed the Bette Midler-like 
Catherine Keen to up-end him 
and paddle his bottom in time to 
the tambourine clashes from the 
Spanish divertissement. Yes, I 
know this sounds like fun, but be¬ 
lieve me, it rings false in a Verdi 
opera where vulgarity comes from 
the misguided human heart, not 
from overheated genitals. ▼

a Traviata, which opened the 
^ San Francisco Opera’s Verdi 
IK Celebration last Friday 
evening, is a paradigm of the 
soon-to-end Lotfi Mansouri 
regime. The production is clear, 
realistic, well-rehearsed. The 
singers look and act their roles as 
convincingly as daytime soap 
opera stars. The music is dis¬ 
patched as efficiently as possible 
when a two-hour-and-ten minute 
score is stretched, via intermis¬ 
sions the composer, would not 
recognize, to nearly 195 minutes. 
That’s the good news. 

The bad news is that all that 
calm sanity, attractive surface and 
obvious sumptuousness doesn’t 
get within hailing distance of the 
essence of Verdi’s uncomfortable 
domestic drama, which should in¬ 
volve veiled sexuality, deep spiri¬ 
tual malaise, and the sense that a 
small, helpless creature is being 
implacably crushed by a hypocrit¬ 
ical society that condemns the 
very thing it can’t wait to pur¬ 
chase. (Sound like today?) In 
other words, as soap opera, the 
last Traviata of Mansouri’s tenure 
skillfully avoids confrontation 
with what real opera is all about 
— expression of unbearable emo¬ 
tions through singing. There

Joe Goode Performance Group at Yerba Buena Center for the Arts

|| Joe Goode Performance 
mM Group production is like 
« Bye, Bye Birdie for the new 
millennium. The performers talk. 
They sing and dance, they make 
you laugh. The problem is, the fact 
that Goode is a choreographer, 
and his company is known as a 
modern dance troupe, works 
against him. Audiences, for the 
most part, avoid modern dance 
like the plague. It’s their loss. 

Contact, the “experimental” 
dance-theatre piece that won the 
Tony and is a big hit on Broadway 
(now playing in a touring produc¬ 
tion across town), seems trite and 
sophomoric compared to the in¬ 
telligence and heart offered in 
Goode’s work. Some producer 
should hire a TV star to play the 
woman in the dog head, and put 
Goode’s company in an off-Broad- 
way theatre for a few months. The 
work really deserves to be seen. 

What the Body Knows, at the 
Yerba Buena Center for the Arts 
Theater through June 3, includes 
the title piece as the first act, with 
two other short works, “Hapless” 
and “Take Place,” making up the 
second. 

Outside the theatre, starting an 
hour before the performance, 
three site-specific installations of¬ 
fered glimpses of Goode’s themes. 
A chorus of shirtless men in white 
skirts ran through the landscap¬ 
ing, dancing in a line of birch trees 
and throwing themselves onto the 
shrubbery; a couple sat facing 
each other across a kitchen table 
placed in a fountain; people with 
megaphones and 50-foot shirt- 
tails attached to the rafters of a 
portico entrance jumped around 
and shouted bits of text as their 
costumes became sails. 

It was the transition from a hot 
day into a cold night. There were 
crowds, and you had to jostle and 
maneuver a little if you really 
wanted to see. The dancers were 
bare-skinned and cold-looking in 
the wind, Harley-Davidsons and 
fire engines superimposed their 
own soundscore over Goode’s,, the 
beginnings and endings of things 
were unclear. But when the doors 
to the theatre opened, the audi-

ence moved immediately forward, 
in a slight trance, like some kind 
of tour group in Florence entering 
the cathedral they’d come 1,000 
miles to see. 

House blend 

“What the Body Knows” is a 
blend of monologues linked with 
music and movement. Dance is 
merely the seal on the script. The 
piece is character-based, body is 
subtext. Goode is the DJ of a bio¬ 
dance. Stories are told in frag¬ 
ments and song. Lighting, music, 
interesting use of live video and 
scenic elements, even props and 
set elements all add layers and tex¬ 
ture to the narrative. 

Performer Elizabeth Burritt, a 
larger-than-life personality 
screaming about her lot in life, 
was both hilarious and disturbing. 
We saw a woman, someone who 
was “born to understand,’” going 
crazy with the burden of empathy. 
“Some of my best friends are 
stuck in their heads,” she said, 
mugging for the camera which 
sent us her contorted face in big- 
screen close-up, projected as she 
spoke. At the end of the piece, we 
joined her as a camera mounted 
on a shopping cart took us on a 
trip over the edge. On the screen, 
her live close-up faded into a dif¬ 
ferent image: her face underwater, 
letting out the last bubbles of air, 


drowning. 

The other stories seemed to 
pale in comparison, possibly be¬ 
cause Burritt’s performance was 
so over-the-top. But as texture to 
the theatrical experience, each of¬ 
fered different approaches, vary- 
ingTises of text, image and move¬ 
ment. Most memorable was the 
sexually frustrated Marit Brook- 
Kothlow dancing in a blue wig, 
and Paul Benney, tortured by the 
burden of gay domesticity, sur¬ 
rounded by a stage filled with 
steaming tea kettles. 

Throughout, dance sequences 
were illustrative, clearly etched but 


soft-edged, an expression of body 
as contact point, dance as com¬ 
munity act, movement as symbol 
of change. 

“Hapless” had barely any 
“dancing” in it. But there was a 
woman in a dog’s head, a man 
who feels like a toy truck — “I’m 
all wound up, I need and I need 
and I never get satisfied” — and 
another woman who was so pas¬ 
sive she was lifted around the stage 
like a prop: “I’m numb... should I 
wear the red shoes or the blue 
shoes?” The most somber and ex¬ 
istential of the pieces presented, 
“Hapless” seemed to offer three 


unsympathetic characters without 
any explanation. “This life isn’t 
going to get any easier,” we were 
told. 

“Take Place” also knocked peo¬ 
ple for their cluelessness — in this 
case, towards nature. Dancers ap¬ 
peared carrying enormous 
branches and made a forest which 
parted to allow a very urbane Joe 
Goode to come forward and talk, 
smoking a cigarette, pondering 
buying a place in Vermont, a cou¬ 
ple of acres where he could simul¬ 
taneously telecommute and get 
back to nature. “Far away, but only 
a couple of hours from New York.” 

Then cynicism faded into a 
dream. A huge tree backdrop flew 
in from the rafters, Vong Phrom- 
mala appeared as a fairy princess, 
and Goode began to imagine, al¬ 
ternatively, a place a million miles 
away, “where the trees don’t be¬ 
long to anyone.” 

For Goode, this final image of 
contentment may be fantasy, but 
theatre is also a dream, and in this 
case, a gift. As he hummed to the 
audience, and the dancers moved 
under the grace of a tree, it was 
clear that Goode may be the cyni¬ 
cal father, but his passion, and 
panacea, is the power of stories. 
He makes us believe. T

C omedian Page Hurwitz 
moved to San Francisco to 
come out, and in the 
process, she found love in her life 
and laughter in her career. Now 
she’s moving to Los Angeles, 
where she has two TV comedies in 
development, but not before she 
performs in Funny Girlz: A Smor¬ 
gasbord of Womens Humor on 
June 9 at the Herbst Theatre. 

The transplanted New Yorker 
had been working at the San Fran¬ 
cisco Tennis Club when friends 
pushed her to perform at an 
open-mike night at Josie’s 
Cabaret. “It sounds so corny,” she 
said recently, “but I got out on the 
stage and felt so at home. I knew 
it was exactly what I should be 
doing with my life.” 

That was three years ago, and 
within days, Hurwitz had com¬ 
mitted herself to a life as a come¬ 
dian. She’s worked steadily, both 
in gay and lesbian situations, and 
with general audiences who find 
that her openness about being a 
lesbian doesn’t mean material that 
is narrowly focused. 

Hurwitz considers her comedy 
something of a hybrid. “Any 
comic uses some observational 
humor,” she said, “but mine isn’t 
observational in the tradition of 
Jerry Seinfeld. ‘Don’t you hate it 
when you get peanuts on the air¬ 
plane. ..’ I think for the most part 
I’m an anecdotal comic. I tell sto-

ries, personal and humiliating sto¬ 
ries, and then weave in observa¬ 
tional stuff. I build digression into 
my routine, and that allows me to 
be a little more spontaneous.” 

Sometimes she’ll digress into a 
mention of her girlfriend or some 
other gay reference, and even for 
that she must pay a price. “As soon 
as you start talking in your act 
about the fact that you’re gay, and 
even though it may not be the 
focus of your act, you’re immedi¬ 
ately funneled into certain 
venues,” she said. “I find that sort 
of annoying. However, I never 
considered not coming out.” 

When Hurwitz moved to San 
Francisco from New York six years 
ago, she was so ready to come out. 
“When I got here,” she said, “I was 
constantly walking around with, 
like, smoke machines at a disco, 
because it was just such an amaz¬ 
ing time, and just to feel free and 
liberated and do things I had 
never done before.” 

She has been together with her 
partner, a San Francisco attorney, 
for four years. “We were both dat¬ 
ing other people when we met and 
we became best of friends, so we 
had a really good foundation 
when the time came when we 
were both single,” Hurwitz said. 
Her impending move to Los An¬ 
geles will force them into a dual¬ 
city relationship, at least for a 
while. 

3 out of 3 

Despite the sense of liberation 
that San Francisco provided, Hur¬ 
witz dragged her feet about telling 
her parents that she is gay. “My 
brother and sister are both gay, 
and they had already come out, so 
I really waited a long time,” she 
said. “I was the last great straight 
hope.” 

But she thinks her mother sus¬ 
pected anyway. “My mother has a 
theory that lesbians don’t wear 
earrings, so each year on my 
birthday she gave me progressive¬ 
ly larger earrings. Finally, I could¬ 
n’t take it any more — the ear¬ 
rings were like hood ornaments 
— and I said, ‘You know, Mom, 


I’ve got something to tell you.’ I 
thought she was going to be a 
wreck, but she was so cool it kind 
of grossed me out. She said, ‘If you 
and your girlfriend stay together, 
maybe your brother can be her 
sperm donor.’ But it was so much 
better than her crying and rolling 
on the floor.” 

While her mother and sister 
still live in New York, her father 
and her brother are in Southern 
California, making her upcoming 
move more appealing. 

LA-bound with the goal of be¬ 
coming a television writer, she’s 
working on two pilot scripts, one 
for Touchstone and one for Com¬ 
edy Central, that could turn into 
series — but not with her as their 
stars. “I’m a rare standup comic 
who doesn’t want to be on TV,” 
she said. 

The project for Touchstone (a 
division of Disney) is titled Tm So 
Lucky, which Hurwitz describes as 
a fish-out-of-water story about a 
hip New Yorker who winds up 
working in a K-mart in the South. 
“Imagine one of the Sex and the 
City girls in Wewoka, Okla.,” Hur¬ 
witz said. 

It’s targeted at mainstream au¬ 
diences, unlike the Comedy Cen¬ 
tral project. “That show is actual¬ 
ly very gay, and I’m very excited 
about it,” she said. “It has a lead 
character named Page who’s a les¬ 
bian comic living with two 
straight friends in a condo build¬ 
ing that is entirely filled with les¬ 
bians.” 

But Page will not play Page. 
“I’m just going to play a peripher¬ 
al recurring character,” she said. “I 
think we should get someone a lit¬ 
tle nicer than me to play me.” T

They’re here, they’re square 

Get used to it:'Forever Plaid' at New Conservatory Theatre Center

J t’s a place where a solemn re¬ 
quiem can be punctuated with 
a “sha-boomwhere Sunday 
night with Ed Sullivan is a quasi¬ 
religious experience, and where 
Perry Como’s cardigan sweater is 
an exalted vestment. 

Welcome to Plaidland. 

This blithe and quirky world is 
being evoked in genial fashion at 
the New Conservatory Theatre 
Center, where Forever Plaid is 
being offered as part of the the¬ 
ater’s In Concert series. The pro¬ 
duction hits enough of the right 
notes to warrant a visit, especially 
if this is a first visit to the place 
where square is beautiful. 

The 80-minute musical, a 
long-running off-Broadway suc¬ 
cess, uses as its building blocks 
many of the songs that gave such 
groups as the Four Aces, the Four 
Freshmen, and the Four Lads a 
chance to blend their voices in 
smooth harmony. Stuart Ross, the 
musical’s creator, found a way to 
locate the lost pleasures created by 
those harmonies and their practi¬ 
tioners at the same time that he 
was sending up the unbearable 
squareness of their being. 

Ross’ simple but clever notion 
was to take four fellows who as¬ 
pire to be the next set of Aces, 
Lads, or Freshmen, and transport 
them with all their 1950s sensibil¬ 
ities intact to the present day. 
Killed in a car accident on the way 
to their first professional gig, they 
have fallen through a hole in the 
astral plane to land on a stage 
where they have a chance to final¬ 
ly deliver that never-seen perfor¬ 
mance. 

The songs create nostalgia for 
music you probably didn’t realize 
you missed. The arrangements 
have been tweaked by James 
Raitt, creating humor where 
none was intended, and the 
Plaids’ synchronized moves draw 
more laughs, but the songs must 


also stand up musically on their 
own. While not every harmo¬ 
nized moment is a thing of beau¬ 
ty here, Dave Miailovich, 
Matthew Lazzarini, David Sasse, 
and Gary Wayne Farris have 
enough musical showmanship 
and onstage charm to make the 
aggregate agreeable. 

Director Earl Weaver’s produc¬ 
tion, with musical direction by 
Alan Fricke, is simple but solid, 
though the tour de force three- 
minute version of an entire Ed 
Sullivan show is not as tidy as it 
might be. This also seems to be a 
slightly abridged version of the 
musical. The Beatles’ “She Loves 
You” (with the “yeah, yeah, yeahs” 


replaced by “yessiree, Bob”) has 
been excised, and the memorable 
“nice box” sight gag is also miss¬ 
ing. 

It’s easy to see why Forever 
Plaid has become such a popular 
attraction. It is affectionate with¬ 
out being sappy, clever without 
being sarcastic, arid nostalgic with¬ 
out being old-fashioned. Even in 
its somewhat reduced circum¬ 
stances, this Plaidland is a happy 
place to spend an evening. T

Beautician on a mission 

Singer Bill Cooper is soaking in it

B y day, Bill Cooper works as 
a hairdresser in San Jose, 
but on two upcoming Sun¬ 
days, he’ll be singing his heart out 
at the Plush Room. You’re Soaking 
In It is the witty title of his new 
show, with musical direction by 
Barry Lloyd and special lyrics by 
Michael Mascioli, scheduled for 
June 10 8c 17. 

Cooper has also recently re¬ 
leased his debut CD, Anything 
Goes!, which honors the great 
“lost” women singers from the 
1940s to the ’60s who sang popu¬ 
lar music, songs from Tin Pan and 
Shubert Alleys. As Mascioli writes 
in his liner notes, Frances Faye, 
Kay Thompson, and Dolores Gray 
may not be directly represented 
on the disc, but their spirit cer¬ 
tainly is. Cooper has assembled an 
eclectic mix of standards and wor¬ 
thy songs introduced by the likes 


of Karen Morrow, Lisa Kirk and 
Susan Johnson that, for whatever 
reason, went by the wayside. Even 
if you’ve never heard of these dear, 
departed dames, you’ll be im¬ 
pressed with the composers 
Cooper has collected. 

Cole Porter is spotlit by “From 
This Moment on” as well as the 
album’s title song, Johnny Mercer 
by “I Fought Every Step of the 
Way” and “Out of This World,” 
Rodgers and Flart by “You’re 
Nearer” and “Why Can’t I?” Irving 
Berlin’s “The Hostess with the 
Mostes’ on the Ball” becomes, 
with assistance from Mascioli’s 
new lyrics, “I’m a Beautician on a 
Mission.” 

Cooper’s inspired interpreta¬ 
tions are beautifully backed by 
Barry Lloyd on piano and A1 
Obidinski on bass. Among the 
album’s 18 tracks are Rodgers and 
Hammerstein’s “So Far” from Al¬ 
legro, originally introduced by 
Gloria Wills, and “They Say It’s 


Wonderful” from Annie Get Your 
Gun, sung by Ethel Merman and 
Betty Hutton on Broadway and 
Hollywood, respectively. 

Refusing to change the pro¬ 
nouns in these songs usually sung 
by women like Elaine Stritch or 
Judy Garland, Cooper reimagines 
them alternately as heartfelt gay 
ballads or the campiest of compo¬ 
sitions. Cooper unearths rare 
gems like “When the Tall Man 
Talks,” introduced by Susan John¬ 
son in Whoop-up!, and “I Fought 
Every Step of the Way,” by Rose 
Marie in Top Banana. I would 
have appreciated even more infor¬ 
mation on the history of some of 
the lesser-known songs. 

Cooper is an equally persuasive 
and personable performer, 
whether singing torch songs or 
novelty numbers, upbeat or 
down. He loves what he’s doing, 
and doesn’t take himself too seri¬ 
ously (“I’m Vidal Sasoon and 
Frances Faye combined.”) His en-

thusiasm compels the listener to 
join him on his musical journey. 
Accepting that invitation, whether 
on CD or in performance, rewards 
listeners with wonderful warmth 
and rare freshness. T

Borrowed treasures 

Smithsonian art collection visits the 
Cantor Center for Visual Arts at Stanford

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J1 little-visited Bay Area trea- 
MA sure is the Cantor Center 
mm for Visual Arts, popularly 
known as the Stanford Art Muse¬ 
um. Its glittering renovation a few 
years ago was an event somewhat 
overshadowed for San Francisco 
art-lovers by the face-lift of the 
nearer-by California Palace of the 
Legion of Honor. But the resulting 
marriage of the classic, and some¬ 
what grave, older museum build¬ 
ing, which was heavily damaged in 
the 1989 quake, and the light- 
filled additions by Polschek and 
Partners Architects is one of the 
most delightful spaces in which to 
view art in the Bay Area. At pre¬ 
sent, an installation in the upper 
rotunda of the old building fea¬ 
tures the energetic and little-seen 
bronzes of Willem de Kooning, 
which provide a thoughtful coun¬ 
terpoint to the outdoor sculpture 
garden below, where bronze cast¬ 
ings of Rodin’s weighty and pon¬ 
derous figures are permanently 
installed. (The Cantor Center T- 
shirts read, “I have seen The Gates 
of Hell”) 

As a serious academic institu¬ 
tion, the Cantor Center does not 
charge admission. Nor does it 
tend to use pop-culture titles like 
From Tiepolo to Thiebaud to draw 
the public into its galleries for an 
installation of its permanent col¬ 
lection. So I was somewhat sur¬ 
prised to see the icky title Trea¬ 
sures to Go on the current travel¬ 
ing exhibition of artworks on loam 
from the Smithsonian American 
Art Museum (which is still as 
much a mouthful as its former 
name, The National Museum of 
American Art). While its home, 
one of Washington’s most beauti¬ 
ful buildings, the former US 
Patent Office, is undergoing reno¬ 
vations, the collections of the 
SAAM and its co-tenant, the Na¬ 
tional Portrait Gallery, are on tour, 
and the moniker reflects the many 
different categories into which the 
road shows have been grouped: 
e.g. American Impressionism, Con¬ 
temporary Folk Art, Arte Latino, all 
of which are making frantic 
rounds elsewhere around the 
country, through 2002. 

The name notwithstanding, 
this grouping of paintings and 
sculptures from Washington, 
dubbed The Gilded Age, holds 
treasures indeed. Elsewhere in the 
history of art and architecture, the 
period is referred to as The Amer¬ 
ican Renaissance, with dates 
roughly from 1876 to 1917. (For 
museumgoers with long memo¬ 
ries, the Fine Arts Museums re¬ 
ceived a Brooklyn Museum exhi¬ 
bition back in 1980 which evoked 
this epoch.) The last three decades 
of the 19th century and the begin¬ 
nings of the 20th were an era of 
creative energy previously unpar¬ 
alleled on this side of the Atlantic. 
The super-rich captains of the In¬ 
dustrial Revolution (Vanderbilt, 
Carnegie, Frick, and company) 
were setting a new standard of pa¬ 
tronage in America by commis¬ 
sioning such luminaries as archi¬ 
tects McKim, Mead and White, or 
Carr£re and Hastings, to realize 


their public and private buildings. 
They hired the best “craftsmen” 
available (read: Louis Comfort 
Tiffany and John LaFarge) to fash¬ 
ion their stained glass windows 
and plan their other interior dec¬ 
orations. Their monuments were 
designed by the likes of Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens and Daniel 
Chester French. Their portraits 
were painted by American expa¬ 
triate artist John Singer Sargent. 

Immaterial girl 

The Smithsonian American 
Art Museum has particularly rich 
holdings in the art of this period, 
and a number of them are on dis¬ 
play at Stanford. If the portraits 
are less than inspiring, they repre¬ 
sent the high degree of compe¬ 
tence and fluidity of such fin de 
sidcle society painters as Sargent 
and Cecilia Beaux. But lest you 
start to believe that the paintings 
are no more than art to read 
Henry James by, far more reso¬ 
nant are the idealized female fig¬ 
ures of Thomas Dewing in their 
custom-made gilded frames, or 
Abbott Thayer’s sublime “Angel” 
of 1889, which may easily be read 
as a spiritual allegory in a materi¬ 
al age. The more familiar images 
by the artist Childe Hassam, of the 
Manhattan Fourth of July pa¬ 
rades, are not present, but a 
woman at a piano provides a wor¬ 
thy substitute. And if the originals 
of Saint-Gauden’s “Diana” (1889), 
which once crowned Madison 
Square Garden, or French’s “Con¬ 
cord Minute Man of 1774” (mod¬ 
eled in 1889) are not present, 
small-scale versions of these great 
works are installed in the galleries. 

Perhaps the most interesting 
works, however, are those that 
point toward the future and Mod¬ 
ernism. If the “Renaissance” of 
19th-century America evokes its 
glorious past (e.g. French’s 
“Minute Man” and his Lincoln 
Memorial statue) or harkens back 
to Italian roots (most of the archi¬ 
tecture of the period), it also looks 
forward to the best of the 20th 
century. A superb Winslow 
Homer from 1894, “High Cliff, 
Coast of Maine,” shows the artist, 
who was one of the masters of re¬ 
alism in both oil and watercolors, 
in a nearly abstract mode. And 
four paintings by the impossible- 
to-classify Albert Pinkham Ryder 
break the elements of painting 
into its basic elements. His brood¬ 
ing seascapes of the 1880s are the 
essence of form and texture, with 
a minimum of color. 

While in a modernist mood, 
stop by a small, upper gallery at 
the Cantor Center and take in an 
exhibition of works on paper 
which are a recent gift to Stanford 
by artist Nathan Oliveira. They are 
a choice selection of prints and 
drawings by artists from Gustav 
Klimt and Max Beckmann to 
Richard Diebenkorn and Oliveira 
himself. ▼

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Is it time to forgive A Different Light? 

'Book Report' talks with store manager Holly Bemiss

f hen A Different Light 
Bookstore changed own¬ 
ers some months ago, 
longtime fans of the store went 
into culture shock. Overnight, or 
so it seemed, what had been an 
important community resource 
started to look like a gay Borders. 
Longtime staff disappeared, and 
for many of us, ADL was no 
longer a vital stop in the Cas¬ 
tro. When asked by a 
friend to meet store 
manager Holly Be¬ 
miss and give her a 
chance to make a 
case for the new 
ADL, I decided 
that I missed the 
store too much not 
to take a shot. Here’s some of what 
she had to say. 

Deborah Peifer: The change of 
ownership of ADL seemed to in¬ 
volve lots of terminations. Is there . 
anyone still at the store who 
worked there under the previous 
owners? 

Holly Bemiss: I was actually 
hired prior to the change in own¬ 
ership. There are two other book¬ 
sellers who had been working at A 
Different Light before I joined the 
staff as well, one for several years. 

I didn’t have anything to do with 
the decisions made during that 
time. I do know that “lots of ter¬ 
minations” is simply rumor. As far 
as I know, there were no termina¬ 
tions. Tfie store was overstaffed, 
and hours had to be cut if the 
store was to survive. Everyone 
knew that there would be changes. 
The people who left chose to 
move on to something else instead 
of changing with the store. 

Looking back, do you think the 
transition could have been han¬ 
dled better, or were the negative 
reactions pretty much inevitable? 

Transitions are always difficult, 
and even though it would seem 
that the GLBT community would 
welcome change, it was not easy 
for all of the booksellers or cus¬ 
tomers to accept. It is important 
to remember that A Different 
Light would have closed if new 



people had not been willing to in¬ 
vest a great deal of time and 
money into the bookstores. 

Now that some time has passed, 
what can you say about the new 
ADL in terms of staff and stock? 

It is so important to me that 
the booksellers at A Different 
Light be friendly people that love 
books. I feel very lucky to have a 
staff of booksellers who work 
hard, read a lot, are as 
helpful as possible, 
and enjoy cus¬ 
tomers. Every 
week, our stock im¬ 
proves. Initially, we 
did spend much time 
cleaning off the 
shelves and 
weeding out 
books that had 
gathered dust for years because no 
one wanted to buy them and they 
were never returned to the pub¬ 
lishers. People commented on the 
store looking “empty,” and for a 
while, the stock was a bit slim. I 
am so relieved to report that 
things have been going very well 
at ADL for the past few months. 

Does the queer community need a 
queer bookstore? If we do, why 
should it be ADL? 

There are many queer people 
who feel very comfortable shop¬ 
ping at chain stores or online. And 
though I can’t say exactly what the 
queer community needs, I have 
worked at a number of stores in a 
chain company, and I have seen 
the way many of those stores op¬ 
erate. Though they claim diversity 
— and they love to take queer 
money — in my experience they 
were not really interested in the 
GLBT community, books, or even 
the staff that identified as queer. I 
was also fortunate enough to 
work at a wonderful independent 
store in the city, A Clean Well 
Lighted Place for Books, which I 
think is the very best general 
bookstore around. But there is 
something special about a special¬ 
ty store. Even if a general store has 
a good selection of GLBT books, 
it cannot provide as many books 
or the same environment that a 
GLBT store can provide. It’s 
amazing to witness the reaction 
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A Different Light manager Holly Bemiss 


that many tourists or newcomers 
have while browsing our store — 
they’re happy, encouraged and 
comfortable. This is, after all, the 
only GLBT specialty bookstore in 
San Francisco. I think it’s so im¬ 
portant that it remain and prosper 


in the years to come. 

Where do you hope you and the 
store are a year from now? Five 
years? 

I hope the literary community 
in San Francisco finds ADL to be 


their home, as so many local 
readers and tourists have. I hope 
that because of this, the store 
continues to grow. As our situa¬ 
tion improves, our stock will 
grow. I hope that in the years to 
come we will be able to carry an 
increasingly diverse selection of 
books. I hope that our newly 
launched website, ADifferent- 
LightBookstore.com, takes off, so 
that more people can have access 
to queer books. 

Is there a question you wish I'd 
asked because you had a great an¬ 
swer? Now's your chance. 

It seems strange that people 
would get so upset about the store 
changing in ownership. The new 
owners are working hard to make 
the stores survive. I can’t under¬ 
stand why some people complain 
that we have “sold out,” then go 
and shop at a general non-queer 
bookstore or at Amazon.com. If 
people no longer support their 
neighborhood bookstore, who is 
selling^out? We are here for the 
community, and have worked 
hard to create a respectable book¬ 
store for the community. The in¬ 
dividuals in our community just 
have to walk through our door, 
and give us a chance to say, 
“Hello.” ▼

Sister on a mission in 1 Late Nite Catechism'

M aripat Donovan, who 
plays the no-nonsense 
Sister in Late Nite Cate¬ 
chism, is cagey about her own re¬ 
ligious beliefs. 

“It’s not good PR,” she said. 
“What if I said I don’t believe in 
God and I don’t go to church on 
Sundays and I’m a lesbian and I 
smoke pot every minute?” 

Is any of that true? “Some, 
maybe,” Donovan replied in a 
gruff voice honed on Chicago’s 
South Side and 47 years in con¬ 
struction. 

Donovan is the co-author as 
well as the star of the affectionate 
satire of religious education that 
opens June 13 at the Union Square 
Theatre. Still running in Chicago 
after nine years, there are current¬ 
ly satellite companies in eight 
other cities. Whenever possible, 
Donovan tries to spend the first 
two months performing in a new 
city while a local actress learns the 
ropes before taking over. 

“You gotta have a performer 


who can control the house, do the 
improv, have the religious knowl¬ 
edge, do the written comedy, and 
direct traffic,” Donovan said. “It’s 
a big job.” 

The script that Donovan and 
Vicki Quade concocted almost a 
decade ago is little more than 30 
pages, which means as much of 50 
percent of what Sister says comes 
from digressions and interaction 
with the audience. 

“I’ve got 10 hours of material,” 
she said. “It’s all about editing in 
your head.” 

The audience is cast as a group 
of adult catechism students, and 
participation is encouraged but 
not required. “I ask a lot of ques¬ 
tions,” Donovan said, “and if you 
don’t know the right answer, sit 
really still and stare at your shoes.” 

But if you get it right, you may 
win a glow-in-the-dark crucifix or 
some other religious trinket. If 
you answer wrong, watch out, be¬ 
cause Sister is an unpredictable 
mistress of her domain. 

“The funny thing about our 
show is that the ones who say they

thy for him and for you. But there 
is no escaping the reality of what 
happened.” 

That response saddened and 
angered the two gals so much they 
started Mothers Against Jesse in 
Congress (MAJIC) and soon 
found themselves marked as No. 3 
on Helms’ enemy list. Their battle 
got national attention, and al¬ 
though Helms held on to his 
power base, Patsy and Eloise still 
felt they were winners in the end. 

“I’m grateful for what I learned 
and for what I internalized for 
myself,” Patsy said in a New York 
hotel at the beginning of the Keep 
Singing tour last week. “I really 
never thought about these things 
before Mark died, and though we 
failed with Jesse,,we haven’t failed 
with ourselves and with the peo¬ 
ple we’ve met. So we’re now on a 
campaign to destroy homopho¬ 
bia.” 

And the duo has lots of time 
for their campaign, since they’re 
both not dating at the moment. 

“I’m 72,” the beautifully coifed 
Patsy laughed. 

“I’m getting there very fast. 
Also, I don’t have time for dating,” 
the charming Eloise added.

S ix-foot, seven-inch Mark 
Russell Clarke once thought 
he’d go to divinity school 


because he liked the robes the 
Episcopal priests wore. Even as a 
tot, he enjoyed dressing up. He’d 
put on a cape and make believe he 
was Superman. 

Baritone, broad-shouldered 
Mark Foster Vaughn starred in his 
high school’s production of 
Brigadoon. He loved musicals and 
detested softball. One of his fa¬ 
vorite songs was “The Rose”: “It’s 
the heart afraid of breaking that 
never learns to dance.” 

Both boys grew up to be 
strong, good-humored men, but 
before they could reach their full 
potential, they succumbed to 
AIDS. 

Keep Singing is the heartening 
autobiographical tale of what the 
two Marks left behind: two North 


Carolina Moms who suddenly 
found that sitting around grieving 
wasn’t their cup of tea. Patsy 
Clarke and Eloise Vaughn turned 
from wearing black and baking 
apple pies to becoming political 
activists who tried to unseat Jesse 
Helms in 1996 — not an easy 
transformation. 

Especially for Patsy Clarke, who 
at the time was a devout Republi¬ 
can widow whose late husband 
had been a close friend of Helms. 
When Eloise, also a widow but a 
Democratic one, came across an 
article in which Helms stated that 
people with AIDS “deserved what 
they got,” she showed it to her pal. 
Clarke immediately contacted the 
Senator: “My reason for writing to 
you... is to ask you not to pass 
judgment on other human beings 
as ‘deserving what they get.’ No 
one deserves that. AIDS is not a 
disgrace, it is a tragedy. Nor is ho¬ 
mosexuality a disgrace; we so- 
called normal people make, it a 
tragedy because of our own lack of 
understanding.”

MTT to conduct Mahler's 'Symphony of a Thousand'

s he San Francisco Symphony 
season ends this week with 
four performances of 
Mahler’s enormous Eighth, or the 
Symphony of a Thousand. Can it 
really be time for Pops and festival 
concerts again? 

The maestro certainly knows the 
meaning of a grand season finale, at 
any rate — no mounting of the 
Mahler Eighth could ever be con¬ 
sidered anything less than an event. 
Tilson Thomas has also shown us 
repeatedly that he has a wonderful 
understanding of Mahler’s universe. 
If there are any seats left, I would call 
the box office now. 

Soprano Michelle DeYoung 
will be back onstage after filling in 
last week for an ailing Thomas 
Hampson. It was a disappoint¬ 
ment to miss a visit from one of 
our most intelligent and attractive 
baritone stars, but DeYoung is a 
trooper, and she is fashioning a 
lustrous career of her own. 


Richard Wagner’s Five Songs on 
Poems by Mathilde Wesendonck 
have a certain uneasy sensuality 
about them that is suited to De¬ 
Young’s big but not overpowering 
voice. Her stage presence is im¬ 
posing, yet she can scale her tone 
to an intimate range, and MTT’s 
careful handling of the orchestral 
backdrop made a satisfying sub¬ 
stitution for Hampson’s previous¬ 
ly scheduled Mozart arias. 

The program opened with 
Brahms’ Variations on a Theme by 
Haydn, given a pleasant if rather 
stately treatment. Considering that 
we were still panting from last 
week’s surprise heat wave, there was 
reason to fear the rest of the 
evening might prove unbearably 
restful. DeYoung’s radiant glide to 
center stage, however, seemed to 
coincide with a boost in the hall’s 
air-conditioning, and her lovely 
rendition of Wagner’s Tristan- 
esque setting of Wesendonck’s mid¬ 
dling words was a perfect tonic. 

After a mass exodus to the ex¬ 
terior decks during the intermis¬

cipal Dancer Julia Adam. 

Showing a decidedly different 
side of the San Francisco Ballet, the 
second program featured the Eu¬ 
ropean premiere of the full-length 
ballet Othello , SFB’s collaboration 
with American Ballet Theatre, 
choreographed by Lar Lubovitch 
and set to the music of Elliot Gold- 
enthal. Given four times, the ballet 
offered the considerable talents of 
three separate sets of Principal 
Dancers in the roles of Othello and 
Desdemona: Yuri Possokhov and 
Yuan Yuan Tan; Cyril Pierre and 
Lucia Lacarra; and Pierre-Fran^ois 
Vilanoba and Katita Waldo. Danc¬ 
ing in all four performances, hand¬ 
some Gonzalo Garcia “incarnated 
a perfect Cassio,” according to Rene 
Sirvin, dance critic for the French 
daily Le Figaro. 

The Orchestre Colonne, a fre¬ 
quent guest orchestra at the Paris 
Opera, performed nightly under 
the talented direction of Emil de 
Cou and Scott Speck. 

Fascinating rhythm 

The French are never an easy 
audience to please. Yet at the con¬ 
clusion of each performance when 
the curtain calls were completed, 
the crowd burst into that rhythmic 
clapping that the French public 
award sparingly when they know 
they have seen something really 
special. The critic Sirvin, remem¬ 
bering the San Francisco Ballet’s 
two previous visits to Paris in 1989 
and 1994, said it well: “This is a 
happy rediscovery of a company 


that seems younger, more beauti¬ 
ful and more^motivated than ever.” 

The highlight of the week off 
stage was the awarding by the 
French government to Helgi 
Tomasson of its highest cultural 
decoration: the Order of Arts and 
Letters. Presented by Hugues Gall, 
Director of the Opera National de 
Paris, and in the name of the 
French Minister of Culture, 
Madame Catherine Tasca, Tomas¬ 
son was named Officier and was 
kissed so many times by the French 
that he had drool on his cheeks. 

Although Tomasson had been 
told the night before that he was 
going to be decorated, it didn’t 
keep tears from coming to his eyes 
as he modestly accepted the deco¬ 
ration and told the assembled 
crowd of about 200 dancers, San 
Franciscans and friends how hon¬ 
ored he felt to be given the award, 
and how his professional life had 
been marked by French dance and 
choreography. There to share the 
moment with him were his wife, 
Marlene; his friend, the President 
of Iceland, where Tomasson was 
born, Olafur Ragnar Grlmsson; 
French Senator Andr£ Maman; 
and the former French Minister of 
Culture, Jacques Toubon. 

Equally as touched as Tomasson 
by the award were his French 
dancers, who know well what a 
prestigious honor their boss had 
just received. Cyril Pierre, who 
once danced with Paris Opera Bal¬ 
let and now dances for Tomasson, 
himself with tears in his eyes, made 
his way through all the well-wish¬ 
ers until he reached Tomasson, to 
hug him and say in that very thick 
French accent, “I am so proud!” ▼

that repetition can be hypnotical¬ 
ly attractive. I have always appre¬ 
ciated the slightly hard edge to his 
sound, and using reduced forces 
to perform The Desert Music , 
Tilson Thomas took one of the 
composer’s more lush statements 
back to a typically terse landscape. 

Michael Tilson Thomas has 
given us a terrific month, filled 
with his trademark specialties. The 
upcoming Mozart celebration 
looks tempting, but I still find my¬ 
self thinking about Steve Reich and 
Shostakovich. The Mozart Festival, 
led by none other than conductor 
Sir Neville Marriner, founder of 
the Academy of St. Martin in the 
Fields, begins on June 20 and con¬ 
tinues through June 30. It should 
be quite remarkable, along with 
one or two of this summer’s Pops 
events. Thanks to MTT’s contin¬ 
ued brilliance in programming and 
execution, however, we will still be 
savoring the close of the Sympho¬ 
ny season right on through to Sep¬ 
tember. ▼ 


sion, the large and generally aged 
Wednesday-night subscriber 
crowd settled in gamely for 
Shostakovich’s big, big Symphony 
No. 5. Bless them for trying to 
keep their coughing and loudly 
whispered side comments to a 
minimum. One old chap grinned 
winsomely as he tried to rapidly 
turn his hearing aid down during 
the first crescendo of the first 
movement. A little feedback from 
his device could not distract from 
the momentum MTT had started 
from the very beginning. 

If Tilson Thomas has waited 
until late in his own career to 
tackle the wild fluctuations in 
taste and impact of the mighty 
Shostakovich 15, he is showing the 
wisdom of his pace. As with every 
major composer that he chooses 
to take up, he is getting down to 
the business of Shostakovich with 
a thoughtful mixture of discipline 
and advocacy. It would be so easy 
to go over the top with the Sym¬ 
phony No. 5, arguably the best 
known and admired of the tor¬ 
tured composer’s orchestral 
scores. The everything-but-the- 
kitchen-sink orchestrations and 
raucous marches do not endear 
the Fifth to me, although I am an 
ardent admirer otherwise. 

MTT did not aim for mere ef¬ 
fect, however, and as a result, the 
performance did not tax the or¬ 
chestra to the breaking point, nor 
did it amount to a lot of sound 
and fury. Quite the contrary — 
this was a genuinely exciting expe¬ 


rience, and the hushed tension of 
the extended Largo (Shostakovich 
made the template for this sort of 
movement) was just right. Sopra¬ 
no Michelle DeYoung got some 
well-earned shouts of approval for 
her work earlier that night, but 
MTT sent the crowd back out into 
the tropical night with a fresh take 
on an often misunderstood mod¬ 
ern composer. 

Lean cuisine 

The previous week was all 
about MTT’s allegiance to every 
East Coaster’s favorite minimalist, 
Steve Reich, Tilson Thomas has 
recorded The Desert Music for 
Nonesuch in its original full or¬ 
chestral guise with the Brooklyn 
Philharmonic, but he opted for a 
leaner instrumentation recently, 
and the results were quite refresh¬ 
ing. With a chamber chorus (se¬ 
lected members of Vance George's 
redoubtable SFS Chorus), several 
synthesizers, and a characteristi¬ 
cally Reichian battery of percus¬ 
sion (love those marimbas), the 
conductor wove a more stringent 
texture, but also elicited a cleaner 
sound from this beautiful score. 

The words, chosen from ex¬ 
cerpts of poetry by William Car¬ 
los Williams, were remarkably 
clear throughout, even if Reich 
plays rather free and fast with the 
texts. The score flowed effortlessly, 
and MTT found marvelous sub¬ 
tleties in the tempo changes. Reich 
has never tried to write prettily, 
though the cumulative effect of all

with Stole’s assertion. This talent¬ 
ed comic actress will receive some 
long-overdue recognition at the 
opening night of the Bridge The¬ 
atre’s annual Midnight Mass movie 
series on Saturday, June 9. The 
evening includes a montage of 
Mink’s finest screen moments, an 
audience question-and-answer ses¬ 
sion with the actress, and a screen¬ 
ing of Desperate Living, Waters’ 
1977 movie which gave Stole the 
juiciest role of her career. 

In Desperate Living, Stole plays 
Peggy Gravel, an upper- 
middle-class Baltimore housewife 
who has a spectacular crack-up. 
Early in the movie, Peggy answers 
the phone, discovers it’s a wrong 
number, and screams, “Sorry? 
What good is that? How can you 
ever repay the 30 seconds that 
you’ve stolen from my life? I hate 
you, your husband, your children 
and your relatives!” 

In a manic episode to end all 
manic episodes, Peggy soon kills 
her husband, abandons her chil¬ 
dren, and flees to Mortville, a 
haven for criminals and outcasts, 
with her black maid, Grizelda 
(Jean Hill). Despite such behavior, 
Stole’s view of the character she 
played is sympathetic. “Poor 
Peggy,” she says with a laugh. “She 
was very miserable and misunder¬ 
stood. She was just looking for an 
escape from being a housewife.” 

Extreme case 

It’s easy to see Desperate Living 
as part of the spate of what critic 
Molly Haskell called, in her semi¬ 
nal book From Reverence to Rape: 
The Treatment of Women in the 
Movies, the “mad housewife films” 
of the late ’60s and ’70s. Haskell 
was describing movies like Diary 
of a Mad Housewife and The Rain 
People, in which the female pro¬ 
tagonists escape the “mind-numb¬ 
ing and soul-destroying confines 
of domestic duty” by taking a lover 
(as in Mad Housewife ) or hitting 
the road to “find themselves” (as in 
Rain People). With Desperate Liv¬ 
ings Peggy Gravel, Waters simply 
took this archetypal antiheroine to 
her comic extreme. 

Once in Mortville, Peggy and 
Grizelda become lovers. Stole says 
Hill was an extremely reluctant 
lesbian during the filming of their 
romantic scenes together. Surpris¬ 
ingly, the oral sex scene where the 
massive actress is sprawled nude 
on a bed yelling, “Get it, Peggy! Eat 
it!” didn’t bother Hill. Instead, it 
was the actresses’ rather chaste kiss 
in another scene that repulsed her. 

“She kept saying, ‘Eeew, I don’t 


know if I can do that,”’ recalls 
Stole. “Finally, I turned to her and 
said, ‘Jean, your lips are bigger 
than my head. You have nothing 
to worry about.’” 

Desperate Living ends badly for 
Stole’s character, as did almost all 
of Waters’ early films. “I always 
knew that I was going to die at the 
end of those movies,” says Stole. 
“The only question was, which 
way? How am I going to die this 
time?” In Desperate Living, the an¬ 
swer was with a pistol up her ass, a 
demise that Waters staged with a 
bloody verisimilitude. 

“When we were filming the 
scene where I get shot in the butt, 
John said, ‘Lay there for a mo¬ 
ment. I’ll be right back.’ Then I 
feel something cold on my butt. I 
realized that he had taken a piece 
of bloody raw liver and put it on 
my ass, which he proceeded to 
shoot in close-up. Fortunately, I 
had a nice ass at the time.” 

By the time they made Desper¬ 
ate Living, Stole had been working 
with Waters for a decade. The two 
Baltimore natives met through a 
mutual friend while spending a 
summer in Provincetown in the 
mid-’60s. Conveniently for bud¬ 
ding filmmaker Waters, his new 
friend was a frustrated actress 
who jumped at the invitation to 
appear in his films. 

Stole’s strict Catholic parents 
were less enthusiastic about her in¬ 
volvement with the outr£ film¬ 
maker. “My mother saw one of 
John’s very first films, Roman Can¬ 
dles,” remembers Stole, “and there’s 
a scene in it with a nun and a priest 
making out. She was so horrified 
that she never saw another one of 
his films until [1981’s] Polyester .” 

Divine intervention 

Parental disapproval didn’t 
stop Stole from accepting increas¬ 
ingly larger parts in Waters’ anar¬ 
chic underground films. She per¬ 
formed a memorably scary tap 
dance in 1969’s Mondo Trasho, 
and gave Divine a “rosary job” in 
a church pew in 1970’s Multiple 
Maniacs. “Yes, I was a lapsed 
Catholic by the time I did that,” 
Stole says of that infamous scene. 

Those small parts were a mere 
warm-up for her lead role in the 
Citizen Kane of trash cinema, 
1972’s Pink Flamingos. This was 
the film that tested Stole’s devo¬ 
tion to Waters. When he asked the 
actress to allow herself to be cov¬ 
ered in molasses and feathers on a 
freezing Baltimore day (for the 
scene in which her character is 
tarred and feathered), she reluc¬ 
tantly agreed. But when he asked 
her to set her hair on fire — her 
own freshly-dyed, fire-engine red 
hair, not a wig — Stole finally said 


no to Waters. 

“He was very angry,” recalls 
Stole. “People don’t say no to John, 
they do whatever he asks of them. 
It’s an amazing gift. Of course, it’s 
frustrating on a personal level, be¬ 
cause it’s like trying to be friends 
with the Pope. But on a profes¬ 
sional level, it’s astonishing.” 

Waters didn’t ask Stole to risk 
life, limb or tresses while making 
their next film, 1974’s Female 
Trouble. In fact, she calls this the 
most enjoyable shoot of any Wa¬ 
ters movie. It didn’t hurt that Stole 
was playing her favorite role ever, 
the tantrum-throwing Taffy Dav¬ 
enport. With her too-small party 
dresses and head of ratty blonde 
curls, Taffy is a teenager who’s still 
being treated like an unwanted 
child. She endures starvation, 
seclusion and beatings with a car 
aerial, but manages to get back at 
her abusive mother Dawn (Di¬ 
vine) by being the most insuffer¬ 
able brat imaginable. 

To play the role of Taffy, Stole 
says she drew on classic movie 
brats like Patty McCormack in 
The Bad Seed, as well as her own 
childhood of holy terrorism. “I 
had terrible temper tantrums 
when I was young. I was a very 
angry kid, although with far less 
reason to be than Taffy.” 

Stole had to content herself 
with less meaty parts in Waters’ 
subsequent films. At best, she’s 
had scene-stealing supporting 
roles (1994’s Serial Mom), and at 
worst, thankless bit parts (last 
year’s Cecil B. Demented.) When I 


ask why we’ve watched her screen¬ 
time diminish in Waters’ films 
over the last 20 years, Stole would 
only say, “You’ll have to ask John.” 

It’s clear that Stole and Waters 
have drifted apart. “I adored him 
and I still do, although we no 
longer spend much time togeth¬ 
er,” says Stole. “We’re on opposite 
coasts, but even if we were in the 
same city, the situation probably 
wouldn’t be any different.” 

Summer ‘Games’ 

With Waters no longer writing 
star vehicles for her, Stole has at¬ 
tempted to build an acting career 
apart from the director and Balti¬ 
more. She moved to LA a decade 
ago and has managed to pay the 
rent with theater and TV work, as 
well as small parts in indie fea-

would never participate are the 
ones who end up raising their 
hands,” Donovan said. “Why? Be¬ 
cause it’s a friendly situation.” 

It is not, Donovan stresses, 
anything like the musical Nun- 
sense (“a bunch of goofy nuns 
who can’t take care of them¬ 
selves”) or Christopher Durang’s 
biting Sister Mary Ignatius Ex¬ 
plains It All for You (don’t even ask 
what she thinks of that). 

Other than a small fuss from a 
conservative Catholic organiza¬ 
tion in New York, Donovan has 
seen her show embraced by nuns, 
priests, and even a cardinal. “I’ve 
done this show for 12,000 reli¬ 
gious educators at an arena in 
Anaheim,” she said. “It’s a fluffy 
little love ball for nuns.” 

Whack-a-mole 

Donovan, 47, spent 16 years of 
her young life learning from the 
nuns, and while she was hardly a 
model student, she has come to ap¬ 
preciate their dedication and tenac¬ 
ity. “They had nine months to teach 
52 kids to read, write, do math, and 
make Jesus their personal savior,” 
she said. “Once in a while someone 
got a whack. You gotta whack a kid 
every three years or so.” 

Her interest in theater began in 
the sixth grade when she wrote a 
play called How Leprechauns 
Came to Be (they’re irresponsible 
angels). She finally blossomed as a 
student in college as a theater 
major. Since she was always drawn 
to the technical end of theater, her 
eventual career as a building con¬ 
tractor made sense. 

“I did it to make money so I 
could be in the theater,” she said, 


tures. Last year, she brightened the 
otherwise dreary camp comedy 
But Tm a Cheerleader, and this 
summer she’ll turn up in a new 
MTV soap, Spyder Games. 

“I play a recurring supporting 
role [on Spyder Games]. I’m over 20, 
so I can’t be featured every minute. 
This is MTV we’re talking about.” 

Stole feels taking up digs in LA 
was the right move. “The biggest 
problem I have with Baltimore is 
that it’s so small,” she complains. 
“It’s a very small town. I get claus¬ 
trophobic there. Here in Lbs An¬ 
geles, I’m still meeting people that 
I like. Periodically, I will have this 
wonderful new person come into 
my life, and that just wasn’t hap¬ 
pening in Baltimore.” 

Relationship-wise, Stole has 
come to the disheartening realiza¬ 
tion that she’s straight. “I tried to 
be gay,” she stresses. “Lord knows I 
tried. I mean, if being gay were a 
choice, I would so be there. There’s 
a woman in my life right now that, 
were I gay, I’d marry in a heartbeat, 
but it just isn’t going to happen.” 

She may be hopelessly hetero 
and have an acting career that is 
small potatoes in comparison to 
her childhood aspirations, but 
Stole is still quite happy with her 
life at the moment. “When I was 
young, my dream was to grow up 
to be a movie star and live in New 
York and walk panthers down 
Fifth Ave. So maybe, as it turns 
out, I live in LA, not New York, and 
I don’t have any panthers. But I am 
an actress, and I have a life here 
that I love. I feel very fortunate.” ▼

“but it overtook my life for awhile. 
I had five crews going at once, and 
the phone started ringing at five in 
the morning. I was good at it, but 
it was a shitload of work.” 

Donovan had scaled back by 
the time Late Nite Catechism 
opened as a weekend show in¬ 
tended for just 12 performances at 
a small Chicago theater. Friends 
had encouraged her to do some¬ 
thing with her encyclopedic 
knowledge of the saints’ lives, 
which she can relate in both funny 
and gruesome detail. 

Back then, the show was known 
as Late Nite Catechism: Saints, Sis¬ 
ters, and Ejaculations, using the 
name of a short prayer for a saucy 
double entendre. “When we got 
picked up for a commercial run, 
the producers said, ‘Drop it,’ and 
we said, ‘No problem. You’re gonna 
put us in Boston, we’ll drop it.’” 

Donovan knows that gay peo¬ 
ple, among others, have consider¬ 
able reservations about many of 
the Catholic Church’s teachings. 
But the show’s demographics, she 
said, “are women 35 to death and 
homosexuals.” 

When Late Nite. Catechism 
turned into big business, Donovan 
hung up her tool belt. The only 
contracting Donovan is doing 
these days is on her new home in 
Los Angeles. She lives there with 
her girlfriend, their three dogs, 
and three vintage cars: a Lincoln 
and two Cadillacs. 

“I can’t believe everyone does¬ 
n’t say this is the best city in Amer¬ 
ica,” Donovan said. “I mean, I saw 
Elton John on my corner.” T

ing with the patrician Hepburn in 
1937’s Stage Door shows. Her 
repartee is dazzling — it’s impos¬ 
sible to decide which actress is 
better. 

Equally valuable is DiBattista’s 
discussion of Stanwyck’s excellent 
comic performances in The Lady 
Eve and Ball of Fire (both 1941). 
Remembered more for her noirish 
femme fatales, Stanwyck handled 
comedy brilliantly. The author 
also shines her critical light on the 
almost forgotten Jean Arthur, who 
superbly showed Gary Cooper in 
Mr. Deeds Goes to Town (1936) 
and James Stewart in Mr. Smith 
Goes to Washington (1939) the 
ways of a cynical world. 

TGIF? 

The epitome of the fast-talking 
dame is Rosalind Russell’s Hildy 
Johnson in Howard Hawks’ His 
Girl Friday (1940). DiBattista’s as¬ 
sertion that the speed with which 
Russell delivered the Ben 
Hecht-Charles MacArthur dia¬ 
logue was unrivaled is indis¬ 
putable. But whether this made 
her sexy to most men is problem¬ 
atic. Yes, she did get Cary Grant at 
the end of the film, but how many 
males in the audience then really 
preferred her to Rita Hayworth, 
for example? That the part was 
originally written for and played 
by a man (Pat O’Brien) in the 
1931 version, and portrayed by 
Jack Lemmon in the third version, 
is something DiBattista acknowl¬ 
edges but dismisses with some 


convoluted prose. 

Furthermore, several of the 
most attractive fast-talking dames 
— Harrow, Carole Lombard, 
Claudette Colbert — were already 
well-established sex symbols be¬ 
fore their considerable comedic 
gifts brought them new accolades. 
On the other hand, funny dia¬ 
logue liberated Myrna Loy from 
playing Oriental vamps, trans¬ 
forming her into the screen’s most 
amusing wife, as Nora Charles in 
The Thin Man series. But, despite 
DiBattista’s claims to the contrary, 
even the talented Arthur couldn’t 
compete against Marlene Diet¬ 
rich’s allure in A Foreign Affair 
(1948). 

While acknowledging that 
most of the writers and all of the 
directors responsible for this new 
breed of heroine were men, DiBat¬ 
tista does not tackle the thorny 
subject of whether the heroines 
were creations of men. These gift¬ 
ed actresses certainly were impor¬ 
tant — Philip Barry tailored Holi¬ 
day (1938) and The Philadelphia 
Story (1940) to Hepburn’s dazzling 


comic skills — but most perform¬ 
ers did not write their own mater¬ 
ial. One that did, Mae West, is ex¬ 
cluded from this study, because, al¬ 
though she could handle dialogue 
brilliantly, she was never in much 
of a hurry. Her zaftig, Gay Nineties 
persona was quite removed from, 
say, Irene Dunne’s contemporary, 
witty My Favorite Wife (1940). 

Less depth and more breadth 
would have served the reader bet¬ 
ter. Missing are such sensational 
fast- and smart-talking dames as 
Ann Sothern, Lucille Ball, Eve 
Arden, Ann Sheridan, and Joan 
Blondell. DiBattista ignores the 
impact gay director George Cukor 
had on Russell’s career by casting 
her as the ultimate bitch in the 
often-hilarious The Women 
(1939), a film she barely men¬ 
tions, even though it was based on 
a play by Claire Booth Luce and 
adapted for the movies by Anita 
Loos. Similarly, she ignores 
Pauline Kael’s assertion that the 
men Grant played — characters 
often romantically pursued by ag¬ 
gressive fast-talking dame — was 
a subtle indication of his bisexu¬ 
ality. Since he is the leading man 
most frequently appearing in 
these pages, that silence is surpris¬ 
ing — and disappointing. 

While the book presents a more 
thorough analysis of specific films 
than most readers want, it does 
much to reclaim a remarkable 
movie genre, while paying homage 
to a bevy of stylish actresses who 
can still make is laugh. T 


I n Craig McCall’s short docu¬ 
mentary Painting with Light, 
included on Criterion’s fabu¬ 
lous new DVD of Black Narcissus, 
Kathleen Byron, who plays the 
mad nun in the film, says of direc¬ 
tor Michael Powell, “He gave me 
half of my performance with the 
lighting.” This comment, an un¬ 
necessarily modest one given 
Byron’s brilliant impersonation of 
Sister Ruth, points up both the 
pleasures and pitfalls of the film. 
Splendidly presented in a new dig¬ 
ital transfer on a DVD loaded with 
extras, Black Narcissus is one of 
the high points of color design 
and lighting in cinema. But Pow¬ 
ell’s formal manipulations come 
at a price. Mesmerizing to look at, 
involving and inevitable as a 
dream, the film also has an under¬ 
lying mechanistic quality, a focus 
on the look and sound at the ex¬ 
pense of the characters, that 
makes it ultimately more a bril¬ 
liant oddity than the classic melo¬ 
drama it aspires to be. 

Based on a popular 1939 novel 
by Rumer Godden, Black Narcis¬ 
sus, scripted by Powell’s longtime 
collaborator Emeric Pressburger, 
is set in Mopu, at the base of the 
Himalayas. While Godden was 
praised for the authenticity of her 
book — no surprise given her 
years of living in colonial India — 
Powell took the radical step of 
shooting the entire film on sets, at 
Pinewood Studios. This was one 
of many extremes in a film that 
would meticulously recreate the 
lighting of classic painters, glee¬ 
fully attack such sacred cows as 
nuns’ vows, and in one legendary 
sequence match the actors’ move¬ 
ments to an elaborate piece of 
music. 

The story follows the attempts 
by five missionary nuns to estab¬ 
lish an order in a remote, faded 
palace (formerly a house of cour¬ 
tesans) donated by a thoughtful 
general. The sisters are quickly

overwhelmed by the privations of 
this place, 9,000 feet up and 
perched on a precipice. The locals 
are suspicious to hostile, regarding 
the nuns as curiosities who will 
soon vanish. The local govern¬ 
ment agent, Mr. Dean (David Far¬ 
rar), upon whom their existence 
depends, is sarcastic and, more 
disturbingly, sexy in his walking 
shorts and no shirt. And the whole 
atmosphere is “strange,” as one of 
the sisters says, frightening them 
with images like the silent Holy 
Man on the mountain, tempting 
them with worldly pleasures, and 
suggesting more exciting ways of 
living in the world than as brides 
o’ Christ. 

Ruthless behavior 

The sisters’ insular world is also 
under attack from within. The 
leader, Sister Clodagh (Deborah 
Kerr), takes her role as “Sister Su¬ 
perior” too literally; Sister Philip¬ 
pa (Flora Robson), a gardener, be¬ 
gins to lose her grip, planting 
flowers instead of desperately 
needed vegetables; Sister Honey 
(Jenny Laird) invokes the wrath of 
the locals by administering medi¬ 
cine to a sick baby, whose death is 
then attributed to her. Most prob¬ 
lematic is Sister Ruth (Kathleen

I etermining how much pop- 
1 ular culture reflects society 
versus how much it influ¬ 
ences it is a question hotly debated 
but rarely answered satisfactorily. 
In Fast-Talking Dames (Yale Uni¬ 
versity Press, $27.95), author Maria 
DiBattista offers her response in a 
serious analysis of funny actresses 
who provided her and others with 
real-life role models. 

The book addresses the arrival 
of a new woman in films, one who 
contrasted sharply with the 
screen’s virginal heroines, lan¬ 
guorous vamps, and wild flappers 
prevalent before the mid-’30s. 
What distinguished this new 
woman, DiBattista argues, was her 
ability with words — the speed 
with which she talked, the inde¬ 
pendence and intelligence reflect¬ 
ed in her speech. All of this made 
her sexy and appealing. Her hey¬ 
day was short — by the end of the 
’40s, the fast-talking dame had be¬ 
come a rarity, although the type 
never died out altogether. 


Certainly the advent of talking 
films called for actresses different 
from those who dominated the 
Silent Era. Mary Pickford, Theda 
Bara and Clara Bow gave way to 
Jean Harlow, Katharine Hepburn 
and Barbara Stanwyck, although 
stars like Norma Shearer, Joan 
Crawford and Greta Garbo sur¬ 
vived and flourished. But the era 
chronicled by DiBattista did pro¬ 
duce a group of remarkable come¬ 
diennes, actresses whose ability 
with dialogue is unsurpassed. She 
focuses her book on a handful of 
them and their key roles, arguing 
exhaustively to establish her thesis 
that their ability with words made 
them attractive. 

That she fails to prove her case 
consistently is less important than 
the welcome attention she brings 
to these stars. Her discussion of 
Ginger Rogers, for example, fo¬ 
cuses on her fine work away from 
Fred Astaire. Rogers frequently 
played working-class women, but 
unlike Stanwyck or Crawford, she 
seldom seemed angry about it. 
She was cheerful and, sometimes, 
exceptionally funny, as her team¬ 
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Faerie films 

B y magic, I was invited to an ad¬ 
vance screening of entries for 
The First Ajinual Radical 
Faerie Film Festival, a program of 
shorts “by or related to self-identified 
faeries” to be presented this Saturday, 
June 9, at 848 Community Space 
It should be a fascinating crowd. At 
the preview, about a dozen semi- 
naked, colorfully adorned, frolicking 
faeries lounged about or did yoga as 
they patiently viewed and commented 
on film/video entries their faerie 
brethren and sistren had submitted for 
due consideration. 

Present among us in spirit was 
none other than Venusian poet Haia 
Ted Berk, gray-haired, roly poly and 
insistently reciting his out-of-this 
galaxy verse. He’s one of the anchors 
of the faerie community — free-float¬ 
ing as he is in his own occult universe 
— and it is owing to this august emi¬ 
nence that the first-ever faerie film fest 
will be screening a 1960s psychedelic- 
art treasure, Kusamas Self Obliteration 
(1967; 16mm; 23 min.). 

With artistic direction by Japanese 
artist Yayoi Kusama (born 1929), 
who came to prominence in the New 
York art world of the 1960s and is now 
considered “an iconic artistic figure of 
her generation” (www.yorku.ca/agyu/ 
exhibits/kusama.htm), Self Oblitera¬ 
tion was shot and edited by Jud 
Yalkut. This acid-flashback of a hap¬ 
pening, praised by Yoko Ono, is a true 
rarity and counterculture gem. It be¬ 
gins with dots — such as those of 
magic mushrooms — painted on 
everything, taking off on horses across 
pasture, covering a pond, engulfing 
cities and then somehow dissolving 
into a mass of writhing, paint- 
drenched nudes. 

Festival organizer/filmmaker Blue 
Moor obtained the film from Haia, 
who had created the film’s free-form, 
beyond-rock sound-track with his 
band, the Citizens for Interplanetary 
Activity (CIA), which played on bills 
with Big Brother and the Holding 
Company (at the Rock Garden on Mis¬ 
sion St. in SF), Procal Harum, and 
Simon and Garfunkel (at Fillmore East 
in NYC). The sonic buzz through the 
film is as mind-spinning as the imagery. 

Haia himself will be the focus of 
Haia the Messenger, a film by Earl 
Blue, showing the fleet-footed elderly 
messenger going about his business 
downtown, reciting verse for the suits . 
in their corporate towers as he hands 
them their parcels. 

Also on the bill are FaerieFilm, a 
fully animated piece by seven New York 
faeries in the early 1990s; The Garbage 
Man by Twoturtles, a politically moti¬ 
vated film that attempts visually to de¬ 
scribe the smell of greed; Bykes by 
Mary C. Matthews, wherein lesbian 
bykers battle to the death; Do It In The 
Dirt, a music video featuring Enrique, 
directed by Mark Kleim (Lavender 
Lounge); Wash this way, by Wyn; The 
BongShowb y Couch Queen Produc¬ 
tions; and Queer’s Queers, a personal 
statement by Jim Hankie about the 
queers in his life. ▼

M ore than a thousand tales 
came from the IML 2001 
weekend in Chicago, most 
of which I will never repeat pub¬ 
licly. For those with prurient in¬ 
terests, however — and I know 
you’re out there! — here are a few 
anecdotes that will make you 
smile and/or throw your arms up 
in shock and dismay. 

But first, some facts about In¬ 
ternational Mr. Leather 2001: 

It took 327 volunteers to make 
the weekend a success, many 
working for months before the ac¬ 
tual weekend and many more 
making it a smooth, slick presen¬ 
tation for the attendees.

Mr. Moulin Rouge 

Writer/director Baz Luhrmann 
describes his cinematic spectacle

*P he new movie Moulin 

^Rouge, starring Nicole Kid- 

I man and Ewan McGregor, 
has been called everything from 
an ultra-contemporary musical to 
a postmodern opera to an elabo¬ 
rate two-hour MTV video. No¬ 
body, it seems — let alone the crit¬ 
ics — can agree on exactly what 
the kaleidoscopic movie is. Well, 
who better to ask than the man 
who wrote and directed the film? 

“What it is is a very simple 
story set in a heightened creative 
world,” says Baz Luhrmann (pro¬ 
nounced like jazz). “The reso¬ 
nance and complexity is the mu- 
sicalization of it — that’s where it 
fattens up. The bottom line is that 
we’re telling a story through 
music.” 

Luhrmann, whose other major 
films include Strictly Ballroom and 
his 1996 version of Romeo and 
Juliet starring Leonardo DiCaprio, 
was born and raised in Australia 
and attended the prestigious Na¬ 
tional Institute of Dramatic Arts 
in Sydney. His background in¬ 
cludes extensive work in opera — 
in 1990, he staged a critically-ac¬ 
claimed production of Puccini’s 
La Boheme set in the 1950s. 

“I’ve always had a love of mu¬ 
sicals and music,” he says. “I grew 
up in a really tiny place in the 
middle of absolutely nowhere. We 
owned a gas station and the farm 
and, in fact, we had a cinema for a 
short while. This thing of seeing 
story told through music and arti¬ 
fice — using artifice to feel — that 
was always something that I really 
loved. I just assumed that was 
going to happen again — that 
someone was going to come along 
and deal with how to make a cin¬ 
ematic language for this moment 
in this time to tell stories through 
music.” 

He didn’t know that someone 
would be him. He sees his three

major films as a trilogy and says 
that Moulin Rouge is the last one 
he will be doing in this musical 
style. 

“These three films, they are 
based on some basic rules,” he 
says. “One, they are simple-story 
primary myths. Strictly Ballroom 
is David and Goliath and over¬ 
coming oppression. Ron%eo and 
Juliet is love and conflict with so¬ 
ciety. For me, the kind of story I 
needed to deal with was not the 
sort of blind white light of over¬ 
coming impossible odds and a 
happy ending, but the maturing 
story of the Orpheus myth — and 
I do this by going into an under¬ 
world and coming to that mo¬ 
ment when you realize there are 
things you cannot control. People 
die. Relationships cannot be. Arid 
then not being crushed by that — 
moving on, having grown inter¬ 
nally for what you’ve given up, for 
the gifts of youth.” 

Sounds of music 

Deciding on Bohemian Paris 
circa 1900, Luhrmann went to 
Paris and began a massive re¬ 
search project. Then came what he 
calls the musicalization of the 


plot. The score features popular 
music from the 20th century — 
everything from The Sound of 
Music to the hot remake of “Lady 
Marmalade.” One memorable 
scene in the movie features Kid¬ 
man and McGregor in a duet of. 
the Beatles’“All You Need Is Love,” 
Dolly Parton’s “I Will Always Love 
You,” and Elton John’s “Your 
Song,” interspersed with bits of fa¬ 
miliar songs from Phil Collins, 
U2, David Bowie and Brian Eno. 

“Although I’m sure the film 
looks a bit like ‘Baz’s favorite 
records strung together by a plot,’ 
it’s the inversion of that,” he says. 
“It’s actually a meticulous and re¬ 
lentless assessment of the musical 
pieces that will articulate and re¬ 
veal and illuminate those particu¬ 
lar dramatic moments.” 

Luhrmann says that telling a 
story through music as a way to 
open a window on another time is 
a very old idea. 

“You know, Judy Garland sings 
‘Clang, clang, clang went the trol¬ 
ley’ in Meet Me in St. Louis, and 
that was a film set in 1900,” he 
says. “She’s singing big-band radio 
music — the equivalent of Beck 
and Missy Elliott off the radio. It’s 
pop music. They wouldn’t have 
sung ‘Clang, clang, clang went the 
trolley’ in 1900, so they used the 
music of her time to understand 
characters and places of another 
time. Sure, we’ve taken that notion 
further and we’ve toyed with it a 
bit, but that is where it has come 
from.” 

Calling Moulin Rouge a “post¬ 
modern La Traviata,” Luhrmann 
says it conforms to a fundamental 
rule of musicals and operas that 
the audience knows the story’s 
outcome before it begins. 

“The resonance and the com¬ 
plexity is found in the execution, 
not in the revelation of plot,” he 
says. “This is how you get the au¬ 
dience to clap and make noise, be¬ 
cause they’re going, ‘Well, I know

Born to d 
dying mother, Nkosi was adopted 
by a white South African, Gail 
Johnson, who provided him with 
the medications most poor South 
Africans with HIV/AIDS cannot 
access. He led the life of a normal 
boy until he was denied a place in 
school because of his AIDS. John¬ 
son fought for him to be allowed 
into school and brought media at¬ 
tention to the issue of children 
with HIV/AIDS in South Africa. 
She then opened Nkosi’s Haven, a 
group home for children with 
AIDS. 

Nkosi himself became an ac¬ 
tivist and last year was the World 
AIDS Conference keynote speak¬ 
er. There, small and frail, he told 
the audience; “We are normal, we 
are human beings, we can walk, 
we can talk. We are all the same.” 

This last year, he traveled and 
gave speeches in the UK and US, 
saying it was his last chance to 
fight, his last year to live. He told 
ABC’s Jim Wooten, “I’m not going 
to give up. I’ve got a lot of work to 
do for the others — mothers and 
children out there.” 

Nkosi spawned a whole new 
generation of activist — all chil¬ 
dren with HIV/AIDS. Wooten, a 
craggy veteran who has covered 
many wars and scenes of carnage, 
has reported over the past year on 
a different kind of war, the one 
waged by this sweet and special 
child. Wooten’s reporting has been 
incredibly moving. 

Unfortunately, AIDS killed 
Nkosi, as it has so many others. 
But not before he reminded those 
who complacently believe AIDS is 
over that the epidemic is as devas¬ 
tating as ever. Via TV, he let us 
know before he died that we have 
much work left to do. T

Byron), who abuses the natives as 
she tries to deal with her growing 
insanity, jealousy of her superior, 
and lust for Mr. Dean. 

Episodic and vignettish rather 
than a linear narrative, the film in¬ 
cludes notable comic relief in the 
form of a toothless hag (May Hal- 
latt) who caretakes the palace and 
screeches her longing for the days 
when it was a whorehouse. There’s 
also a pointless romance between 
Jean Simmons, as a vampish local 
girl turned out by her family for 
being too willful, and Sabu, as a 
foppish young general who begs 
the nuns for lessons in physics and 
math. Simmons has one of the 
film’s most provocative, and cen¬ 
sor-defying, sequences in a lewd 
dance through the palace. Sim¬ 
mons has another sexy moment 
when she’s on her knees in front 
of Sabu’s crotch, suggesting she’s 
ready to chow down. As diverting 
as these detours are, they quickly 
pale beside the driving force of the 
drama, the conflict between an in¬ 
creasingly aggressive and un¬ 
hinged Sister Ruth, representing 
civilization sundered by contact 
with a pagan otherworld; and Sis¬ 
ter Clodagh, who stands for right¬ 
eousness and piety at all cost, even 
as she finds herself, like Sister 
Ruth, aroused by the hunky, 
hairy-chested Mr. Dean. 

While Kerr often gave remark¬ 
able performances, here she’s ade¬ 
quate at best, overshadowed by 
Kathleen Byron’s Sister Ruth. 
Byron’s commanding presence in¬ 
deed dominates the film as she 
gradually but perceptibly unravels 
in the film’s dreamy setting. One 
of her most intense scenes is also 
one of the simplest: Sister Ruth 
applying lipstick. This prosaic 
event, shot in choker close-up and 
overripe color, powerfully signifies 
her final parting with her pious 
life, and in fact signals the end for 
the nuns’ tenure. Powell is at his 
most imaginative in the scenes 
with this dynamic psycho. He 
lingers on close-ups of her face, 
one of the most beautiful and 
evocative in British cinema, track¬ 
ing her descent into madness 
sometimes with uncomfortably 
close shots of her eyes. Her mani¬ 
acal movements and crazed visage 
give Black Narcissus the feel of a 
horror film as she races wraithlike 
through the dark, wind-whipped 
rooms of the palace, or appears 
suddenly in a room. Attentive 
viewers will note the film’s resem¬ 


blance to another quasi-horror 
classic, Vertigo, in the crazed, cli¬ 
mactic fight between Sister Ruth 
and Sister Clodagh at the bell. 

Eye candy 

Visual purists will find much to 
delight the eye in Black Narcissus. 
In the Painting with Light docu¬ 
mentary, cinematographer Jack 
Cardiff (who won an Oscar for his 
work on the film and supervised 
this transfer) lists Vermeer, Rem¬ 
brandt, and Van Gogh as influ¬ 
ences. The first shot of the film 
could be excised and convincingly 
offered as a newly discovered Ver¬ 
meer. 

Martin Scorsese, whose com¬ 
mentary (along with the late di¬ 
rector’s) is included on the DVD, 
was among many future filmmak¬ 
ers inspired by the film. Watching 
it, he says, was “like being bathed 
in color.” This feeling of being im¬ 
mersed in a dreamworld is aided 
immeasurably by Peter Ellen- 
shaw’s superb matte paintings of 
the valleys and vistas of an imagi¬ 
nary Himalayas. 

Equally challenging is the film’s 
melding of music and movement. 
This is most ambitious in the cli¬ 
mactic sequence, a 12-minute tour 
de force in which the movements 
of the embattled Sisters are 
matched to a musical sequence 
written by Brian Easdale. Few di¬ 
rectors outside the experimental 
realm would attempt such a thing, 
and it has an undeniable power. 
On the other hand, some viewers 
will be more annoyed than moved 
by the haunted-house operatic 
chorus that arises throughout this 
sequence to accompany Ruth on 
her lethal trek. While the imagery 
here remains unforgettable — 
Kathleen Byron’s sudden appear¬ 
ance as a violent psychopath, 
framed in a dark doorway, is gen¬ 
uinely chilling — the music some¬ 
times slides into bathos. 

Powell’s heavy attention to the 
formal aspects of the film may 
have distracted him from the 
creaky plot, unnecessary subplots, 
and sometimes mediocre, soap- 
operaish acting. Kerr’s reaction to 
Sister Ruth plummeting over the 
cliff is especially unwelcome in 
this regard. She gives a wide-eyed, 
silent-movie-style look of terror, 
complete with hand across her 
mouth, a reaction unworthy of all 
that’s gone before. It’s hard to 
imagine Powell not working in 
greater depth with an actress of 
Kerr’s caliber. The fact that he did¬ 
n’t keeps Black Narcissus just shy 
of the masterpiece status so often 
claimed for it. T
